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PREFACE,

T7*  NCOURAGED  by  the  favour- 
■  *  able  reception,  which  the  Medical 
Reports  of  the  ErTe&s  of  Tobacco  and 
Arfenic  in  the  Cure  of  Dropfies  and,  Agues 
have  met  with  from  the  public ;  the  author 
nowofFers  another  fpecimen  of  his  Reports, 
conducted  on  the  fame  plan  of  investigation. 

He  is  fully  aware,  that  the  remedies,  the 
effects  of  which  he  has  undertaken  to  de- 
fcribe,  have  been  long  known  •  and  that  the 
prefent  work  is  not  pofTefTed  of  the  attraction 
of  novelty  to  engage  attention,  a  circumftance 
which  was  in  favour  of  his  laft  two  publi- 

a  3  cations. 
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cations.  He  muft  therefore  reft  it's  merits 
upon  the  importance  and  frequency  of  the 
difeafe,  the  utility  of  the  remedies  employed, 
in  particular  the  tindure  of  guaiacum,  and 
the  manner  in  which  he  has  purfued  his  in- 
quiry. 

It  is  hoped  however,  that,  under  this  dif- 
advantage,  the  author  will  be  excufed,  if  he 
take  the  liberty  of  mentioning,  in  a  few 
words,  fome  circumftances,  which  led  him 
to  adopt  the  prefent  fubjed.  For  near  ten 
years  he  had  been  one  of  the  phyficians  to 
the  general  infirmary  at  Stafford  -y  and  the 
facility  he  had  acquired  in  writing  fhort- 
hand  enabled  him  during  that  time  to  col- 
led:, in  a  circumstantial  manner,  from  his 
public  and  private  pradice,  about  five  thou- 
sand cafes  of  different  difeafes. 

On  drawing  out  very  fhort  abfirads  of 
thefe  difeafes,  firfb  in  a  chronological,  and 
then  in  a  generical  order,  he  found,  that  he 

had 


had  collected  under  the  title  of  rheumatifm 
near  five  hundred  cafes,  about  ninety  of 
which  were  of  the  acute  kind. 

He  alfb  obferved,  that  the  utility  of  art 
was  not  inconfiderable  in  the  treatment  of 
this  difeafe  ;  and  therefore  thought  it  might 
be  felected  with  peculiar  propriety,  for  the 
purpo'fe  of  illuftrating,  on  a  more  enlarged 
fcale  than  in  his  former  fpecimens,  the  plan 
of  the  celebrated  lord  Bacon  for  the  im- 
provement of  phytic. 

He  was  alfo  induced  to  prefer  the  prefent 
fubject,  from  an  opinion,  that,  by  exhibit- 
ing a  juft  reprefentation  of  the  beneficial 
effects  of  certain  anti-rheumatic  remedies, 
ibme  perfons,  who  have  fuffered  under  the 
difeafe,  and,  either  from  ignorance  or  ground- 
lefs  prejudices,  have  never  made  ufe  of  any 
medicines,  might  be  convinced  of  the  pro- 
bable advantage  of  having  recourfe  to  medi- 
cal affiftance.

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Influenced  by  thefe  confiderationp,  the 
author  has  felected  from  the  ample  ftore  of 
materials  before  him,  fometimes  in  a  full,  and 
fometimes  in  an  abridged  form,  a  number 
of  cafes,  as  practical  examples  of  the  effects 
of  the  different  remedies  administered,  and 

of  the  various  events  of  the  difeafe. 

t. 

He  has  alfo  arranged,  with  much  labour 
and  attention,  according  to  the  Verulamian 
fcheme,  a  fet  of  tables,  from  the  cafes  at 
large ;  from  the  refult  of  which  he  has  en- 
deavoured to  eftablifh  fome  general  facts  and 
practical  concluflons,  and  to  communicate 
that  information,  which  ought  always  to  be 
fought  after  from  an  extenfive  number  of 
experiments  and  obfervations. 

It  muff  be  granted,  that  an  experimental 
knowledge  of  the  virtues  of  efficacious  me- 
dicines is  of  the  utmoft  confequence  to  the 
practitioner.    Impreffed  with  the  truth  of 

this 
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this  propofition,  the  author  ftudioutiy  en- 
deavoured to  render  his  hofpital  practice  fub- 
fervient  to  medical  improvement.  Accord- 
ingly, in  order  to  afcertain  the  operative 
and  curative  effects  of  active  medicines  with 
greater  accuracy  and  precifion,  he  not  only 
confined  himfelf  very  much  to  one  prefcrip- 
tion,  or  form  of  compofition,  of  each  me- 
dicine, and,  as  far  as  circumftances  would 
permit,  adhered  to  one  general  dofe.  of  each 
for  adults  j  but  he  likewife  feldom  adminif- 
tered  two  active  medicines  at  the  fame  time, 
or  fo  near  together  as  to  interfere  with  the 
operations  of  each  other.    Without  a  ftri£E 
attention  to  thefe  and  fimilar  circumftances^ 
no  medical  inquirer  is  qualified,  either  to 
difcern  between  the  operations  of  art  and  the 
efforts  of  nature,  to  diftinguifh  the  real  ef- 
fects of  one  remedy  from  thofe  of  another, 
or  to  difcriminate  between  the  operative  and 
curative  effects  of  the  fame  medicine. 

The 
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The  hiftory  of  the  acute  and  chronic  rheu- 
matifm  has  been  delivered  by  feveral  eminent 
authors,  whofe  writings  have  been  received  by 
the  public  with  general  approbation  :  never- 
thelefs,  from  the  extent  of  thematerials  before 
him,  the  author  has  been  encouraged  to  in- 
vestigate fome  general  facts,  for  the  purpofe  of 
illuftrating  the  hiftory  of  thofe  difeafes  j  and 
in  order  to  afcertaln  their  characters  more 
fullv,  he  has  enumerated  the  chief  circum- 
ftances  wherein  they  appeared  to  differ. 

Perhaps  the  author  may  be  charged  by 
fome  with  an  affectation  of  Angularity,  be* 
caufe  he  has  not  complied  with  the  general 
cuftom  of  confidering  the  hiftory  of  the  dif- 
eafe  as  a  preliminary  part  of  a  practical 
work.  But  he  flatters  himfelf,  that  a  few 
wrords  will  be  fufficient  to  apologize  for  his 
conduct  in  this  refpect.  When  medical  wri- 
ters or  profeffors  have  to  treat  on  fubjects 
fuppofed  to  be  well  known  to  the  learned 

world, 
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World,  they  find  the  analytic  method  the 
beft  calculated  for   communicating  their 
eftablifhed  opinions  in  a  fcientific  manner. 
But  my  lord  Bacon's  plan,  which  was  pro- 
feffedly  formed  for  the  improvement  and  ex- 
tenfion  of  fcience,  is  juft  the  reverfe.  The 
former  defcends  from  the  aggregate  to  the 
conftituent  parts :  the  latter  from  the  con- 
ftituent  parts  afcends  to  the  aggregate.  The 
laft  is  called  the  fynthetic  method  -3  and  as 
it  is  mod  natural,  that  general  propofitions  oc 
conclusions  about  to  be  eftabliflied  mould 
follow  their  appropriate,  premifes,  it  is  with 
propriety  that  the  hiftory  of  the  difeafe  is 
found  in  the  latter  part  of  this  performance. 

As  to  the  proximate  caufe  of  the  difeafe, 
the  ratio  fymptomatum,  and  other  matters  of 
a  theoretic  nature,  which  have  been  amply 
difcuffed  by  various  writers,  they  have  either 
been  paffed  over  in  filence,  or  but  llightly 
noticed  by  the  author ;  lead,  by  indulging  in 

patho- 
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pathological  fpeculations,  his  attention  mould 
have  been  too  much  drawn  from  the  main 
fcope  of  his  fubjecl,  which  was  defignedly 
experimental  and  practical; 

In  fine,  felecting  a  due  proportion  of  ex- 
amples of  fuccefs  and  failures,  he  has  at- 
tempted to  arrange  his  materials,  in  fuch  a 
manner  as  appeared  moft  likely  to  commu- 
nicate information  with  perfpicuity.  He 
has  alfo  attempted  to  afcertain,  with  more 
accuracy  and  precifion  than  heretofore,  the 
operative  and  curative  effects  of  fome  of  the 
principal  anti-rheumatic  remedies  employed 
in  modern  practice.  And  laftly,  he  has  ex- 
erted his  beft  endeavours,  to  improve  the  hif- 
tory  of  the  difeafe. 

With  what  fuccefs  thefe  attempts  have 
been  executed  it  remains  with  the  public  to 
decide :  and  if  it  mould  be  thought,  that 
the  author  has  not  been  wholly  unfuccefsfu], 
in  communicating  his  mite  of  information 

I  towards 
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towards  the  improvement  of  phyfic  j  and 
that  he  has  exhibited  a  more  enlarged  and 
ufeful  fpecimen  of  the  Verulamian  plan  for 
the  improvement  of  fcience  than  his  former 
ones  ;  he  will  think  himfelf  highly  gratified 
for  all  the  trouble  and  attention  he  has  he- 
flowed  upon  the  fubjecl:,,

TH  E  cafes,  which  are  introduced  with 
the  words  in-patient  or  out  -patient, 
belonged  to  the  infirmary  ;  in  all  the  other 
cafes,  in  which  the  author  gave  advice  gratis, 
will  be  employed,  for  the  fake  of  diflindtion, 
the  term  of  difpenfary  patients;  the  remaining 
cafes,  which  have  not  thefe  diftindions,  were 
fuch  as  occurred  to  him  in  private  practice. 

Whenever  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  has 
been  ordered  without  a  vehicle,  it  mull:  al- 
ways be  underflood  to  have  been  taken  in 
foft  water,  in  the  proportion  of  half  an 
ounce  of  the  tincture  to  three  ounces  of  the 
water. 

The  fudorific    regimen,   although  the 
mention  of  it  is  generally  omitted  for  the 
fake  of  brevity  in  the  following  Reports, 
mult  always  be  fuppofed  to  have  accompa- 
nied 
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niedthe  ufeof  the  tincture  of  guaiacum,or  the 
Dover's  powder,  as  often  as  thefe  medicines 
were  adminiftered  in  fuch  full  dofes  as  are 
wont  to  prove  fudorific.  It  muff,  therefore  be 
underftood,  that  the  patient  began  to  drink, 
within  half  an  hour  after  taking  the  fudorific, 
a  tea-cup  full  of  weak  raifin  or  white  wine 
whey,  or  balm  or  fage  tea,  moderately 
warm,  and  repeated  the  fame  every  hour, 
or  half  hour,  for  three  or  four  hours  to- 
gether, for  the  purpofe  of  promoting  the 
fudorific  operation  of  the  medicine. 

All  the  medicines  prefcribed  by  general 
titles  are  to  be  confidered  as  belonging  to  the 
London  Difpenfatory  of  1788,  unlefs  when 
they  are  exprefsly  referred  to  the  Edinburgh 
Difpenfatory,  or  to  fome  number  in  the 
formula?  medicamentorum  of  this  work,

CASE  r. 

An  acute  Rbeumatifm,  of  a  Week's  Continu- 
ance, cured  chiejiy  by  one  Operation  with 
the  Lancet, 

November  10,  1784, 

ESTHER  Goldfmith,  of  Rifmg  Brook, 
aged  thirty-five  ;  an  in-patient.  She  is 
afHicled  with  a  ftrongly  marked  acute  rheu- 
matifm,  which  came  on  this  day  week, 
with  general  feverifli  fymptorrrs,  and  pain  in 
the  limbs  and  back.    She  is  very  thirfty, 

B  lleeps 
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fleeps  ill,  her  appetite  is  bad,  tongue  white, 
and  belly  loofe.  Six  days  ago  me  had  an 
appearance  of  the  menfes,  which  prema- 
turely difappeared  in  two  days  time ;  and 
three  days  after  me  loft  two  ounces  of  blood 
at  the  nofe. 

Ordered  to  lofe  eight  ounces  of  blood  from 
the  arm  immediately,  and  to  take  fifteen 
drops  of  the  tincture  of  opium*,  formerly 
called  Thebaic  tincture,  this  evening,  and 
half  an  ounce  of  the  fpirit  of  ammonia  of 
the  Edinburgh  Difpenfatory  of  1792,  form- 
erly called  the  vinous  fpirit  of  fal  ammoniac, 
to-morrow  evening,  with  the  fudorific  regi- 
men. 

November  1 3.  She  was  let  blood,  with 
almoft  immediate  relief  of  the  pains. 
She  got  fome  reft  with  the  opiate  5 
and  the  volatile  fpirit  occafioned  a  kindly 
jfweat  all  the  day  after  it  was  taken,  in  the 
courfe  of  which  the  remainder  of  the  pains 
went  entirely  off ;   the  feverifti  fymptoms

abated  $ 
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abated  -y  and  the  appetite  became  fome- 
what  better. 

Ordered  to  take  two  drams  of  the  cam- 
phorated tincture  of  opium*,  formerly  cal- 
led paregoric  elixir,  at  bed-time,  and  half 
a  dram  of  nitre  three  times  a  day. 

November  1 5.  She  refted  well  with  the 
opiate,  and  nowfleeps  well  without  it.  The 
nitre  agrees  with  her  flomach  ;  her  appetite 
is  tolerably  good  ;  fhe  has  had  no  return  of 
pain,  and  makes  no  complaints. 

November  17.  Difmifled  cured. 

CASE  II. 

An  acute  Rheumatifm,  of  four  Days  Continu- 
ance, cured  chiefly  by  two  Operations  with 
the  Lancet. 

April  26,  1786.  John  Beaumont,  a 
foldier,  aged  twenty,  an  in-patient.  He  was 
feized  four  days  ago  with  rheumatic  pains  of 
the  body  and  limbs,  with  general  feverifh 
fymptoms,  attended  with  a  bad  appetite, 
and  a  bound  belly.

Ordered  to  lofe  eight  ounces  of  blood 
immediately,  from  the  arm  ;  to  take  half  an 
ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum*,  both 
this  evening  and  to-morrow  evening,  and  two 
ounces  of  the  cathartic  mixture  -f-  to-mor- 
row morning. 

April  28.  The  pains  were  obvioufly  re- 
lieved by  the  blood-letting.  The  tincture 
did  not  operate  as  a  fudorific,  but  proved 
gently  laxative  at  each  dofe,  and  the  pains 
were  fomewhat  further  relieved.  The  dofe 
of  the  purging  mixture  procured  two  or 
three  ftools,  and  feemed  to  relieve  the  feverifh 
lymptoms ;  but  the  rheumatic  pains,  though 
a  little  abated,  are  ftill  troublefome. 

Ordered  to  lofe  eight  ounces  of  blood 
from  the  arm  immediately  ;  and  to  take  an 
ounce  and  an  half  of  the  faline  mixturej,  three 
times  a  day,  and  a  fcruple  of  Dover's  pow- 
der||,  this  evening  going  to  bed,  after  the 
ufe  of  a  warm  bath.

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May  I.  The  blood-letting  much  relieved 
his  pains ;  and  the  operation  of  the  warm 
bath,  with  Dover's  powder,  which  proved 
fudorific  for  feveral  hours,  totally  removed 
them.  The  faline  mixture  agreed  well ; 
the  feverifh  fymptoms  are  vanished ;  and  he 
makes  no  complaint,  but  of  weaknefs. 

Ordered  to  omit  his  prefent  medicines, 
and  to  take  an  ounce  and  a  half  of  the  pe- 
ruvian  mixture  *  twice  a  day,  with  twelve 
drops  of  the  acid  elixir  of  vitriol  -f*  in  each 
dofe. 

May  3.  The  bark  mixture  agrees 
with  his  ftomach ;  he  feems  to  gather 
flrength,  and  complains  only  of  fome  weak- 
nefs ftill  remaining,  on  which  account  he 
is  ordered  to  continue  the  peruvian  mixture 
for  a  few  days  longer. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  Elizabeth  Goldfmith  is 
amongft  the  belt  examples  of  the  good  ef- 
fects of  blood-letting  in  the  acute  rheuma-

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tifm  :  for  we  find  that  the  rheumatic  pains 
abated  almofr.  immediately  after  the  opera- 
tion with  the  lancet. 

The  curative  effects  of  the  volatile  fpirit, 
which  mav  be  confidered  as  the  bans  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum,  were  full  as  confpi- 
cuous  as  if  the  latter  had  been  employed. 

The  cafe  of  John  Beaumont  is  an  ufeful 
example  of  the  good"  effects  of  blood-letting 
in  the  acute  rheumatifm  ;  for  the  pains  were 
almofl:  immediately  relieved  by  each  opera- 
tion of  the  lancet.  The  cure  however  was 
evidently  completed  by  the  other  means  em- 
ployed j  more  efpecially  by  the  fudorific 
operation  of  the  warm  bath  and  Dover's 
powder. 

CASE  III. 

Mr.  W— bb,  of  Ellenhall,  aged  about 
thirty,  much  relieved  of  the  pains  of  an 
acute  rheumatifm  by  lofmg  ten  ounces  of 
blcod  from  the  arm. 


CASE 
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C  A  S  E  IV. 

William  Hodge,  of  Stafford,  aged  thirty, 
an  in-patient,  much  relieved  of  general 
rheumatic  pains,  in  a  rheumatic  fever  of 
nine  days  continuance,  by  lofing  eight 
ounces  of  blood  from  the  arm. 

CASE  V. 

William  Tharp,  of  Lichfield,  aged  thirty- 
eight,  a  difpenfary  patient,  much  relieved  of 
pai«is  accompanying  an  acute  rheumatifm 
of  a  few  days  continuance,  by  lofing  eight 
ounces  of  blood  from  the  arm. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  lofing  of  ten  ounces  of  blood,  in  the 
cafe  of  Mr.W-bb,  fpeedily  procured  an  abate- 
ment of  the  rheumatic  pains ;  and  there  is 
good  reafon  to  believe  materially  contributed 
to  the  fuccefsful  crifis,  which  was  brought 
on  within  twenty-four  hours,  by  the  fudo- 
rific  operations  of  two  dofes  of  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum.

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In  the  cafe  of  William  Hodge,  the  good 
effects  of  the  operation  of  the  lancet,  as  an 
auxiliary  to  the  fudorific  plan  of  treatment, 
were  very  confpicuous. 

The  cafe  of  William  Tharp,  although  it 
was  cured  chiefly  by  the  tincture  of  guaia- 
cum,  was  certainly  much  relieved  by  the 
operation  of  the  lancet.  1

CASE  Vi. 

Mr.  Umpage,  furgeon,  in  the  pottery 
near  Newcaftle  under  Line,  aged  twenty- 
four,  was  affected  with  an  acute  rheuma- 
tifm  of  feven  days  continuance  -}  and  was 
moderately  relieved  of  both  pains  of  limbs, 
and  feverifh  fymptoms,  by  lofing  eight 
ounces  of  blood  from  the  arm,  twice  in  four 
days. 

CASE  VII. 

Mary  Perkins,  of  Hopton,  aged  twenty- 
fix,  an  out-patient,  moderately  relieved  of  a, 

pain 
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pain  in  the  head,  in  a  cafe  of  acute 
rheumatifm,  bylofmg  eight  ounces  of  blood 
from  the  arm. 

CASE  VIII. 

Ann  Ryley,  of  Hutton,  aged  twenty,  a 
difpenfoesy  patient,  moderately  relieved  of 
an  acute  rheumatifm,  of  four  days  continu- 
ance, by  lofing  eight  ounces  of  blood  from 
the  arm.

James  Tooth,  of  Stafford,  aged  eighteen, 
an  in-patient,  moderately  relieved  of  acute 
rheumatifm,  of  ten  days  continuance,  by 
lofing  eight  ounces  of  blood  from  the  arm. 

OBSER  V  A  T  I  O  N  S. 

The  cafe  of  Mr.  Umpage  was  cured  chief- 
ly by  three  dofes  of  the  tincture,  to  which 
the  blood-letting  feemed  to  act  only  as  a 
material  auxiliary,  and  therefore  could  be 
confidered  as  merely  affording  fome  relief  to 
the  general  fymptoms.

In  the  cafe  of  Mary  Perkins,  the  rheti-, 
matic  affection  of  the  head  was  moderately 
relieved  by  the  blood-letting  j  but  the  gene- 
ral affection  was  removed  chiefly  by  two 
fndorific  dofes  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum, 
which  was  ordered  to  be  repeated,  and  pro- 
bably cured  her  ;  though  from  neglect  in 
attendance  me  made  no  further  report. 

The  cafes  of  Ann  Ryley  and  James 
Tooth  were  both  cured  chiefly  by  the  tinc- 
ture ;  and  therefore  are  inferted  here  only  as 
examples  of  moderate  relief  from  the  ufe  of 
the  lancet  as  an  auxiliary  remedy.

Ellen  Dabb,  of  Whitgrave,  aged  twen- 
ty-three, an  in-patient,  but  little  relieved 
of  an  acute  rheumatifm,  attended  with  tran- 
fitions,  recurrences,  and  exacerbations  of 
pains*,  of  a  fortnight's  continuance,  by

William  Peekin,  of  Stafford,  aged  twen- 
ty-four, an  out-patient,  but  little  relieved 
of  acute  rheumatifm,  of  fome  days  continu- 
ance, by  lofing  eight  ounces  of  blood  from 
the  arm. 

rafter,  are  fufficiently  frequent  to  require  fome  notice  in 
every  general  account  of  the  difeafe.  Accordingly  they 
have  been  more  or  lefs  attended  to  by  moft  fyftematic 
writers,  under  the  general  term  of'  metaftafis  ;  but  they 
have  never  been  defcribed  by  any  appropriate  terms,  and 
therefore  the  words  tranfition,  recurrence,  and  exacer- 
bation are  here  recommended  for  that  purpofe  ;  and,  it  is 
hoped,  that,  under  the  following  explanations,  their  mean- 
ings will  be  defined  with  precifion,  and  their  adoption 
will  not  be  confidered  as  an  ufelefs  innovation. 

By  the  tranfition  of  pains  is  meant  the  flliftingof  the 
pains  from  one  limb  to  another,  or  from  different  parts 
of  the  body  to  others,  during  the  continuance  of  the 
rheumatic  fever. 

By  the  recurrence  of  pains  is  implied  their  return  to 
any  particular  part,  or  parts,  from  which  they  had  lately 
receded,  during  the  continuance  of  the  difeafe. 

By  the  exacerbation  of  pains  is  intended  their  tran- 
fient  increafe,  or  aggravation,  in  any  part  or  parts  of  the 
body,  during  the  continuance  of  the  difeafe  ;  whether  on 
different  days,  or  in  different  parts  of  the  fame  day. 

CASE 


CASE  XII. 

George  Barrat,  of  Stafford,  aged  twenty- 
one,  an  out-patient,  but  little  relieved  of  a 
pain  of  his  arm,  in  a  cafe  of  acute  rheuma- 
tifm,  by  lofing  twelve  ounces  of  blood  from 
an  operation  with  the  lancet. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  acute  rheumatifm  of  Ellen  Dabb 
was  very  diftindtly  marked.  Blood-letting 
was  ftrongly  indicated,  and  the  indication 
was  complied  with,  but  it  was  at  the  ex- 
pence  of  the  vital  powers.  She  loft  eight 
ounces  of  blood  twice  by  the  lancet,  was 
once  bled  with  leeches,  and  was  once  cup- 
ped and  fcarified  ;  yet  the  relief  of  the  pains 
was  merely  temporary. 

She  had  alfo  feveral  dofes  of  the  guamcum 
tincture,  which  generally  caufed  her  to  fweat 
freely,  but  with  very  little  proportionable 
relief. 

She  alfo  took  the  Dover's  powder,  which 
neither  proved  fudorific,  nor  relieved  her. 
This  feemed  to  mow,  that  the  powder  did  not 

fuit 
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fuit  her  conftitution  as  a  fudorifk,  and  there- 
fore had  not  the  chance  to  relieve  her,  which 
the  tincture  had. 

Tartar  emetic,  nitre,  &c.  were  adminis- 
tered in  this  cafe,  notwithstanding  which 
it  turned  out  extremely  obftinate  and  tedious. 
The  cafe  was  like  wife  accompanied  with 
confiderable  transitions,  recurrences,  and 
exacerbations  of  the,  pains  ;  circumftances 
which  feem  to  indicate  the  magnitude  of  the 
difeafe,  and  which  are  probably  the  chief 
caufes  why  fuch  cafes  are  generally  found 
more  tedious,  and  difficult  of  cure  than 
others. 

In  the  cafe  of  William  Peekin,  we  find 
the  operation  of  the  lancet  of  very  little 
ufe  j  and  as  this  patient  was  cured  chiefly 
by  the  fuccefsful  operation  of  the  Dover's 
powder*,  it  is  a  proper  example  of  but 
little  relief  from  lofing  blood. 

The  blood-letting,  in  the  cafe  of  George 
Barrat,  was  copious ;  yet  the  good  effects

of 
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of  the  operation  were  very  trifling,  and  are 
therefore  juftly  rated  of  little  confequence, 
efpecially  as  the  cafe  was  fuccefsfully  treated 
by  other  remedies*. 

CASE  XIII; 

Efther  Blewer,  of  Cattle  Parifh,  aged 
twenty-three,  an  in-patient,  but  little  relieved 
of  general  pains  of  the  limbs,  in  a  cafe  of 
acute  rheumatifm,  of  five  days  continu- 
ance, by  lofing  ten  ounces  of  blood  from 
the  arm  twice  in  ten  days. 

CASE  XIV. 

James  Jarvis,  of  Burntwood,  near  Lich- 
field, aged  eight,  a  difpenfary  patient,  but 
little  relieved  of  acute  rheumatifm,  by  lofing 
fix  ounces  of  blood  from  the  arm. 

CASE  XV. 

William  Elfmere,  of  Great  Haywood, 
aged  twenty-one,  an  in-patient,  but  little

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relieved  of  an  acute  rheumatifm,  attended 
with  flight  feverim  fymptoms,  of  three 
weeks  continuance,  by  lofing  eight  ounces 
of  blood  from  the  arm. 

CASE  XVI. 

Thomas  Harper,  of  Great  Haywood, 
aged  thirteen,  an  in-patient,  but  little  re- 
lieved of  acute  rheumatifm,  of  two  weeks 
continuance,  by  lofing  five  ounces  of  blood 
from  the  arm  twice  in  feven  days. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  Efther  Blewerfeemed  to  re- 
quire blood-letting  in  a  pointed  manner, 
and  yet  was  but  little  relieved  by  the  two 
operations.  The  cafe  indeed  turned  out 
fomewhat  tedious,  but  the  cure  was  at  laft 
accompli  med  by  repeated  fudorifics. 

In  the  cafe  of  James  Jarvis,  who  was  only 
eight  years  of  age,  the  lofing  fix  ounces  of 
blood  was  equivalent  to  twelve  ounces  from 
an  adult;  and  yet  we  find  he  was  but  little 
relieved  by  it,  although  the  cafe  was  ftrongly 

marked,. 
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marked,  and  was  fuccefsfully  treated  by  a 
fudorific. — See  in  the  fe&ion  on  Dover's 
powder  the  full  cafe  of  this  patient. 

In  the  cafe  of  William  Elfmere,  it  ap- 
peared, that  blood-letting  was  of  very  little 
lervice ;  but  this  is  lefs  to  be  wondered  at, 
as  we  find  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  afforded 
no  relief. — See  the  cafe  of  this  patient  treat- 
ed with  the  Dover's  powder,  Sect.  III. 

It  appeared  on  examining  the  cafe  of 
Thomas  Harper,  that  he  was  let  blood 
twice,  but  in  fmall  quantities,  on  account  of 
hib  being  debilitated,  and  with  very  little  re- 
lief. Indeed  the  operation  is  rarely  advifable 
whenever  the  vigour  of  the  fyftem  is  much 
diminimedj  for  the  little  advantage  ob- 
tained feldom  compenfates  for  the  increafed 
debility  of  the  patient. 

CASE  XVII. 

Sarah  Tomkinfon,  of  the  parifh  of  Saint 
Mary's,  Stafford,  aged  twenty-nine,  not  re- 
lieved of  an  acute  rheumatifm,  of  a  week's 
continuance,  by  an  operation  with  the  lancet.

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CASE  XVIII. 

Elizabeth  Stanley,  of  Stafford,  aged 
twenty,  an  out-patient,  not  relieved  of  an 
acute  rheumatifm,  attended  with  flight  fe-^ 
verifh  fymptoms,  of  a  week's  continuance, 
by  lofing  ten  ounces  of  blood  from  the 
arm. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

Sarah  Tomkinfon  had  been  an  in-patient 
at  the  infirmary,  for  an  acute  rheumatifm, 
about  three  years  before1*5,  when  me  was 
cured  in  three  days.  She  was  now  an  out- 
patient for  the  fame  difeafe,  but  we  find  the 
operation  of  the  lancet  afforded  no  relief. 

Elizabeth  Stanley  alfo  loft  ten  ounces  of 
blood,  without  obtaining  any  relief.  Both 
thefe  cafes  are  inferted  as  examples  of  no 
benefit  from  the  operation  of  the  lancet.

CASES  OF  ACUTE  RHEUMATISM,  TREAT- 
ED WITH  THE  TINCTURE  OF  GUAI- 
ACUM,    WITH  OBSERVATIONS. 


CASE  I. 

An  acute  Rheumatifm,  attended  with  flight 
Jeve7nijld  Symptoms,  of  nine  Days  continu- 
ance, cured  in  /even  Days,  by  the  TincJurc 
of  Guaiacum. 

MARCH  13,  1780.  Matthew  Un- 
derwood, aged  fixteen,  an  out-patient.  He 
complains  of  pains  in  his  loins  ,and  thighs ; 
and  alfo  of  pains  and  fwcllings  of  his  knees 
and  feet :  the  parts  affecled  are  painful  on 
motion,  and  fore  to  the  touch.  The  pains 
firft  took  place  in  his  loins  and  thighs,  eight 
2  days

days  ago,  and  then  gradually  extended  to 
his  knees  and  feet.  The  feverim  fyriiptoms 
have  been  but  flight. 

Ordered  to  take  two  drams  of  the  tincture 
j)f  guaiacum,  at  bed-time,  for  four  nights 
fucceffively. 

March  17.  The  tincture  caufed  him  to 
fweat  freely  every  night,  proved  laxative 
every  morning,  and  procured  confiderable 
relief  of  the  pains  of  his  thighs,  knees,  and 
feet,  which  are  now  very  inconflderable. 
Neverthelefs  he  had  an  exacerbation  of  fe- 
verifli  fymptoms  on  the  fourteenth,  and  the 
pains  of  his  back  and  loins  feemed  to  fhift 
fuddenly  into  his  moulders,  and  alfo  into 
his  hands  and  wrifls,  which  likewife  became 
fwollen,  and  have  continued  troublefome 
ever  fince. 

Ordered  to  continue  the  tincture  as  be- 
fore. 

March  20.  He  has  taken  two  drams  of 
the  tincture  for  three  nights  together,  and 
the  operative  effects  have  been  the  very 
fame,  with  progreflive  relief  from  each  ope- 
ration ;  fo  that  all  his  fymptoms  are  vanifli- 

C  2  ed, 
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cd,  except  a  little  fwelling  of  his  left-hand. 
The  operation  of  the  fudorific  having  been 
repeated  for  feven  nights  fuccerTively,  he 
feemed  rather  weak  and  languid. 

Ordered  to  take  half  a  dram  of  the  pow- 
der of  peruvian  bark,  twice  a  day. 

March  34.  The  bark  agreed,  and  feem- 
ed to  act  as  a  corroborant;  and  he  appears 
to  be  quite  recovered. 

CASE  II. 

A  Relapfe  of  acute  Rheumatifin,  attended 
with  flight  feveri/Jj  Symptoms,  of  feven 
Days  Continuance,  cured  in  fix  Days  by 
the  linfture  of  Guaiacum. 

December  7,  1780.  John  Uncles,  of 
Stafford,  aged  forty-feven,  an  in-patient. 
He  complains  of  pains  of  his  moulders, 
arms,  and  legs,  which  are  very  painful  on 
motion,  and  fore  to  the  touch.  His  appe- 
tite is  better  than  it  has  been,  although  he 
is  ftill  fomewhat  thirfty.  His  ftools  are  re- 
gular. 
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lie  was  feized  three  weeks  ago  with  an 
acute  rheumatifm,  accompanied  with  con- 
fiderable  feverifb  fymptoms ;  for  which  he 
was  once  let  blood,  and  took  feveral  fudo- 
rifics,  with  fo  much  advantage,  that  his 
complaints  appeared  to  be  removed  in  little 
more  than  a  week.  Before  the  end  of  the 
week  following,  however,  he  had  a  relapfe 
of  all  his  rheumatic  fymptoms,  although 
in  a  lefs  degree ;  fince  which  they  have 
continued  nearly  the  fame. 

Ordered  to  take  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum  this  evening,  a  quar- 
ter of  an  ounce  of  the  camphorated  tincture 
of  opium  to-morrow  evening,  and  half  an 
ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  the  even- 
ing following. 

December  u.  Each  dofe  of  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum  proved  copioufly  fudorific  moil; 
of  the  night,  and  produced  from  four  to  fix 
ftools  the  morning  following  ;  with  fo  much 
pointed  relief,  that  the  fymptoms  are  vanish- 
ed, except  fome  trifling  pains.  The  cam- 
phorated tincture  procured  an  exceeding 
good  night's  reft. 

C  3  Ordered 
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Ordered  to  take  a  dram  of  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum  twice  a  day. 

December  15.  The  medicine  has  been 
taken  twice  a  day,  for  four  days ;  during 
which  it  proved  gently  laxative,  and  the  re- 
maining pains  have  totally  vanifhed. 

CASE  III. 

An  acute  ~R.heuma.tifm,  attended  with  flight 
feverijh  Symptoms,  of  three  Weeks  Con- 
tinuance, cured  in  three  Days,  by  two  Dofes 
of  the  Tinclure  of  Guaiacum, 

February  22,  1781.  William  Higgin- 
fon,  of  Bridgford,  aged  fifteen,  an  out- 
patient, He  complains  of  pains  of  his  legs 
and  arms,  which  are  moft  painful  on  mo- 
tion, and  fore  to  the  touch. 

The  pains  came  on  with  feverifh  fymp-> 
toms  three  weeks  ago  and  the  former  are 
fti'l  very  troublefome,  although  the  latter 
are  now  much  abated.  His  body  is  coftive  : 
he  has  ufed  no  medicines. 

Ordered  to  take  three  drams  of  the  tincture 
pf  guaiacum  at  bed- time,  and  to  iepeat  the 
fame  in  forty-eight  hours, 

February 
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February  26.  The  tincture  proved  co- 
piously fudorific,  and  gently  laxative,  each 
dole;  with  fuch  fuccefs,  that  the  pains 
were  much  abated  by  the  firft  dofe,  and  all 
the  fymptoms  were  quite  removed  by  the  fe- 
cond.  He  has  had  no  complaint  thefe  two 
days. 

CASE  IV. 

An  acute  Rheumatifm,  attended  with  flight 
feverifi  Symptoms,  of  three  Days  conti- 
nuance, cured  by  four  Dofes  of  the  Tinc- 
ture of  Guaiacum, 

March  2,  1781.  Thomas  Higginfon, 
of  Bridgford,  aged  thirteen,  an  out-patient. 
He  complains  of  general  pains  of  his  limbs, 
and  flight  feverifh  fymptoms,  which  came 
on  three  days  ago.  The  parts  affected  are 
painful  on  motion,  and  fore  to  the  touch. 

Ordered  to  take  three  drams  of  the  tinc- 
ture of  guaiacum  at  bed-time,  this  evening, 
and  to-morrow  evening. 

March  10.  The  tincture  proved  copi- 
oufly  fudorific  both  nights,  with  great  re- 
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lief  of  the  pains  and  feverifh  fymptoms 
from  each  operation. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  tincture,  at  bed- 
time, twice  within  forty-eight  hours. 

March  14.  The  tincture  operated  the 
fame  as  before,  and  his  remaining  pains  were 
quite  removed  by  the  laft  dofe.  He  con- 
tinues free  from  complaints, 

OBSERVATIONS. 

In  the  cafe  of  Matthew  Underwood,  the 
relief  of  the  pains  of  the  lower  limbs  from  the 
operation  of  the  firfl  four  dofes  of  the  tinc- 
ture we  find  was  not  decifive -y  becaufe  on 
the  fourteenth  there  feemed  to  be  an  exa^ 
cerbation  of  the  feverifh  fymptoms,  and  a 
fudden  tranfition  of  the  pains  from  the  back 
and  loins  to  the  upper  limbs.  But  the  cura- 
tive effects  of  the  lafl  three  dofes  were  pro- 
greflive,  and  completely  fuccefsful  ;  and, 
coniidering  that  the  cafe  was  attended  with 
a  tranfition  of  pains,  which  in  general  in- 
dicates a  considerable  rheumatic  affection, 
the  efficacy  of  the  tincture  was  very  con- 
fpicupus. 

The 
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The  acute  rheumatifm  of  John  Uncles 
was  evidently  brought  to  a  fuccefsful  crifis 
by  the  fir  ft  two  dofes  of  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum.  For  the  feverifh  fymptoms,  and 
the  principal  part  of  the  pains,  went  off 
during  the  operation  of  the  medicine  ;  and 
the  remains  of  the  latter  feemed  to  be  re- 
moved by  the  fmaller  dofes  of  the  tincture, 
which  operated  only  as  a  laxative. 

The  cafe  of  William  Higginfon  had  con- 
tinued for  three  weeks  j  and,  although  the 
feverim  fymptoms  had  much  abated,  the 
pains  were  ftill  very  troublefome :  fo  that, 
judging  of  the  future  progrefs  of  the  dif- 
eafe  from  the  part,  a  natural  cure,  if  no 
medicines  were  employed,  was  very  likely 
to  be  lingering.  The  pains,  therefore,  and 
febrile  fymptoms  being  entirely  removed  by 
the  two  operations  of  the  tincture,  affords 
a  pointed  example  of  it's  curative  efficacy. 

He  likewife  became  an  out-patient  in. 
November  1725,  for  an  attack  of  the 
acute  rheumatifm,  in  which  the  pains  were 
accompanied  with  a  rednefs  and  fwelling  of 
both  knees  and  ancles.  The  difeafe  was 
of  four  days  continuance  ;   and,  with  the 

affiftance 
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affiftance  of  an  operation  with  the  lancet, 
was  cured  cruelly  by  the  adminiftration  of 
half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum 
five  times  in  four  days.  It  operated  as  a 
copious  fudorific  and  a  laxative  j  and  the 
relief  thereby  obtained  pointedly  corref- 
ponded  with  it's  operations. 

The  cafe  of  Thomas  Higginfon  exhibits 
a  proof  of  the  efficacy  of  the  tincture,  the 
curative  effects  of  the  medicine  ftrongly  cor- 
refponding  with  it's  operations;  notwith- 
standing the  difeafe  was  in  the  firft  week's 
ftage,  in  which  it  is  found  to  refit  the  cura- 
tive influence  of  medicines  more  than  in  the 
iecond. 

He  likewife  became  an  out-patient  in 
February  1783  ;  and,  an  operation  of  the 
lancet  being  premifed,  was  cured  of  an  acute 
rheumatifm,  accompanied  with  general 
rheumatic  pains,  of  four  days  continuance, 
chiefly  by  taking  three  drams  of  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum  every  other  night,  for  three 
times.  The  medicine  operated  as  a  copious 
fudorific,  and  a  gentle  laxative  ;  and  it's  cu- 
rative effects  ftrikingly  corrcfponded  with  it's 
operations.  CASE 
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CASE  V. 

William  Fradley,  of  Stafford,  aged  thirty, 
an  out-patient,  cured  of  an  acute  rheu- 
matifm,  of  five  days  continuance,  by  tak- 
ing three  drams  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum 
at  bed-time,  and  one  dram  twice  a  day,  for 
three  days  following. 

It  operated  as  a  fudorific,  and  the  firft 
dofe  proved  laxative. 

CASE  VI. 

A  middle-aged  gentleman,  of  a  delicate 
conftitution,  cured  of  an  acute  rheumatifm 
of  fix  days  continuance,  by  taking  draughts, 
containing  two  drams  of  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum  in  each,  for  ten  days. 

The  medicine  operated  as  a  fudorific,  and 
each  operation  was  attended  with  corref- 
ponding  relief. 

CASE  VII. 

Sarah  Venables,  of  Blimhill,  aged  twenty- 
four,  an  in-patient,  cured  of  an  acute 
rheumatifm,  of  two  weeks  continuance,  by 
taking  half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guai- 
acum every  other  night,  for  three  times. 
It  operated  as  a  brifk  fudorific,  and  gentle 
laxative. 

CASE 
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CASE  VIII. 

James  Dickenfon,  of  Sandon,  aged  forty, 
an  out-patient,  cured  of  an  acute  rheuma- 
tifm,  of  two  days  continuance,  by  taking 
five  dofes  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum.  It 
operated  as  a  copious  fudorific,  and  gentle 
laxative. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  acute  rheumatifm  of  William  Frad- 
ley  was  ftrongly  marked.  It  came  on  from 
expofure  to  cold,  which  was  immediately 
followed  by  rheumatic  pains  of  his  arms, 
wrifts,  back,  legs,  and  ankles,  attended  with 
flight  feverim  lymptoms.  The  firft  dofe  of 
three  drams  of  the  tin&ure  caufed  him  to 
fweat  copioufly,    and  procured  two  loofe 
ftools,  with  material  relief  of  his  pains.  The 
fmaller  dofes  proved  kindly  fudorific,  for 
the  three  following  days ;  during  which  the 
remainder  of  the  pains  vanished.  Confider- 
ing,  therefore,  the  parts  affected,  the  curative 
effects  of  the  medicine  were  very  confpicuous. 

The  acute  cafe  of  the  middle-aged  gen- 
tleman was  attended  with  rheumatic  pains 

of 
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of  his  moulders,  arms,  back,  fide,  and  legs. 
The  difeafe  was  brought  to  a  crifis  by  the 
adminiftration  of  a  draught,  containing  two 
drams  of  the  tindlure,  twice  a  day,  for  three 
days  :  the  feverifh  fymptoms  entirely  going 
off,  and  the  pains  being  very  much  diminim- 
ed,  by  the  third  day.  But  as  the  remains 
of  the  latter  feemed  difpofed  to  become 
chronic,  he  was  defired  to  take  the  fame 
draught  for  a  few  nights.  It  operated 
kindly  as  a  fudorific,  further  relieving  the 
pains ;  and  was  therefore  continued  for 
about  a  week,  with  fo  much  fuccefs,  that 
he  became  free  from  his  rheumatic  affection 
in  the  courfe  of  ten  days  treatment. 

This  gentleman  was  of  a  very  delicate 
conftitution,  and  was  frequently  fubjedt  to 
dyfpeptic  fymptoms ;  and  it  was  remark- 
able, that  feveral  of  the  latter  dofes  of  the 
tincture  produced  a  troublefome  degree  of 
the  heart-burn ;  an  effccT:  which  I  do  not 
recoiled  to  have  met  with  before.  His  de- 
Lcate  habit  was  fomewhat  debilitated  by  the 
fqdorific  operations ;  and  therefore  the  pe- 
ril vian 
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ruvian  bark  was  exhibited  for  more  than  a 
week,  as  a  corroborant,  not  without  effect. 
His  recovery  upon  the  whole  was  fomewhat 
flower  than  ufual ;  although  the  curative 
effects  of  the  tincture  were  fufficiently  ob- 
vious. 

The  cafe  of  Sarah  Venables  is  likewife  a 
good  example  of  the  efficacy  of  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum  in  the  acute  rheumatifm ;  the 
curative  effects  pointedly  correfponding  with 
the  operative  ones. 

In  the  cafe  of  James  Dickenfon,  the  fe- 
veriih  fymptoms  were  not  troublefome  until 
the  day  after  the  acceffion  of  the  pains,  al- 
though the  latter  were  general.  He  had 
taken  no  medicine  previous  to  the  tincture, 
except  a  folution  of  manna  in  decoction  of 
fenna.  He  took  a  dofe  of  the  tincture  every 
night,  for  the  firft  three  nights,  wth  fo 
much  fuccefs,  that  the  rheumatic  pains  and 
feverifh  fymptoms  were  nearly  removed  by 
the  operation  of  the  fecond  dofe ;  and  the 
remainder  of  the  pains  were  totally  removed 
by  the  fubfecruent  dofes,  the  two  laft  of 

which 
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which  were  taken  only  every  other  night, 
but  with  the  fame  operative  and  curative  ef- 
fects as  the  former. 

CASE  IX. 

An  acute  Rheumatifm,  of  ten  Days  co?iti- 
nuance,  cured  chiejiy  by  three  Dofes  of 
the  Tintlitre  of  Guaiacum. 

April  10,  1780.  Mr.  Riley,  of  the 
parim  of  Bafwick,  aged  forty-one.  He 
complains  of  rheumatic  pains  of  his  fhoul- 
ders,  arms,  and  left  hip.  The  parts  affected 
are  fomewhat  fwollen,  fore  to  the  touch,  very 
painful  on  motion,  and  worfe  in  the  night 
than  in  the  day  3  his  pulfe  is  frequent, 
hard,  and  fharp  ;  his  tongue  is  white  •  his 
appetite  and  fleep  are  much  impaired  3  he  is 
coftive,  and  voids  high  coloured  urine  in 
fmall  quantities.  About  fixteen  days  ago 
the  rheumatic  pains  affected  his  limbs,  and 
in  feven  days  after  they  were  accompanied 
with  feverifh  fymptoms,  which  have  conti- 
nued ever  fince,  with  exacerbations. 

He 
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He  has  had  the  advice  of  his  apothecary 
for  five  or  fix  days  paft ;  during  which  pe- 
riod he  has  loft  fixteen  ounces  of  blood  from 
the  arm,  at  two  operations,  and  each  time 
with  temporary  relief  of  the  pains  and  fe^ 
verifh  fymptoms.  The  blood  is  faid  to  have 
been  very  fizy.  He  has  alfo  taken  two  half 
ounces  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum :  the 
firft  operated  as  a  fudorific,  and  gentle  laxa- 
tive, with  apparent,  though  tranfient,  relief 
of  the  pains,  but  the  laft  was  attended  with 
no  effect. 

Ordered  to  lofe  eight  ounces  of  blood 
from  the  arm ;  and  to  take  a  folution  of 
half  an  ounce  of  manna,  in  an  ounce  and 
half  of  the  infufion  of  fenna,  immediately  ; 
and  three  table  fpoonfuls  of  a  nitrous  mix- 
ture, containing  a  fcruple  of  nitre  in  a  dofe, 
three  times  a  day. 

April  1 1 .    The  blood-letting  was  at- 
tended with  relief  of  the  pains,  and  the 
blood  was  very  fizy.    The  folution  of  man- 
-  na  procured  three  ftools,  with  fome  relief  of 
the  fymptoms,  and   the  nitrous  mixture 

feemed 
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feemed  to  agree  with  the  ftomach.  Neverthe- 
lefs,  fince  yefterday  he  complains  of  a  vio- 
lent pain  of  his  head,  and  alfo  of  his  hip. 
His  other  pains  likewife  continue  trouble- 
fome. 

Ordered  to  apply  two  leeches  behind  the 
ears  immediately,  and  a  large  buffering 
platter  *  to  the  pained  hip  this  evening ; 
and  to  drefs  the  biiftered  part  afterwards 
with  the  litharge  ceratef. 

Ordered  likewife  to  take  a  draught  con- 
taining a  fcruple  of  Dover's  power  at  bed- 
time, and  to  continue  the  nitrous  mixture. 

April  12.  He  bled  freely  from  the  ope- 
ration of  the  leeches,  with  much  relief  of 
the  pain  of  his  head.  The  blifter  alfo  dif- 
charged  well,  and  procured  equal  relief  to  the 
hip.  By  miftake  he  took  the  draught  be- 
fore the  evening,  and  without  any  fudorific 
regimen.  In  a  fhort  time  after  however  a 
fweat  took  place,  and  continued  for  the 
whole  night,  during  which  his  pains  were

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abundantly  eafter,  but  they  are  become  very 
troublefome  again  this  morning. 

Ordered  to  take  two  drams  of  the  cam- 
phorated tincture  of  opium,  and  ten  drops  of 
the  tincture  of  opium,  in  a  draught,  at  bed- 
time, and  to  continue  the  ufe  of  the  nitrous 
mixture. 

April  14.  The  draught  proved  copioufly 
fudorific,  and  the  pains  were  quite  eafy 
during  the  operation.  He  had  alfo  a  copious 
lpontaneous  perfpiration  the  whole  day  and 
night  following,  during  which  the  pains 
were  eafier.  The  nitrous  mixture  agrees 
with  him,  and  feems  to  aft  as  a  fedative. 
Once  fince  the  laft  report  the  pulfe  was  one 
hundred  in  a  minute. 

His  pains  have  been  in  a  ftate  of  conli- 
derable  mobility,  having  fhifted  into  his 
neck,  hands,  and  thighs,  from  the  different 
parts  of  his  body,  except  his  moulders, 
which  ftill  remain  painful.  His  pulfe  is  at 
prefent  ninety ;  the  tongue  white,  but 
moifl ;  his  urine  contains  a  large  quantity  of 
pink  coloured  fediment ;  and  his  appetite  is 
ilill  impaired.    He  was  coftive  yefterday  ; 

but 
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but  had  his  body  opened  by  taking  an  ounce 
of  the  laxative  mixture. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  opiate  draught  this 
evening,  and  to  continue  the  nitrous  mix- 
ture. 

April  16.  The  draught  proved  kindly 
fudoiific,  and  the  pains  were  ealier  during 
the  operation ;  but  they  are  now  fhifted  into 
his  wrifts,  knees;  and  left  ancle.  The  parts 
affedted  are  red  and  much  fwollen,  extreme- 
ly painful  on  motion,  and  fore  to  the  touch  • 
and  the  former  pains  of  his  moulders  are  ftill 
troublefome.  He  complains  likewife  of  a 
difagreeable  heat  and  tickling  of  his  fkin. 
His  pulfe  is  ninety,  and  hard.  His  appetite 
is  bad.  His  tongue  is  rather  more  furred  ; 
his  fkin  hot  and  itching ;  and  he  fleeps  ill, 
owing  to  the  pains* 

Ordered  to  lofe  fix  or  eight  ounces  of 
blood  immediately ;  to  take  half  an  ounce  of 
the  tincture  of  guaiacum  in  the  evening  • 
and  to  repeat  the  fame  in  forty-eight  hours  : 
alfo  to  continue  the  nitrous  mixture. 

April  20.  The  heat  and  itching  of  the 
fkin  and  rheumatic  pains  were  evidently 

D  2  eafier

eafier  after  the  operation  with  the  lancet. 
Both  dofes  of  the  tincture  proved  copioufly 
fudorific  for  feveral  hours,  and  were  alfo 
gently  laxative  ;  with  much  relief  both  of 
the  pains  and  feverim  lymptoms. 

The  nitrous  mixture  agreed  well,  and  the 
feverim  fymptoms  have  been  diminishing 
lince  the  laft  report.  The  pulfe  two  days 
ago  came  down  to  feventy-rix ;  fince  which 
the  appetite  has  been  returning,  and  the 
pulfe  is  now  no  more  than  fixtyTeight.  The 
tongue  is  almoit,  clean ;  fleep  much  more 
natural ;  and  the  urine  increafed  in  quantity, 
paler,  and  with  a  laudable  fediment. 

He  fits  up  two  or  three  hours  in  a  day ; 
can  move  his  limbs  with  tolerable  eafe;  and 
complains  only  of  the  flight  pains  in  his 
fhoulders,  and  of  general  debility. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  tincture  of  guaia- 
cum  in  the  evening;  and  to  take  an  ounce 
of  the  peruvian  mixture,  with  eight  drops 
of  the  acid  elixir  of  vitriol,  three  times  a 
day. 

April  25.  The  draught  proved  kindly  fu- 
doj  itic ;  it  alfo  procured  a  copious  flool ; 
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and  the  pains  of  his  moulders  are  but 
trifling.  The  tonic  medicines  feem  to  agree, 
and  he  gradually  gains  ftrength.  His  pulfe, 
appetite,  and  reft  are  become  natural. 

Ordered  to  continue  the  peruvian  mixture 
and  elixir  of  vitriol. 

May  5.  He  has  continued  free  from  all 
his  rheumatic  complaints,  except  fome 
flight  variation  of  the  pains  in  his  moulders. 
He  walks  and  rides  out  every  day,  and  is 
progreffively  recovering  ftrength. 

Ordered  to  continue  his  medicines. 

May  12.  His  ftrength  is  much  recovered 
and  he  makes  no  complaints. 

CASE  X. 

An  acute  Rheumatifin,  of  a  Fortnight's  Con- 
tinuance, cured  in  three  Days,  chiefly  by 
the  Tinclure  of  Guaiacum. 

July  23,  1779.  Sarah  Melley,  aged  nine 
years,  an  in-patient.  She  complains  of 
pains  and  fwellings  of  both  hands  and  feet, 
which  are  much  worfe  on  motion.  The 
parts  afFe&ed  are  alfo  very  fore  to  the  touch. 

D  3  Her 
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Her  fleep  is  impaired ;  me  is  not  poflive  $ 
her  appetite  is  bad  ;  and  her  pulfe  beats  one 
hundred  and  fixteen  ftrokes  in  a  minute. 
The  pains  have  continued  with  fevering 
fymptoms  for  a  fortnight  paft,  and  have 
frequently  fhifted  from  one  limb  to  another. 

Ordered  to  lofe  four  ounces  of  blood  from 
the  arm  immediately ;  and  to  take  a  dram 
and  a  half  of  the  tindture  of  guaiacurn  twice 
a  day. 

July  28.  She  was  bled,  as  ordered.  The 
tincture  proved  fudorific  every  night,  and 
procured  two  loofe  ftools  every  morning, 
with  fuch  fpeedy  and  pragreflive  relief  both 
pf  the  pains  and  fwellings,  that  fhe  has  had 
none  of  the-former  thefe  two  days,  and  the 
latter  are  now  entirely  gone. 

Ordered  to  omit  her  medicine. 

July  30;  She  has  continued  quite  free 
from  complaints. 
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CASE  XI. 

A  Relapfe  of  an  acute  Rheumatifm,  of  a 
Fortnight's  Continuance,  attended  with 
flight  feverifh  Symptoms,  cured  chiefly  by  a 
Dofe  of  the  TinBure  of  Guaiacum,  after  an 
Operation  with  the  Lancet. 

O&ober  15,  1780.  Ann  Ryley,  of  Hil- 
ton, aged  twenty-one,  a  difpenfary  patient. 
She  complains  of  pains  of  feveral  of  tar 
joints,  and  alfo  of  her  feet  and  legs.  Her 
appetite  is  bad ;  me  is  thirfty,  and  fleeps 
ill ;  her  pulfe  and  tongue  are  nearly  in  2, 
natural  ftate ;  fhe  is  not  coftive,  and  her 
menfes  are  regular.  She  was  feized  with 
feveriih  fymptoms,  attended  with  general 
rheumatic  pains,  fifteen  months  ago ;  and 
it  was  two  months  before  fhe  recover- 
ed.  A  fimilar  rheumatic  affection  came 
on  this  fummer ;  when  the  fymptoms  were 
acute  for  a  fortnight,  and  then  they  began 
to  abate,  and  had  nearly  gone  off :  but  about 
fourteen  days  ago,  fhe  had  a  relapfe  of  both 
rheumatic  pains,  and  feverifh  fymptoms, 
which  have  continued,  and  are  ftiU  trouble- 
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fome.  She  fays  flie  has  never  ufed  any 
medicines  for  thefe  complaints. 

Ordered  to  lofe  eight  ounces  of  blood, 
immediately,  from  the  arm;  and  to  take 
half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  in  the  even- 
ing. 

October  18th.  The  blood-letti  ng  was  fol- 
lowed by  an  abatement  of  the  pains  3  and 
the  tincture  operated  copioufly  as  a  fudorific 
for  three  hours  in  the  night,  and  produced 
one  loofe  ftool  the  next  day ;  fince  which 
fhe  has  been  quite  free  from  pains,  and 
now  makes  no  complaints. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

Perhaps  few  patients  ever  had  a  confti- 
tution  more  ftrongly  marked  by  a  rheumatic 
diatheiis  than  that  of  Mr.  Ryley :  for  he 
told  me,  that  about  the  year  1770,  he  had 
the  acute  rheumatifm  in  the  moft  violent 
manner ;  the  pains  were  general,  and  fubject 
to  the  moft  frequent  tranfitions,  recurrences, 
and  exacerbations  ;  he  could  not  move  a 
limb  without  the  moil  excruciating  pain  for 
a  long  time ;  and  although  he  was  regularly 

attended 
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attended  by  a  medical  practitioner,  it  was 
nine  months  before  his  health  was  re-efta- 
blifhed.    He  has  likewife  had  three  fits  of 
the  fame  difeafe  between  july  1779,  and 
may  1780,  during  which  period  I  prefcribed 

for  him.  * 

Several  circumftances  were  remarkable  in 
the  hiftory  of  this  patient's  cafe.  It  was 
obfervable,  that  the  febrile  and  painful 
fymptoms  came  on  and  went  off"  in  a  very 
diffimilar  manner  in  every  paroxyfm.  For 
in  the  rheumatic  fever  which  came  on  in 
auguft  1779,  although  the  febrile  fymp- 
toms and  the  pains  came  on  the  fame  day, 
yet  when  the  former  went  off",  the  latter 
were  only  abated,  and  terminated  in  a  par- 
tial chronic  rheumatifm,  which  lafted  for 
three  months. 

In  the  fecond  attack,  which  was  in  de- 
cember  following,  the  chronic  pains  began 
to  increafe,  and  were  accompanied  with  ge- 
neral flying  pains,  for  three  days  before  the 
feverifli  fymptoms  came  on  ;  and  both  the 
rheumatic  pains  and  febrile  fymptoms  went 

oft" 
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off  nearly  together.  In  the  laft  attack,  in 
april,  the  pains  gradually  increafed  for  more 
than  a  week,  before  the  feverim  fymptoms 
made  their  appearance  ;  and  did  not  entirely 
go  off,  till  about  twelve  or  fourteen  days 
after  the  feverim  fymptoms  had  vanimed. 

It  alfo  deferves  notice,  that  the  rheuma- 
tic fever  in  december  proved  a  cure  to  the 
chronic  rheumatifm,  which  was  the  fequel 
of  the  rheumatic  fever  in  auguft. 

The  rheumatic  fever  of  auguft,  and  like- 
wile  that  of  april,  were  raoft  ftrongly  cha- 
ractenftd  by  the  transition,  recurrence,  and 
exacerbation  of  pains  :  circumftances  which 
I  have  generally  found  it  reafonable  to  con-r- 
fider  as  indications  of  the  magnitude  of  the 
difeale. 

The  pains  were  alfo  marked  by  one  or 
more  of  thefe  variations  almoft  every  day ; 
and  affe&ed  the  following  parts,  although 
not  all  at  once,  but  repeatedly,  and  by  turns, 
viz.  the  moulders,  breaft,  back,  loins, 
hips,  thighs,  knees,  legs,  feet,  hands,  and 
w  rifts. 

It 
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It  was  likewife  obfervable,  that,  in  the 
rheumatic  fevers  of  au^uft  and  april,  the 
difeafe  was  within  the  firft  week's  ftage,  and 
ftrongly  refilled  the  curative  influence  of 
medicines  during  the  firft  week's  treat- 
ment. 

The  febrile  fymptoms  were  generally  very 
fmart :  the  pulfe  frequently  from  ninety  to 
one  hundred  and  twenty  ftrokes  in  a  minute, 
until  the  difeafe  was  brought  to  a  crifis ;  and 
whenever  that  took  place,  it  decreafed  in 
frequency  fomewhat  below  it's  natural 
ftandard. 

The  rheumatic  fever  in  auguft  was 
brought  to  a  crifis  on  the  twelfth  day  of  the 
difeafe,  and  on  the  eleventh  day  of  treat- 
ment, when  the  pulfe  was  reduced  to  fe- 
venty-fix  ftrokes  in  a  minute. 

The  fame  fever  in  december  was  brought 
to  a  crifis  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  the  dif- 
eafe, and  the  feventeenth  of  the  treat- 
ment, when  the  pulfe  was  reduced  to  fe- 
venty-eight.  And  the  fame  difeafe  in  april 
following  was  brought  to  a  crifis  on  the 

eighteenth 
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eighteenth  day  of  the  difeafe,  and  the  thir- 
teenth of  the  treatment,  when  the  pulfe  was 
reduced  to  fixty-eight. 

The  cafe  of  Sarah  Melley  was  a  ftrongly 
marked  acute  rheumatifm  -y  and  the  curative 
effects  of  the  medicine  were  as  fpeedy  and 
decinveas  poffible  :  but  as  blood-letting  was 
premifed,  and  was  probably  of  fome  fervice, 
the  cafe  is  only  faid  to  be  cured  chiefly  by 
the  tincture. 

The  cafe  of  Ann  Ryley  is  deferving  of  par- 
ticular notice,  as  it  proves  the  utility  of  me- 
dicinal treatment  of  the  difeafe.  For  fhe  had 
been  two 'months  in  recovering  by  the  efforts 
of  nature  from  a  rheumatic  fever,  which  came 
on  about  fourteen  or  fixteen  months  before; 
and  after  being  a  fortnight  or  upwards  affected 
with  the  fame  fever  this  fummer,  fhe  had  ob- 
tained only  a  partial  recovery,  when  the  prefent 
relapfe  took  place ;  which  in  all  probability, 
if  it  had  not  been  for  the  aid  of  medicines, 
the  relief  from  which  we  find  was  both 
fpeedy  and  decifive,  might  have  ended  in  a 
chronic  rheumatifm,  the  frequent  fequel  of 

either 
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either  an  ill  treated,  or  neglected,  acute 
rheumatifm.  It  mud  however  be  ac- 
knowledged, that  the  cure  in  the  prefcnt 
cafe  was  more  fpeedily  fuccefsful  than  could 
reafonably  have  been  expected  :  for  we  iltall 
find,  that  lingering  cafes  of  this  fort  will 
generall/  require  a  more. frequent  repetition, 
of  medicines  i    -  ' 

CAS  E    XII.  > 

An  acute  Rheumatifm,  of  three  Weeks  Con- 
tinuance,  attended  with  flight  Jeveri/h 
Symptoms ,  cured  chiefly  by  two  Dofes  of 
the  TiucJure  of  Guaiacum. 

April  r  3,  T7S5.  Mary  Parker,  of  Col- 
ton,  aged  twenty,  an  in-patient.  She  has 
had  general  rheumatic  pains,  with  more  or 
lefs  feverith  fymptoms,  for  three  weeks  part; 
and  has  pains  at  prefent  in  her  head,  elbows, 
loins,  thighs,  and  legs,  though  lefs  violent 
than  at  the  firft ;  fhe  has  taken  no  medi- 
cines ;  me  is  fomewhat  thirfty,  lleeps  ill 
from  pain,  and  her  appetite  is  bad ;  her 
body  is  rather  open. 

Ordered 
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Ordered  to  take  half  an  ounce  of  the  tinc- 
ture of  guaiacum  this  evening,  and  to  repeat 
it  in  forty-eight  hours,  at  bed-time. 

April  1 6.  The  tin&ure  caufed  her  to 
fweat  both  nights,  and  proved  gently  laxa- 
tive the  following  days  ;  and  all  her  pains 
are  entirely  removed,  except  the  headach, 
which  is  ftill  troublefome.  Her  appetite  alfo 
continues  indifferent. 

Ordered  the  nurfe  to  apply  three  leeches 
to  her  temples  immediately,  and  to  give  her 
the  antimonial  ipecacuanha  powder  in  the 
evening. 

April  20.  The  temples  bled  freely  from 
the  application  of  the  leeches,  which  en- 
tirely removed  the  pain  of  her  head.  The 
emetic  powder  operated  well,  with  great  re- 
lief. Her  appetite  is  reflored,  and  me  has 
no  complaint. 


CAS  E 
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CASE  XIII. 

An  acute  Rheumatifm,  of  nine  Days  Con- 
tinuance, cured  chief y  by  two  Dofes  of  the 
tincture  of  Guaiacum,  after  an  Operation 
with  the  Lancet. 

November  *8,  1785.  William  Hodge, 
of  Stafford,  aged  thirty,  an  in-patient.  He 
complains  of  rheumatic  pains  of  the  loins, 
hips,  knees,  ancles,  and  feet ;  he  is  hot 
and  cold  by  fits,  his  pulfe  quick,  his  appe- 
tite impaired,  his  tongue  very  white,  and 
his  flools  regular.  The  pains  and  feverifii 
fymptoms  have  been  very  troublefome  for 
nine  days. 

Ordered  to  lofe  eight  ounces  of  blood 
immediately  from  the  arm ;  to  take  half  an 
ounce  of  the  volatile  tindture  of  guaiacum 
this  evening,  and  to-morrow  morning  ;  and 
then  to  take  the  faline  mixture,  three  fpoon- 
fuls  three  times  a  day. 

November  2 1 ;  The  blocd  letting  pro- 
cured much  fpeedy  relief  of  the  pains  ;  and 

both 
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both  dofes  of  the  elixir  proved  copioufly 
fudorific  for  many  hours,  with  fo  much 
abatement  of  the  pains  and  fever,  that  the 
trifling  remains  of  each  have  totally  vanifhed 
within  the  laft  two  days,  during  the  ufe  of 
the  faline  mixture. 

CASE  XIV. 

An  acute  Rheumattfm,  of  three  Weeks  Coji- 
tinuance,  cured  chiefly  by  the  TinSture  of 
Guaiacum,  in  three  Days. 

April  3,  1786.  Mr.  W— bb,  of  Ellen- 
hall,  aged  about  thirty.  He  was  feized 
with  feverim  iymptoms  three  weeks  ago, 
and  within  two  days  after  with  general  rheu- 
matic pains*  ever  fince  which  the  Iymptoms 
have  continued  with  little  variation.  His 
pulfe  beats  one  hundred  and  four  flrokes  in 
a  minute,  hard  and  ftrong.  His  tongue  is 
white,  :and  his  appetite  impaired.  He  has 
had  little  or  no  lleep  for  feveral  nights  paft. 
His  legs  and  ancles  are  confiderably  fwelled, 
and  tenfe.  His  ftools  are  regular,  but  rather 
coftive.  1 

Ordered 
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Ordered  to  lofe  immediately  ten  ounces  of 
blood  from  the  arm ;  and  to  take  three 
drams  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  this  even- 
ing, and  to-morrow  morning;  and  half  a 
dram  of  purified  nitre,  in  an  ounce  and  a 
half  of  a  grateful  julep,  twice  a  day. 

April  6.  The  blood  was  fizy,  and  the 
pains  fpeedily  began  to  abate  after  the  ope- 
ration with  the  lancet.  He  had  a  copious 
fweat  feveral  hours,  after  each  dofe  of  the  tinc- 
ture, with  fo  much  relief,  that  all  his  pains 
became  tolerably  eaiy  after  the  operation  of 
the  morning  dofe.  The  nitre  agreed  well 
with  the  ftomach  ;  and  he  now  makes  little 
complaint  but  of  ftifFnefs  of  his  joints.  His 
pulfe  is  reduced  to  eighty-four  ftrokes  in  a 
minute.  The  fwellings  of  his  legs  are 
much  fubfided,  and  his  belly  continues 
regular.  His  appetite  and  reft  are  re- 
ftared ;  but  his  ftools  are  ftill  rather  cof- 
tive. 

Ordered  to  take  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  at  bed-time,  and  a  folution  of  half  an 
ounce  of  manna  in  an  ounce  and  a  half  of 
the  infufion  of  fenna,  in  the  morning. 

E  April 
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April  9.  The  tincture  operated  copioufly 
as  a  fudorific,  and  the  purgative  dofe  pro- 
cured four  flools,  fince  which  he  has  been 
free  from  all  complaints. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

In  the  cafe  of  Mary  Parker,  although 
the  febrile  fymptoms  appeared  to"  be  fpon- 
taneoufly  on  the  decline,  a  circumftance  ge- 
nerally obfervable  more  or  lefs  after  the  fecond 
week's  ftage  of  the  difeafe,  the  pains  conti- 
nued very  troublefome,  preventing  reft,  &c. 
Judging,  therefore,  from  what  was  paft, 
of  the  profpect  of  relief  from  the  flow  ef- 
forts of  nature,  the  affiftance  of  art  would 
feem  confpicuoufly  fuccefsful  :  the  difeafe 
being  fo  fpeedily  relieved  by  the  fudorific 
operation  of  the  two  dofes  of  the  tincture. 
The  anorexy  too  was  much  relieved  by  the 
emetic,  and  the  pain  of  the  head  by  the 
application  of  the  leeches,  as  a  load  re- 
medy. 

i  he  cale  of  William  Hodge  is  an  ob- 
vious inftance  of  the  good  effects  of  the  tinc- 
ture, 
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ture,  after  blood-letting,  in  the  cure  of  the 
acute  rheumatifm. 

The  acute  cafe  of  Mr.  W — bb  affords  a 
very  flriking  example  of  the  benefit  to  be 
derived  from  art :  for  the  difeafe  had  exifted 
for  three  weeks,  and  the  efforts  of  nature 
had  made  no  apparent  progrefs  .towards  a 
cure.    Neverthelefs,  by  the  affiftance  of  art, 
from  only  one  operation  with  the  lancet,  and 
two  fudorific  dofes  of  the  tincture,  the  dif- 
eafe was  brought  to  a  fuccefsful^crifis -3  the 
chief  fymptoms  being  removed  within  the 
firft  twenty-four  hours  of  treatment.  It 
mufl  be  obferved,  that  this  patient  had  had 
medical  advice  for  a  few  days  before  I  was 
called  in,  and  had  taken  two  drams  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum  two  or  three  different 
times  :  but  it  is  probable,  thefe  fmaller  dofes 
did  not  prove  fudorific ;  for  he  was  little  or 
nothing  relieved  by  them.    He  like  wife  had 
not  been  let  blood :  becaufe,  his  legs  re- 
ceiving a  flight  impreffion  on  the  application 
of  the  fingers,  it  was  confidered  as  a  fign 
of  oedema;  a  circumftance  which  prevented 
the  apothecary  who  attended  him  from 
opening  a  vein.     But  this   caution  was

founded  in  a  miftake ;  the  fwellings  of  the 
ancles  being  connected  with  a  ftate  of  the 
fyftem  very  oppofite  to  a  dropfical  diathefis. 

CASE  XV. 

Elizabeth  Hill,  aged  twenty-four,  an  in- 
patient, cured  of  an  acute  rheumatifm,  of 
three  or  four  days  continuance,  by  taking 
half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacura 
two  nights  together,,  which  operated  as  a  co- 
pious fudorific. 

CASE  XVI. 

Mary  Wynn,  of  Hatfield,  aged  fixteen> 
an  in-patient,  cured  of  an  acute  rheumatifm, 
of  fourteen  days  continuance,  attended  with 
ilight  feverifh  fymptoms,  chiefly  by  taking 
half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum 
twice  in  four  days.  It  operated  copioufly 
as  a  fudorific,  and  gently  as  a  laxative. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  acute  rheumatifm  of  Elizabeth  Hill 
was  very  diftin&ly  marked,  and  yet  was  cured 
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by  two  dofcs  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum, 
operating  as  a  fudorific,  and  not  at  all  as 
a  laxative.  It  is  therefore  a  very  pointed 
cafe  in  favour  of  the  fudorific  plan. 

The  acute  rheumatifm  of  Mary  Wynn 
was  brought  on  by  expofure  to  cold  from 
wading ;  and  although  the  feverifli  fymp- 
toms  were  moderate,  the  pains  were  fo 
troublcfome,  that  {he  got  no  reft  for  fbme 
nights  before  (he  applied  for  advice.  The 
operative  effects  of  the  tincture,  however, 
affifted  only  by  a  fingle  operation  with  the 
lancet,  proved  decisively  fuccefsful. 

CASE  XVII. 

An  acute  Rheumatifm,  of  fve  Days  Conti- 
nuance, much  relieved  by  four  Dofes  of 
the  Tinffure  of  Guaiacum. 

July  1 9,  1 784.  Jane  Mafon,  of  Stafford, 
aged  forty-three,  an  out-patient.  She  was 
feized  five  days  ago  with  pains  of  her  arms 
and  loins,  which  foon  extended  to  other 
parts,  accompanied  with  general  feverifh 
fy mptoms.    Her  appetite  is  bad,  and  body 

E  3  bound  j 
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bound ;  and  me  has  had  little  or  no  fleep, 
owing  to  the  pain,  for  fome  nights  part. 

Ordered  to  have  a  bliftering  plafter  ap- 
plied to  the  region  of  the  loins  immedi- 
ately ;  and  to  take  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tin&ure  of  guaiacum  this  evening,  and  half 
an  ounce  more  to-morrow  evening. 

July  2 1 .  The  Milter  difcharged  well, 
and  the  pain  in  her  loins  is  entirely  removed. 
The  tincture  proved  confiderably  fudorific, 
and  fomewhat  laxative  -y  and  was  accompa- 
nied with  much  relief  of  the  pains  of  the 
limbs  in  general. 

She  is  ftill  feverim,  however,  gets  little  or 
no  reft,  and  appears  very  low  and  lan- 
guid. 

Ordered  to  take  three  table-fpoonfuls  of 
the  faline  mixture,  with  a  dram  of  the  tinc- 
ture of  the  peruvian  bark,  three  times  a  day ; 
and  two  tea-fpoonfuls  of  the  camphorated 
tincture  of  opium  every  other  night. 

July  24.  The  medicines  agreed  well, 
and  lhe  has  had  much  better  nights  with  the 
camphorated  opiate  :  but  me  is  ftill  very 
feveruh,  her  appetite  is  bad,  and  body 

bound, 
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bound,  and  the  general  pains  of  the  limbs 
are  become  worfe  fince  the  laft  report. 

Ordered  to  take  two  table-fpoonfuls  of 
the  cathartic  mixture  immediately  ;  and  half 
an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  this 
evening,  and  the  evening  after  to-morrow  ; 
and  to  continue  the  ufe  of  the  faline  mix- 
ture, without  the  tincture  of  bark. 

July  31.  The  cathartic  mixture  procured 
three  ltools,  with  relief.  The  firft  dofe  of 
the  tincture  proved  very  fudorific,  with 
much  relief  of  the  pains  of  the  limbs  ;  and 
the  fecond  dofe  entirely  removed  them  by  a 
fimilar  operation.  The  faline  mixture  agreed 
wjth  the  ftomach •>  the  feverifh  fymptoms 
foon  abated,  and  are  now  vanished ;  and  me 
makes  no  complaints,  except  of  debility,  ac- 
companied with  palpitations  and  nervous 
tremors  from  flight  caufes. 

Ordered  to  take  fifteen  grains  of  the  com- 
pound pills  of  galbanum*,  twice  a  day,  for 
eight  or  ten  days. 

Auguft  14.  The  pills  agreed  with  her 
ftomach,  and  the  palpitations  and  tremors

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foon  began  to  abate,  and  (he  is  now  quite 
free  from  them.  She  has  been  gradually 
recovering  ftrength  fince  the  laft  report,  and 
makes  no  complaints, 

CASE  XVIII. 

An  acute  Rheumatifm,  of  nine  Days  Conti- 
nuance, much  relieved  by  a  Jingle  Dofe  of 
the  Tincture  of  Guaiacumy  and  fpeedily 
cured  by  the  AJJiJlance  of  other  Medicines, 

October  8,  1784.  Sarah  Tomkinfon, 
of  Stafford,  aged  twenty-fix,  an  in-patient. 
She  complains  of  rheumatic  pains  of  her 
hips,  thighs,  and  loins.  Her  pulfe  is  quick, 
but  neither  ftrong,  nor  full ;  and  her  ftools 
are  not  coftive.  Her  appetite  is  bad,  and 
tongue  very  white.  She  lleeps  little,  if  at 
all,  and  is  fomewhat  delirious  in  the  night 
time. 

The  pains  and  feverifli  fymptoms  came  on 
nine  days  ago,  and  were  apparently  occa- 
sioned by  expofure  to  cold  on  the  preceding 
day,  at  a  time  when  the  menfes  were  pre- 

fent. 
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fent.  She  took  an  emetic  five  days  ago  j 
but  without  any  obvious  relief. 

Ordered  to  take  the  antimonial  emetic 
powder  this  afternoon,  and  three  drams  of 
the  tincture  of  guaiacum  at  bed-time* 

October  9.  The  emetic  operated  well, 
with  much  relief  of  her  Itomach,  and  me 
has  had  no  delirium  fince. 

The  tincture  proved  copiaufly  fudorific, 
with  evident  relief  of  the  pains,  although 
they  are  ftill  troublefome  in  all  the  parts 
afflicted. 

Ordered  to  take  half  an  ounce  of  the  fpi- 
rit  of  ammonia,  or  volatile  alkali  of  the 
Edinburgh  Difpenfatory,  this  evening,  and 
to-morrow  evening. 

October  11.  The  volatile  fpirit  operated 
freely  as  a  fudorific  both  nights,  with  fo 
much  relief,  that  ihe  makes  no  com- 
plaint. 


CASE 
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CASE  XIX. 

An  acute  Rbeumatifm,  of  a  Week's  Conti- 
nuance, much  relieved  by  a  fmgle  Dqfe  of 
the  TinSiure  of  Guaiacum. 

January  26,  1787.  James  Yates,  of  Staf- 
ford, aged  twenty-eight,  an  out-patient. 
He  complains  of  general  rheumatic  pains 
of  his  limbs,  and  of  being  hot  and  cold  by 
fits*  He  ileeps  ill,  and  is  very  thirfty  ;  his 
appetite  is  bad,  his  tongue  white,  and  his 
belly  regular.  Thefe  iymptoms  came  on  a 
week  ago,  and  have  continued  very  trouble- 
fome  ever  fince. 

Ordered  to  take  the  antimonial  ipecacu- 
anha powder*  this  evening,  and  half  an  ounce 
of  the  tincture  .of  guaiacum  to-morrow 
evening, 

January  29.  The  emetic  operated  freely 
upwards,  and  gently  downwards,  and  relieved 
his  ftomach.  The  tincture  fweated  him  freely 
all  the  night,  and  with  great  relief ;  for  his 
pains  are  become  very  flight,  and  he  makes 
no  complaint  of  any  febrile  lymptoms.

O  B  S  E  R- 
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OBSERVATIONS. 

The  good  effects  of  the  tincture  of  guai- 
acum  in  the  cafe  of  Jane  Mafon  were  ex- 
tremely pointed :  for  each  operation  was 
attended  with  correfponding  relief ;  and  this 
relief  was  rendered  the  more  confpicuous, 
from  the  rheumatic  pains  becoming  worfe 
again  during  the  omiffion  of  the  medicine, 
between  the  twenty-nrft  and  twenty-fourth 
of  july. 

The  effect  of  the  blifter  in  completely 
relieving  the  pain  in  the  back,  and  the  an- 
tifpafmodic  effects  of  the  galbanum  or  gum 
pills,  alfo  deferve  notice. 

Two  circumftances  merit  attention  in  the 
cafe  of  Sarah  Tomkinfon.  A  delirium  is  a 
very  rare  attendant  on  the  acute  rheumatifm; 
and  confidering  that  the  difeafe  is  feldom 
dangerous,  except  when  it  affects  the  brain 
or  vital  organs,  the  cafe  had  a  very  favour- 
able and  fpeedy  crifis. 

It  alfo  deferves  notice,  that  the  fpirit  of 
ammonia  proved  equally  as  fudorlfic  and 
fuccefsful  as  the  tincture  of  guaiacum.  And 

indeed 
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indeed  in  a  number  of  inftances  I  have  ex* 
perienced  the  fudorific  effects  of  the  com" 
pound  fpirit  of  ammonia*,  formerly  called 
the  volatile  aromatic  fpirit,  when  adminis- 
tered in  dofes  of  half  an  ounce  each,  to  be 
equivalent  to  thofe  of  the  tincture  of  guaia- 
cum,  and  frequently  with  the  fame  cura- 
tive influence. 

The  acute  rheumatifm  of  James  Yates 
was  very  diftinclly  marked,  and  the  treat- 
ment was  pointedly  fuccefsful ,  for  a  fingle 
dofe  of  the  tincture  brought  the  difeafe  to  a 
favourable  criiis. 

CASE  XX. 

John  Nevel,  a  foldier,  aged  feven teen,  an 
in-patient,  much  relieved  of  an  acute  rheu- 
matifm, in  particular  of  the  pains  of  his 
back  and  limbs,  by  taking  three  drams  of 
the  tincture  of  guaiacum  at  bed-time,  which 
operated  copioufly  as  a  fudorific.

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CASE  XXL 

John  Eaton*  of  Stafford,  aged  thirty,  aii 
in-patient,  much  relieved  of  an  acute  rheu- 
matifm,  of  more  than  a  week's  continuance, 
by  taking  half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum,  for  three  times,  which  operated 
as  a  fudoriflc. 

CASE  XXII. 

A  lady,  aged  thirty,  much  relieved  of 
pains  and  general  febrile  fymptoms  of  an 
acute  rheumatifmj  of  four  days  continuance, 
by  taking  three  draughts,  containing  two 
drams  each  of  the  tincture  of 'guaiacum,  in 
fixteen  hours,  which  proved  copioufly  m«* 
dorific. 

CASE  XXIII. 

Thomas  Evans,  aged  forty-nine,  a  dif- 
penfary  patient,'  much  relieved  of  an  acute 
rheumatifm  of  twelve  days  continuance,  by 
taking  three  drams  of  the  tincture  of  guaia- 
cum, 
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cum,  at  bed-time,  twice  in  forty-eight 
hours.  It  operated  copioufly  as  a  fudorific, 
and  gently  as  a  laxative. 

CASE  XXIV. 

A  gentlewoman,  near  feventy,  much  relieved 
of  an  acute  rheumatifm,  attended  with  flight 
febrile  lymptoms,  and  troublefome  rheumatic 
pains,  efpecially  of  the  hips  and  loins,  of 
eighteen  days  continuance,  by  taking  three 
draughts,  each  containing  two  drams  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum,  in  fixteen  hours,  which 
proved  kindly  fudorific  and  laxative. 

CASE  XXV. 

Dennis  Rerdon,  a  foldier,  aged  thirty- 
five,  an  in-patient,  much  relieved  of  pains 
in  an  acute  rheumatifm  of  fifteen  days  con- 
tinuance, by  taking  a  fingle  dofe  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum,  which  operated  as  a 
brilk  fudorific  and  gentle  laxative. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  John  Nevel  was  flrongly 
marked,  and  was  foon  brought  to  a  crifis  and 
a  fpeedy  recovery. 
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He  took  an  emetic,  and  the  faline  mixture, 
with  fome  advantage :  but  the  moft  decided 
relief  was  obtained  by  the  fingle  dofe  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum.  He  like  wife  took  a 
dofe  of  the  Dover's  powder  previous  to  the 
tincture :  but,  although  affifted  with  the 
fame  regimen,  it  operated  very  little  as  a 
fudorific,  and  produced  no  relief ;  thus  af- 
fording a  ftrong  prefumption,  although  each 
was  exhibited  only  once,  that  the  tincture 
was  a  much  better  fudorific  in  this  patient's 
constitution  than  the  Dover's  Powder. 

The  curative  effects  of  this  tincture  in  the 
cafe  of  John  Eaton  were .  very  confpicuous. 
—See  the  full  cafe  of  this  patient,  Sect,  III. 

The  cafe  of  the  lady  aged  thirty  was  be- 
nefitted by  blood-letting ;  but  was  moil:  re- 
lieved by  the  tincture,  the  rheumatic  fever 
being  brought  to  a  crifis  during  it's  admi- 
nistration, within  the  courfe  of  three  or  four 
days. 

In  the  cafe  of  Thomas  Evans,  two  dofes 
of  the  tincture  operated  with  fo  much  fuc- 
cefs,  that  the  feverifh  fy mptoms  totally  va- 
nished with  the  fecond  dofe ;  and  the  pains 

of 
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of  his  moulders,  hips,  knees,  and  ancies* 
for  the  cafe  was  ftrongly  marked,  were  fo 
confiderably  relieved,  that  there  was  reafon 
to  believe  he  would  become  quite  well  in  the 
couife  of  two  or  three  days  after,  whether 
he  took  any  more  medicines  or  not ;  but 
from  a  culpable  degree  of  neglect  he  did  not 
return  to  the  difpenfary,  to  finifh  the  re- 
ports of  his  cafe. 

The  acute  rheumatifm  of  the  gentlewo- 
man was  brought  on  by  catching  cold.  She 
had  been  for  fome  time  much  diftreffed  with 
dyfpeptic  fymptoms  j  which,  together  with 
her  advanced  period  of  life,  rendered  the 
treatment  of  her  cafe   more  tedious  and 
troublefome ;  requiring  both  time  and  fome 
repetition  of  medicines,  before  a  cure  was 
accomplifhed.    Hence  the  effects  of  three 
dofes  of  the  tincture  were  the  molt  deferving 
of  notice  of  any  thing  that  was  adminifler- 
ed  :  for  not  only  the  pains,  efpecially  of  the 
hips  and  loins,  were  evidently  abated  by 
them,  but  the  feverifh  fymptoms  alfo,  for 
the  pulfe  had  fallen  from  one  hundred  and 
fixteen  in  a  minute  to  one  hundred,  during 
their  operations. 

The 
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The  cafe  of  Dennis  Rerdon  was  diftinctly 
marked,  had  continued  for  a  fortnight,  and 
was  fo  much  relieved  by  a  fingle  dofe  of  the 
tincture,  that  he  was  quite  cured  in  the 
courfe  of  a  week,  with  the  affiftance  of  two 
dofes  of  the  cathartic  mixture,  and  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  faline  mixture  on  the  in- 
termediate days. 

CASE  XXVI. 

Elizabeth  Hanley,  of  Wefton,  aged  eigh- 
teen, but  moderately  relieved  of  an  acute 
rheumatifm,  of  three  weeks  continuance, 
by  taking  half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum,  four  times  in  the  fpace  of  twelve 
days  ;  although  the  medicine  always  proved 
copioully  fudorifk,  and  gently  laxative. 

CASE  XXVII. 

Mary  Hill,  of  Bradley,  aged  thirty- three, 
an  out-patient,  moderately  relieved  of  an 
acute  rheumatifm,  by  taking  half  an  ounce 
of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  in  bed,  on  the 

F  morning 
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morning  and  evening  of  the  fame  day ;  each 
dofe  operating  as  a  brifk  fudorific  and  a 
gentle  laxative. 

CASE  XXVIII. 

Mary  Heath,  of  Stafford,  aged  thirty- 
two,  an  out-patient,  moderately  relieved  of 
an  acute  rheumatifm,  of  five  days  continu- 
ance, by  taking  half  an  ounce  of  the  tinc- 
ture of  guaiacum,  in  bed,  on  the  morning 
and  evening  of  the  fame  day ;  each  dofe 
operating  copioufty  as  a  fudorific. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  Elizabeth  Hanley  proved 
uncommonly  troublefome  and  tedious  :  for 
me  had  been  taking  medicines  tor  a  week  be- 
fore (he  became  an  in-patient,  with  little 
effect,  except  that  of  moderating  the  feverifh 
fymptoms  by  debilitating  the  fyflem.  Whilft 
in  the  infirmary,  befide  the  adminiftration 
of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  already  men  - 
tioned, the  operations  of  which  were  al- 
ways 
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ways  attended  with  obvious  relief,  me  took 
an  emetic,  and  afterwards  the  faline  mixture 
in  a  regular  manner.  She  likewife  had  three 
leeches  applied  to  one  hand  and  wrift,  which 
were  particularly  affected  ;  and  they  much 
relieved  the  pains  of  thofe  parts.  Never- 
thelefs,  after  a  fortnight's  treatment  as  an  in- 
patient, the  difeafe  terminated  in  a  chronic 
rheumatifm  :  a  proof  of  the  obftinacy  of 
fome  cafes. 

In  the  cafe  of  Mary  Hill,  we  find  the 
tincture  operated  very  favourably,  and  evi- 
dently relieved  the  pains  :  and  it  is  highly 
probable,  that  the  difeafe  would  have  been 
chiefly  cured  by  it,  had  it  been  repeated ; 
for  two  dofes  of  the  Dover's  powder,  which 
did  not  prove  more  fudorific  than  the  tinc- 
ture, affiled  by  an  operation  with  the  lan- 
cet, and  the  application  of  a  veficatory, 
completed  the  cure. 

In  the  cafe  of  Mary  Heath,  a  vomit 
was  premifed,  with  fome  relief  of  the  fto- 
mach :  and  the  curative  effects  of  the  tincture, 
though  moderate,  were  obvious  at  each 
operation.    As  the  medicine  was  ordered  to 
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be  repeated,  in  all  probability  we  mould 
have  heard  of  the  cure  being  completed  at 
the  next  report,  had  not  the  patient  neg- 
lected to  attend. 

CASE  XXIX. 

George  Barrat,  of  Stafford,  aged  twenty- 
one,  an  out-patient,  but  little  relieved  of 
pains,  in  an  acute  rheumatifm  of  four  days 
continuance,  by  taking  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum  in  the  evening,  and 
the  fame  quantity  in  the  morning  following. 
It  operated  very  little  either  as  a  fudorific  or 
a  laxative. 

CASE  XXX. 

Hannah  Johnfon,  of  Stafford,  aged  fif- 
teen, an  out-patient,  but  very  little  relieved 
of  an  acute  rheumatifm,  of  a  week's  con- 
tinuance, by  taking  three  drams  and  half 
an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  in 
forty-eight  hours.  The  firft  dofe  proved 
not  at  all  fudorific,  and  the  fecond  but  very 
little. 

CASE 
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CASE  XXXI. 

John  Beaumont*,  a  foldier,  aged  twenty, 
an  in-patient,  was  but  little  relieved  of  an 
acute  rheumatifm,  by  taking  half  an  ounce 
of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  for  two  nights 
together,  which  operated  only  as  a  laxa- 
tive. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

In  the  cafe  of  George  Barrat  the  tincture, 
we  find,  produced  very  little  operative  ef- 
fects ;  and  as  ufual  the  curative  effect  was 
in  proportion.  In  confirmation  of  this  he 
was  much  relieved  by  the  administration  of 
the  Dover's  powder,  which  operated  freely 
as  a  fudorific. — See  the  index  for  the  full 
cafe  of  this  patient. 

The  cafe  of  Hannah  Johnfon  turned  out 
very  tedious,  and  was  at  laft  cured  princi- 
pally by  the  Dover's  powder,  which  ope- 
rated copioully  as  a  fudoriftc,  though  the 


See  this  patient's  cafe,  Sect.  III. 
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tincture  could  fcarcely  be  faid  to  have  any 
operation  of  that  kind.  Whence  it  would 
appear,  that  fome  conftitutions  may  be  made 
to  fweat  much  fooner  by  one  remedy  than 
by  another,  and  alfo,  that  the  curative  ef-  . 
feels  of  fome  of  our  beft  rheumatic  remedies 
are  ftrongly  connected  with  their  fudoriflc 
ones. 

The  cafe  of  John  Beaumont  was  but 
little  relieved  by  the  tincture,  becaufe  it  did 
not  operate  in  it's  ufual  manner  as  a  fudo- 
riflc ;  for  the  fudoriflc  operation  of  the 
warm  bath  and  Pover's  powder,  as  appears 
in  the  fubfecment  part  of  the  hiftory  of  this 
cafe,  was  actually  of  fervice  in  completing 
t]ie  cure. — See  the  cafe  of  this  patient 
amongft  thofe  in  which  blood-letting  was 
employed,  page  3. 

CASE  XXXII, 

Elizabeth  Vaul,  of  Bafwich  parifh,  aged 
twenty,  an  out-patient,  not  relieved  of  an 
acute  rheumatifm,  attended  with  flight  fe- 
verifh  iymptoms,  of  three  weeks  continu- 
ance 
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ance,  by  taking  half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum  twice  in  three  days.  It  ope- 
rated only  as  a  fudorific,  and  that  in  a  very 
flight  degree. 

CASE  XXXIII. 

John  Bolt,  a  foldier  in  the  militia,  aged 
twenty-three,  an  in-patient,  not  relieved  of 
pains,  in  an  acute  rheumatifm  of  four  days 
continuance,  by  taking  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum,  which  produced  no 
operation.. 

CASE  XXXIV. 

Mary  Weaver,  of  Brockton,  aged  fifty- 
one,  an  out-patient,  not  relieved  of  rheu- 
matic pains,  in  a  cafe  of  acute  rheumatifm, 
attended  with  flight  feveriih  fymptoms,  of 
three  weeks  continuance,  by  taking  three 
drams  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  every 
other  night,  for  three  nights,  which  were 
attended  with  no  operation.

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OBSERVATIONS. 

The  rheumatic  cafe  of  Elizabeth  Vaul 
turned  out  very  tedious.  The  tincture's 
not  affording  any  relief  was  probably  owing 
to  it's  proving  fo  little  fudonfic  :  for  the 
Dover's  powder,  being  adminiftered  foon 
after,  and  operating  more  freely  as  a  fudo- 
rific,  was  of  fome  real  fervice.  The  cafe 
however  was  cured  principally  by  bleeding 
and  bliftering,  and  is  inferted  only  as  an  in- 
ftance  of  no  relief  obtained  from  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum. 

In  the  cafe  of  John  Bolt,  we  find  the 
tincture  had  no  fudorific  effect,  and  as  ufual 
no  curative  one. 

The  cafe  of  Mary  Weaver  was  ftrongly 
marked;  as  fhe  had  rheumatic  pains  all 
over  her,  efpecially  in  her  arms  and 
moulders.  But  it  appeared,  that  her 
conftitution  ftrongly  refifted  the  fudorific 
operation  of  the  tincture ;  for  we  find, 
that  three  dofes  of  that  medicine  produced 
c  no 
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no  operation,  although  the  ufual  regi- 
men was  properly  followed ;  and  there- 
fore it  is  not  to  be  wondered  that  it  af- 
forded no  relief.

CASES  OF  ACUTE  RHEUMATISM  TREAT- 
ED  with    the    Dover's  powder, 

WITH  OBSERVATIONS. 


CASE  I. 


An  acute  Rhewnatifm,  of  nine  Days  Continu- 
ance, with  a  Relapfe,  cured  chiefly  by  the 
Dover's  Powder. 

JUNE  13,  178 1.  Mr.  Newbold,  of 
Stafford,  gardener,  aged  forty-five.  He 
complains  of  violent  pains  in  all  his  limbs, 
particularly  in  his  arms  and  legs,  which 
are  fwelled,  moft  painful  on  motion,  and 
very  fore  to  the  touch. 

His 
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His  pulfe  beats  one  hundred  and  four 
ftrokes  in  a  minute,  (harp  and  not  ftrong  ; 
his  appetite  is  bad,  tongue  white,  and  fkin 
hot.  He  is  very  thirfty,  and  rather  coftive. 
He  fleeps  ill,  but  his  head  is  clear.  The 
feverifh  fymptoms  came  on  ten  days  ago, 
and  the  general  pains  the  day  following. 
The  latter  are  always  much  worfe  the  fore 
part  of  the  night,  and  eafter  towards  morn- 
ing. He  has  been  twice  let  blood,  and  has 
taken  feveral  fudorific  and  opening  medi- 
cines, but  with  very  tranfient  relief  of  the 
iymptoms,  which  at  prefent  are  no  better. 

Ordered  to  lofe  eight  ounces  of  blood  im- 
mediately, and  to  take  a  draught  containing 
ten  grains  of  the  Dover's  powder,  and 
a  dram  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  three 
times  in  the  courfe  of  the  night,  at  the  dis- 
tance of  three  hours  between  each,  with  the 
fudorific  regimen. 

June  14.  He  was  let  blood  with  fome 
little  relief :  the  craffamentum  was  quite 
fizy.  The  fudorific  draught  operated  kindly 
all  the  night,  during  which  he  twice,  for 

two 
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two  hours  together,  flept  comfortably,  and 
has  been  quite  eafy  and  free  from  pain  all 
the  night.  But  the  pains  have  returned 
again  fince  the  fweating  went  off,  although 
in  a  lefs  degree  than  yefterday.  His  pulfe 
continues  ftiil  at  one  hundred  and  four ;  the 
other  feverifh  fymptoms  are  fomewhat  di- 
rninifhed. 

Ordered  to  take  a  draught  with  a  fcruplc 
of  Dover's  powder,  and  two  drams  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum,  at  bed-time  ;  and  half 
a  dram  of  powdered  nitre,  in  an  ounce  and 
a  half  of  a  grateful  julep,  every  four  hours. 

June  1 6.  The  draught  with  the  Dover's 
powder  proved  copioufly  fudorific,  during 
which  the  pains  were  quite  eafy,  but  they 
are  Itill  fomewhat  troublefome  in  the  day 
time.  The  nitrous  powders  with  the  julep 
agreed  with  his  ftomach,  his  body  is  gently 
opened  by  the  medicines,  and  both  the  fe- 
verifh fymptoms  and  the  pains  are  materially 
better  upon  the  whole.  The  pulfe  is  re- 
duced under  ninety-two. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  fudorific  draughts, 
with  the  ufual  regimen,  every  other  night ; 

and 
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and  to  continue  the  nitrous  powders  and 
julep  three  times  a  day. 

June  23.  He  has  taken  three  draughts 
with  the  Dover's  powder,  fince  the  laft  re- 
port, which  always  proved  kindly  fudorific, 
with  progreffive  relief  of  the  pains,  and  to- 
tal removal  of  the  febrile  lymptoms.  His 
pulfe  is  reduced  to  eighty- eight ,  his  appe- 
tite better,  {kin  cool,  belly  regular,  and 
pains  trifling. 

Ordered  to  take  twelve  drops  of  the  acid 
elixir  of  vitriol,  in  an  ounce  or  an  ounce  and 
a  half  of  the  peruvian  mixture,  twice  a  day. 

June  26.  He  has  been  riding  out  for  an 
airing,  and  has  caught  cold,  which  has 
brought  on  a  relapfe  of  the  acute  rheu- 
matifm,  but  with  lefs  violence  than  before. 

Ordered  to  omit  the  tonic  medicines  •  to 
take  a  fcruple  of  the  Dover's  powder,  in  a 
bolus,  every  other  night  -}  and  to  repeat  the 
nitrous  powders,  with  the  julep,  twice  a 
day. 

July  4.  He  has  taken  three  bolufes, 
which  operated  kindly  as  a  fudorific  each 

time, 
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time,  with  relief.  The  feverifh  fymptoms 
are  vaniflied,  pulfe  eighty-eight,  appetite 
again  returning,  and  pains  nearly  gone.  The 
nitrous  powders  and  julep  agreed  as  before. 

Ordered  to  take  forty  drops  of  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum,  in  an  aqueous  vehicle,  twice  a 
day. 

July  7.  He  has  taken  the  tincture  as 
directed,  the  pains  are  vaniflied,  and  he 
makes  no  complaint  but  of  mere  weaknefs. 

Ordered  to  take  fome  peruvian  bark  in 
powder  twice  a  day. 

July  14.  He  has  taken  the  bark,  has 
gradually  gained  ftrength,  and  makes  no 
complaint. 

C  A  S  E  II. 

An  acute  Rbeumatifm,  of  a  Week's  Conti- 
nuance, cured  chiefly  by  Jive  or  fix  Dofes 
of  the  Dover  s  Powder. 

February  u,  1782.  Mary  Statham,  of 
Whittington,  near  Lichfield,  aged  thirty,  a 
difpenfary  patient. 

She 
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She  was  feized  about  a  week  ago  with 
pains  of  her  wrifts,  which  foon  extended  to 
her  back  and  head.  She  is  hot  and  cold  by 
fits,  and  fleeps  ill.  Her  pulfe  is  quick,  and 
tongue  white  ;  me  has  no  appetite ;  is  con- 
ftantly  Tick  ;  me  is  not  coftive,  her  men- 
ftrual  periods  are  regular.  The  febrile  fymp- 
toms  came  on  only  four  days  ago. 

Ordered  to  take  the  ipecacuanha  antimo- 
nial  powder  in  the  evening,  five  grains  of 
Dover's  powder  every  other  night,  and  half 
an  ounce  of  the  water  of  acetated  ammonia*', 
in  an  ounce  of  pure  water,  twice  a  day  for 
three  days. 

February  18.  The  emetic  operated 
brifkly,  both  upwards  and  downwards,  and 
in  fome  degree  relieved  the  want  of  appetite. 

The  Dover's  powder  not  only  procured 
reft,  but  each  dofe  proved  kindly  fudorific, 
with  fo  much  pointed  relief  of  all  her  fymp- 
tom?,  that  they  are  now  materially  abated. 
The  water  of  acetated  ammonia  agreed  with 
her,  but  did  not  appear  to  have  been  of  any 
obvious  fcrvice.

Her  appetite  is  flill  impaired,  with  fome 
remains  of  thirft,  attended  with  occafional 
fits  of  chillnefs ;  and  the  pains  are  ftill  trou- 
blefome. 

Ordered  to  take  ten  grains  of  the  powder 
of  ipecacuanha  in  the  evening,  to  repeat  the 
dofe  of  the  Dover's  powder  every  other 
night,  and  to  take  an  ounce  of  the  peru- 
vian  mixture  twice  a  day,  for  a  week, 

February  25.  The  ipecacuanha  vomited 
her  freely,  with  much  relief  of  the  want  of 
appetite.  The  operative  efFedts  of  the  Do- 
ver's powder  were  exactly  the  fame  as  be- 
fore ;  and  bcth  the  remaining  pains  and  fe- 
verim  fymptoms  foon  vanifhed.  The  peru- 
vian  mixture  agreed  well  with  her  ftomach. 
She  makes  no  complaint,  and  feems  quite 
recovered. 

CASE  III. 

An  acute  Rbeumatifm,  of  five  Days  Con- 
tinuance,  cured  in  ten  Days,  chiejiy  by  five 
Dqfes  of  the  Dover  s  Powder. 

May  6,  1782.    James  Jarvis,  of  Burnt- 
wood,  aged  eight  years,  a  difpenfary  pa- 
tient. 
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tient.  He  complains  of  pains  on  motion, 
in  all  his  limbs,  which  are  alfo  fore  to  the 
touch.  His  appetite  is  bad,  belly  bound, 
and  fkin  hot.  He  is  very  thirfty,  and  fleeps 
ill.  Both  the  pains  and  feverifh  fymptoms 
came  on  five  days  ago,  and  have  been  gra- 
dually growing  worfe  ever  fince. 

Ordered  to  lofe  fix  ounces  of  blood  from 
the  arm  immediately  ;  to  take  ten  grains  of 
Dover's  powder  in  the  evening,  and  to  re- 
peat the  fame  on  the  eighth  ;  and  to  take  a 
do/e,  of  the  Edinburg  aloetic  pills  to-morrow 
morning. 

May  9.  Blood-letting  procured  fome 
little  relief  of  the  pains.  The  Dover's 
powder  caufed  him  to  fweat  well  both 
nigh  ts,  with  confiderable  relief  of  his  pains  ; 
and  the  aloetic  pills  relieved  his  coftivenefs. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  Dover's  powder, 
every  other  night,  for  three  times. 

May  16.  The  powder  proved  copioufiy 
fudorific  each  night,  with  progreffive  relief 
of  his  pains,  which  are  now  totally  va- 
nished. 
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OBSERVATIONS. 

In  the  acute  cafe  of  Mr.  Newbold  the 
Dover's  powder  always  proved  kindly  fu- 
dorific,  and  never  failed  procuring  great  re- 
lief from  pain  during  it's  operation.  Never- 
thelefs,  when  we  confider,  that  he  had  been 
twice  let  blood,  and  had  had  repeated  fudo- 
rifics  for  a  week  before  I  faw  him,  with- 
out any  real  abatement  of  the  general  dif- 
eafe,  it  is  little  to  be  wondered,  that  he 
recovered  but  flowly  -}  efpecially  as  he  had 
the  misfortune  to  have  a  relapfe,  from  an 
inadvertent  expofure  to  cold. 

The  curative  effects  of  the  Dover's  pow- 
der, however,  were  very  confpicuous  in  the 
treatment  both  of  the  original  difeafe  and 
the  relapfe  ;  efpecially  the  latter,  which  was 
cured  chiefly  by  three  dofes  of  that  powder. 

As  to  the  nitrous  powders,  they  agreed 
well,  and  feemed  to  abate  the  feverim 
fymptoms  :  but  as  they  had  no  operative 
efFecl,  it  is  not  an  eafy  matter  to  afcertain 
their  curative  ones.

The  indication  of  the  tonic  remedies  muft 
be  obvious,  from  the  debilitated  ftate  of  the 
convalefcent. 

In  the  cafe  of  Mary  Statham,  the  pro- 
priety of  exhibiting  the  emetics  was  evi- 
dent, for  they  relieved  both  the  anorexia 
and  naufea.  The  acetated  volatile  alkali 
was  given  as  a  febrifuge,  but  did  not  feem 
to  relieve  the  fymptoms.  The  fmall  dofes 
of  the  Dover's  powder  were  ordered  merely 
for  the  purpofe  of  procuring  better  nights  j 
which  they  did*  and  at  the  fame  time  un- 
expectedly proved  fudorific,  with  point- 
ed relief  both  of  the  pains  and  feverifli 
fymptoms,  fo  that  the  cure  was  accom- 
plifhed  by  the  time  fhe  had  taken  the  fifth 
dofe.  But  the  circumftance  chiefly  deferv- 
ing  notice  in  the  cafe  is,  that  five  grains  of 
the  Dover's  powder  mould  produce  opera- 
tive and  curative  effects  in  this  patient  equal 
to  the  effects  of  a  fcruple  in  others. 

The  cafe  of  James  Jarvis  came  under 
treatment  in  the  firft  week's  ftage  of  the 
difeafe  :  and  although  the  curative  effects  of 
the  Dover's  powder  were  confpicuous  and 
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progreffive,  they  were  not  however  fo  fpeedily 
decifive  as  they  ufually  are  in  the  fecond 
week's  ftage.  The  blood-letting  likewife 
did  not  relieve  the  lymptoms  fo  much  as 
might  have  been  expected,  confidering  the 
drfeafe  was  diftin&ly  marked. 

CASE  IV. 

William  Tharp,  of  Lichfield,  aged 
thirty-eight,  a  difpenfary  patient,  cured 
of  an  acute  rheumatifm,  of  a  few  days  con- 
tinuance, chiefly  by  a  fingle  dofe  of  the 
Dover's  powder,  which  operated  freely  as  a 
fudorific. 

CASE  V. 

Elizabeth  Stanley,  of  Stafford,  aged 
twenty,  an  out-patient,  cured  of  an  acute 
rheumatifm,  of  feven  days  continuance, 
chiefly  by  four  dofes  of  the  Dover's  pow- 
der, containing  one  fcruple  each,  which 
operated  freely  as  a  fudorific. 
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CASE  VI. 

John  Eaton,  of  Stafford,  aged  thirty,  an 
in-patient,  cured  of  a  rheumatic  fever,  of 
nine  days  continuance,  chiefly  by  three 
dofes  of  the  Dover's  powder,  containing 
from  twenty  to  twenty-five  grains  each, 
which  operated  copioufly  as  a  fudorific, 

CASE  VII. 

William  Peekin,  of  Stafford,  aged 
twenty-four,  an  out-patient,  cured  of  a 
rheumatic  fever  of  five  days  continuance, 
chiefly  by  three  dofeg  of  Dover's  powder, 
containing  a  fcruple  each,  in  the  fpace  of 
eleven  days,  operating  as  a  fudorific. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  William  Tharp  was  diftinc% 
ly  marked ;  only  it  was  obfervable,  that 
the  febrile  fymptoms  came  on  three  or  four 
days  before  the  pains.  The  patient  faid,  that 
he  had  been  accuftomed  to  lofe  blood  fre- 
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quently,  but  had  omitted  the  evacuation  for 
fome  time  paft  ;  and  that  he  perceived  his 
pains  a  great  deal  eafier  when  he  perfpired 
freelv,  to  which  he  found  1  himfelf  much 
difpofed.  The  indications  therefore  of 
blood-letting  and  fudorifics  were  very 
pointed;  and  accordingly,  after  lofing eight 
ounces  of  blood,  with  an  abatement  of  the 
pains,  a  fingle  dofe  of  the  Dover's  powder 
caufed  him  to  fweat  copioufly  for  the  whole 
night  i  with  fuch  decided  relief,  that  his 
pains  were  nearly  removed  by  the  next  day. 
He  alfo  took  the  faline  mixture  in  the  ufual 
manner ;  and  during  it's  ufe  for  the  fubie- 
quent  three  days  he  became  quite  free  from 
the  rheumatic  affection. 

In  the  cafe  of  Elizabeth  Stanley  ten 
ounces  of  blood  were  firn:  drawn  from  the 
arm,  and  then  me  took  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum  ;  neither  of  which,  al- 
though the  tincture  was  once  repeated,  pro- 
cured any  relief  of  the  fymptoms,  nor  did  the 
tincture  prove  at  all  fudorific.  She  then 
took  the  four  dofes  of  Dover's  powder,  as 
mentioned  in  the  cafe,  the  firft  being  affil- 
ed 
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ed  with  the  ufe  of  the  warm  bath,  which 
proved  copioufly  fudorific  every  time,  with  fo 
much  relief,  that  the  remainder  of  the  pains 
was  totally  removed  by  the  laft  operation. 
This  cafe  likewife  affords  a  ftrong  example 
of  the  different  fudorifics  fuiting  different 
constitutions  from  idiofyncrafy. 

The  cafe  of  John  Eaton  was  ftrongly 
marked,  and  accompanied  with  both  tranfi- 
tions  and  recurrences  of  pains.  He  was  let 
blood,  but  without  any  relief.  Four  dofes 
of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  were  adminif- 
tered ;  the  laft  two  of  which  proved  copi- 
oufly fudorific,  with  obvious  relief  of  the 
fymptoms.  But  the  three  dofes  of  Dover's 
powder  operated  ftill  more  freely,  and  proved 
more  decidedly  fuccefsful,  quite  removing 
the  difeafe  -3  which  feemed  likely  to  become 
very  obftinafe,  this  patient  having  had  a 
fimilar  rheumatic  fever  five  years  before, 
from  which  he  was  five  weeks  in  recover-* 
ing. 

In  the  cafe  of  William  Peekin,  two  dofes 
of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  had  been  ad- 
miniftered  without  either  operation  or  re- 
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lief ;  whereas  the  Dover's  powder  proved 
fudorific  with  the  moft  evident  advantage. 
But  the  difeafe  is  faid  only  to  be  chiefly 
cured  by  it,  becaufe  it's  effects  were  aflifted 
by  a  previous  operation  with  the  lancet. 

CASE  VIII. 

An  acute  Rheumatifm,  of  four  Days  Con- 
tinuance, much  relieved  by  a  Dofe  ofDor- 
ver  s  Powder. 

March  3,  1786.  George  Barrat,  of  Staf- 
ford, aged  twenty-one,  an  out-patient.  He 
was  feized  four  days  ago  with  rheumatic 
pains,  which  in  two  days  after  were  accom- 
panied with  general  feverim  fymptoms. 
His  pulfe  is  frequent  and  ftrong  his  body 
coftive, 

Ordered  to  lofe  eight  ounces  of  blood  im- 
mediately from  the  arm,  and  to  take  half 
an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum, 
this  evening,  and  the  evening  after  to- 
morrow. 

March  6.(  He  was  bled,  and  the  pains 
were  a  little  eafier  after  the  operation.  The 

firft 
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firft  dofe  of  the  tincture  proved  gently  lax- 
ative, and  moderately  fudorifk,  with  fomc 
relief  of  the  pains:  but  the  fecond  dofc 
proved  only  laxative,  with  no  obvious  re- 
lief, the  feverim  fymptoms  continuing  very 
troublefome,  and  the  pains  becoming  more 
general. 

Ordered  to  take  a  fcruple  of  the  Dover's 
powder  at  bed-time ;  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum  to-morrow  night,  and 
the  morning  following ;  and  an  ounce  and 
a  half  of  the  faline  mixture  twice  a  day. 

March  10.  The  powder  proved  copioully 
fudorific,  with  much  relief  of  the  pains. 
The  two  dofes  of  the  tin&ure  caufed  him  to 
fweat  but  little,  and  with  but  little  further 
relief. 

The  faline  mixture  was  regularly  taken, 
during  which  the  feverim  fymptoms  gra- 
dually abated. 

Ordered  to  take  two  drams  of  the  com- 
pound fpirit  of  ammonia,  or  volatile  aro- 
matic fpirit,  morning  and  afternoon,  for 
four  days. 

March  17.  The  volatile  fpirit  was  grate- 
ful to  the  ftomach  ;  the  pains  and  feverifh 
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fymptorns  'gradually  lefiened ;  and  he  has 
had  no  complaints  thefe  three  days. 

CASE  IX. 

Mary  OfEey,  of  Caftle  parifh,  aged  four- 
teen, much  relieved  of  an  acute  rheuma- 
tifm, of  three  days  continuance,  by  taking 
a  {ingle  dofe  of  fourteen  grains  of  Dover's 
powder,  which  operated  copioully  as  a  fu- 
doriflc. 

CASE  X. 

John  Beaumont,  .a  foldier,  aged  twenty, 
an  in-patient,  much  relieved  of  a  relapfe  of 
an  acute  rheumatifm,  of  two  days  continu- 
ance, by  taking  four  dofes  of  Dover's  pow- 
der, containing  from  a  fcruple  to  half  a  dram 
each,  which  operated  copioufly  as  a  fu- 
dorinc. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  acute  rheumatifm  of  George  Earrat 
was  diftinctly  marked  3  and  yet  we  find,  that 
the  copious  difcharge  of  blood  from  the 

arm, 
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arm,  and  the  repeated  dofes  of  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum,  which  caufed  him  to  fweat 
moderately,  afforded  but  little  relief  j 
whereas  the  Dover's  powder,  which  proved 
copioully  fudorific,  relieved  the  pains  consi- 
derably. 

During  the  ufe  of  the  faline  mixtures 
and  volatile  fpiritj  the  remaining  lymptoms 
gradually  declined  5  but,  as  thefe  were 
not  given  as  fudoriflcs,  it  is  doubtful  how 
far  they  might  be  of  fervice  in  completing 
the  cure.  In  fhort,  the  fingle  dofe  of  Do- 
ver's powder,  which  operated  fo  well,  whilft 
the  tincture  of  guaiacum  fcarcely  operated  at 
all,  feemed  to  be  of  more  fervice  than  all  the 
other  remedies  put  together.  This  cafe 
therefore  affords  a  ftrong  proof,  that  the 
choice  of  fudorifics  is  by  no  means  a  matter 
of  total  inlignificance  in  different  conffitu- 
tions. 

Mary  Offley  was  juft  recovering  from  a 
catarrhal  fever,  at  the  time  when  me  was 
feized  with  the  acute  rheumaiifm,  for  which 
fhe  was  ordered  to  lofe  fix  ounces  of  blood 
from  the  arm,  and  the  pains  feemed  a  little 

relieved 


relieved  by  the  operation.  She  then  took 
half  an  ounce  of  the  compound  fpirit  of 
ammonia,  in  three  ounces  of  water,  at  bed- 
time :  but  it  did  not  act  as  a  fudorific,  as 
intended,  and  fhe  complained  of  being  more 
hot  and  reftlefs  than  ordinary.  '  The  fame 
effects  I  have  feen  take  place  feveral  times 
from  the  ufe  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum : 
but,  as  fuch  examples  *  are  very  rare, 
they  ought  only  to  be  confidered  as  cafual 
exceptions  to  the  general  operation  of  the 
medicine.  She  likewife  took  the  faline 
mixture,  in  the  ufual  manner,  with  fome 
little  abatement  of  the  feverifh  fymptoms. 
The  moft  decided  relief,  however,  was  ob- 
tained by  a  lingle  dofe  of  the  Dover's  pow-> 
der  ;  which  operated  as  a  powerful  fudorific, 
and  almoft  entirely  removed  all  her  pains. 

The  cafe  of  John  Beaumont  has  been 
already  given  in  detail,  as  an  example  of  the 
good  effects  of  blood-letting*.  It  happened, 
that  while  he  was  a  convalefcent  he  unfor- 
tunately had  a  relapfe  of  his  difeafe,  from 

*  Sect.  I.  Cafe  II.  p.  3, 
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Cxpofure  to  cold  by  walking  in  the  hofpital 
garden.  Being  fomewhat  debilitated  by  the 
preceding  lofs  of  blood  and  other  evacua- 
tions, it  was  not  thought  prudent  to  repeat 
the  operation  with  the  lancet  more  than 
once  during  the  relapfe,  but  rather  to  try 
the  effects  of  fudorifics :  and  as  it  had  been 
fully  proved  by  the  former  treatment  of  this 
patient,  that  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  would 
not  operate  on  him  as  a  fudorific,  the  Do- 
ver's powder  was  adminiftered,  at  firft  with 
the  ufe  of  the  warm  bath,  and  afterwards 
without  it.  This  was  each  time  copioufly  fu- 
dorific, with  fo  much  relief  of  the  fymptoms, 
that,  ufing  the  faline  and  bark  mixtures  as 
in  the  original  attack,  he  recovered  in  a 
fhort  time,  although  not  quite  fo  fpeedily  as 
before.  The  fuccefsful  fudorific  effect  of 
the  Dover's  powder  in  this  patient's  cafe, 
when  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  could  not 
be  made  to  operate  at  all  as  a  fudorific,  af- 
fords another  ftrong  fact  in  proof  of  differ- 
ent fudorific  medicines  fuiting  different  con- 
ftitutions. 


CASE 
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CASE  XL 

Ann  Lees,  of  Stafford,  aged  twenty-five* 
an  out-patient,  moderately  relieved  of  the 
pains  of  an  acute  rheumatifm,  of  feveral 
days  continuance,  by  taking  a  fcruple  of 
Dover's  powder  at  bed-time,  which  operated 
gently  as  a  fudorific. 

CASE   XIIA  * 

Sarah  Hawkins,  of  Stafford,  aged  thir- 
teen, an  out-patient,  moderately  relieved  of 
the  pains  of  an  acute  rheumatifm,  of  a 
month's  continuance,  by  taking  a  fcruple 
of  the  Dover's  Powder  at  bed-time,  which 
proved  copioufly  fudorific. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

In  the  cafe  of  Ann  Lees,  two  nights  after 
the  Dover's  powder  had  been  adminiftered, 
half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum 
was  given,  but  was  not  attended  with  either 
operation  or  relief. 

The 
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The  Dover's  powder,  therefore,  being 
found  much  more  fuitable  to  this  pa- 
tient's conftitution,  both  from  it's  operative 
and  curative  effects,  was  ordered  to  be  re- 
peated :  and  had  me  returned  to  the  infir- 
mary, and  made  another  report  of  the  pro- 
grefs  of  her  cafe,  it  is  highly  probable  we 
mould  have  heard  of  the  cure's  having  been 
accomplimed  in  the  courfe  of  a  few  days. 

The  cafe  of  Sarah  Hawkins  was  Strongly 
marked  by  the  transition  and  recurrence  of 
pains,  and  turned  out  a  very  obflinate  one. 
The  patient,  it  is  true,  feemed  relieved,  both 
by  the  blood-letting  from  the  arm,  and  by 
repeated  dofes  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum * 
which  always  proved  fudorific  :  yet  the  pains 
were  fo  general,  and  their  Shifting  and  re- 
currence fo  frequent,  that  the  general  dif- 
eafe,   fo   considerably  reduced,    was  not 
wholly  fubdued  at  the  end  of  three  weeks. 
The  Dover's  powder  was  then  administered,, 
which  alfo  proved  completely  fudorific,  with 
jftill  further  obvious  relief,  and  the  difeafe 
gradually  vanished  in  the  courfe  of  another 
week. 


CASE 
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CASE  XIII. 

Mary  Horn,  of  Stafford,  aged  thirty,  an 
in-patient,  but  little  relieved  of  general 
pains  in  the  cafe  of  an  acute  rheumatifm,  by 
taking  half  a  dram  of  the  Dover's  powder 
In  the  evening,  after  the  ufe  of  the  pedilu- 
vium. 

The  powder  operated  copioufly  as  a  fu- 
dorific* 

CASE  XIV. 

Mary  Weaver,  of  Brockton,  aged  fifty- 
one,  an  out-patient,  but  little  relieved  of 
pains  in  an  acute  rheumatifm,  attended  with 
flight  feverifh  fymptoms,  of  eleven  days  con- 
tinuance, by  taking  a  fcruple  of  Dover's 
powder  at  bed-time,  which  proved  but  little 
fudorific: 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  Mary  Horn  was  ftrongly 
marked  by  tranfition,  recurrence,  and  exa- 
cerbation of  pains  in  general,  and  proved 

very 
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very  trouhlefome.  The  pains  were  lefs  re- 
lieved by  the  Dover's  powder  and  the  pedi- 
luvium,  confidering  their  fudorific  opera- 
tion, than  ufnal.  But  in  thfe  courfe  of  the 
fubfequent  fortnight,  whilft  in  the  infirmary, 
ihe  took  fix  fudorific  dofes  of  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum,  which  operated  exceedingly 
well,  with  more  obvious  relief  of  the  pains 
after  each  operation.  Never thelefs  the  re- 
covery of  the  patient  was  imperfect :  for  the 
tranfition  and  recurrence  of  the  pains  were 
fo  frequent,  after  the  flighteft  intervals,  that 
when  me  was  difmiffed  me  was  not  wholly 
free  from  them.  The  cafe  may  be  consi- 
dered therefore  as  another  in  (lance  of  the 
frequent  tranfition  and  recurrence  of  pains 
indicating  a  greater  degree  of  the  difeafe, 
and  a  more  difficult  cure. 

On  examining  the  reports  in  the  cafe  of 
Mary  Weaver,  it  appears,  that  fudorifics  in 
general  had  little  or  no  effect  on  her  confti- 
tution  :  and  therefore  we  ought  not  to  be 
furprifed,  that  (he  was  fo  little  relieved  by 
any  article  of  this  clafs  of  medicines.  See 

II  the 
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the  cafe  of  this  patient  treated  with  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum,  Sect.  II.  p.  71. 

CASE  XV. 

Ann  Craddock,  aged  twelve,  a  difpenfary 
patient,  not  relieved  of  an  acute  rheuma- 
tifm,  of  feven  days  continuance,  by  taking 
two  large  dofes  of  Dover's  powder,  which 
were  attended  with  no  operation. 

CASE  XVI. 

James  Prefton,  of  Bridgeford,  aged  fixty- 
feven,  an  out-patient,  not  relieved  of  an 
acute  rheumatifm,  of  fome  days  continuance, 
by  taking  a  fcruple  of  Dover's  powder,  twice 
in  four  days,  which  was  attended  with  no 
operation. 

CASE  XVII. 

William  Elfmere,  of  Great  Haywood, 
aged  twenty-one,  an  in-patient,  not  relieved 
of  an  acute  rheumatifm,  of  three  weeks 
continuance,  by  taking  one  fcruple  of  Do- 
ver's powder,  at  bed- time,  twice  in  twenty- 
four 
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four  hours,  although  it  operated  as  a  fudo 
rifle  both  times. 


OBSERVATIONS. 

In  the  cafe  of  Ann  Craddock,  a  fcruple 
of  Dover's  powder,  which  is  a  dofe  for  an 
adult,  was  given  at  bed-time,  with  the  fu- 
dorific  regimen  -y  but  it  had  neither  opera- 
tive nor  curative  effect.  Some  nights  after, 
fifteen  grains  of  the  powder  were  adminif- 
tered  in  the  fame  manner ;  and  not  prov- 
ing fudorific  in  the  ufual  time,  ten  grains 
more  were  given  the  fame  evening ;  but 
without  effect.  This  cafe,  therefore,  is  a 
fi.rik.ing  proof,  that  there  are  fome  confti- 
tutions  extremely  difficult  to  be  made  to 
fweat :  and  as  it  has  been  already  obferved, , 
that  the  curative  effects  of  fudorifics  ap- 
pear to  be  clofely  connected  with  the  ope- 
rative ones,  the  want  of  fuccefs  in  this  cafe 
feems  to  be  accounted  for. 

In  the  cafe  of  James  Prefton  we  find 
likewife,  that  the  Dover's  powder  produced 
neither  operation,  nor  curative  effect.  It 

H  2  therefore 
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therefore  ferves  to  corroborate  the  conclu- 
fion  from  the  former  example. 

The  acute  rheumatifm  of  WilliamElfmere, 
although  it's  violence  was  abated  when  he  was 
admitted,  proved  very  obftinate  and  lingering  : 
for  it  not  only  refifted  the  curative  influence 
of  the  Dover's  powder,  but  was  only  fome- 
what  relieved  by  the  tincture  of  guaiacum, 
blood-letting,  and  other  remedies,  although 
the  tindture  operated  both  as  a  fudorific  and  a 
laxative.  The  cafe  is  inferted,  therefore,  not 
only  as  an  inftance  of  the  inefficacy  of  the 
Dover's  powder,  but  alfo  as  a  proof,  that 
there  are  fome  cafes  fo  obftinate  as  to  refift 
the  influence  of  the  moft  eftablifhed  re- 
medies.

CASES  OF  ACUTE  RHEUMATISM,  IN 
WHICH  BLISTERING  -  PL AISTERS 
WERE  EMPLOYED,  WITH  OBSERVA- 
TIONS. 


CASE  I. 

JOHN  Urquhart,  a  foldier,  aged  twenty- 
nine,  an  in-patient,  was  afflicted  with  a 
fixed  pain  in  his  back,  in  a  cafe  of  an  acute 
rheumatifm  of  four  weeks  continuance, 
which  was  removed  by  the  application 
of  a  bliftering-plairter  to  the  part  affected, 
producing  a  copious  difcharge. 


CASE 
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CASE  II. 

Jane  Meefon,  of  Stafford,  aged  twenty- 
three,  was  affected  with  a  fixed  pain  in  the 
loins,  of  feven  days  continuance,  in  a  cafe 
of  acute  rheumatifm.  A  large  bliftering- 
plaifter,  applied  to  the  part  affected,  occa- 
fioned  a  copious  difcharge  of  ferum,  and  re- 
moved the  pain. 

.  OBSERVATIONS. 

The  acute  cafe  of  John  Urquhart  had 
exifled  for  three  weeks  when  he  was  ad- 
mitted into  the  houfe,  and  the  general  pains 
and  febrile  fymptoms  were  fpeedily  relieved 
by  the  ufe  of  blood-letting,  and  the  tinc- 
ture of  guaiacum  ;  but  the  pain  in  his  back, 
which  ftill  continued,  was  completely  re- 
moved by  the  fuccefsful  operation  of  the 
bliftering  plaifter. 

The  fixed  pain  of  the  loins,  in  the  cafe 
of  Jane  Meefon,  was  completely  removed 
by  the  fuccefsful  operation  of  the  veficatory. 
Both  this  and  the  preceding  cafe  are  pointed 
I  examples 
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examples  of  the  effects  of  bliftering-plaifters 
in  removing  local  pains,  even  when  deep 
feated. 

case  fir. 

Mary  Hill,  of  Bradley,  aged  thirty,  an 
out-patient,  much  relieved  of  a  deep  feated 
pain  in  the  loins,  of  twelve  days  duration, 
in  a  cafe  of  rheumatic  fever  of  the  fame 
continuance,  by  the  application  of  a  blifter- 
ing  plaifler  to  the  part  affected,  attended 
with  a  copious  difcharge  of  ferum, 

CASE  IV. 

John  Worfley,  of  Stafford,  aged  twenty- 
nine,  an  in-patient,  much  relieved  of  a 
pain  acrofs  his  loins,  in  a  cafe  of  acute  rheu- 
matifm,  attended  with  flight  feverifh  fymp- 
toms,  of  three  weeks  continuance,  by  the 
application  of  a  bli  fieri  ng-plaifter  to  the  part 
affected,  which  produced  a  copious  difcharge. 


CASE 
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CASE  V. 

Ann  Rofe,  aged  thirty-three,  an  out-, 
patient,  much  relieved  of  a  rheumatic  pain 
of  the  back,  of  three  weeks  minding,  in  a 
cafe  of  acute  rheumatiftn  of  the  fame  con- 
tinuance, by  the  application  of  a  bliflering- 
plaifter  to  the  part  affected,  which  occa- 
fioned  a  plentiful  difcharge  of  fenrm." 

CASE  VI, 

Edward  Hewit,  aged  twenty-two,  an  in- 
patient, much  relieved  of  a  conftant  pain  of 
his  thigh,  with  which  he  had  been  afflicted 
twenty-one  days,  in  a  cafe  of  acute  rheuma- 
tifm  of  the  fame  continuance,  by  the  appli- 
cation of  a  bliftering-plaifter  to  the  part 
affected,  producing  a  copious  difcharge. 

CASE  VII, 

James    Robinfon,   of    Shenton,  aged 
twenty,  an  in-patient,  much  relieved  cf  a 
pain  of  his  moulder,  of  five  weeks  conti- 
nuance. 
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nuance,  in  a  cafe  of  acute  rheumatifm  at- 
tended with  flight  feverifh  fymptoms,  by 
the  application  of  a  bliftering-plaifter  to  the 
parts  affedled,  by  which  a  copious  difchargc 
was  pioduced.

The  cafe  of  :.^Mary  Hill  proved  very  ob- 
ftinate  and  tedioSrs,  although'  it  at  laft  ter- 
minated in  a  cure.  The  fixed  pain  in  the 
loins,  which  had  refilled  the  influence  of 
the  titfcture  of  guaiacum  and  Dover's  pow- 
der, was  almofl  entirely  removed  the  day 
after  the  application  of  the  bliftering- 
plaifter,  and  in  a  few  days  more  it  wen,t  en- 
tirely off. 

In  the  cafe  of  John  Worfley,  the  general 
pains  and  feverifh  fymptoms  were  abated 
by  emetics,  and  the  tincture  of  guaia- 
cum :  but  the  pain  acrofs  his  back,  which 
ftill  continued,  was  decidedly  relieved  by 
{he  operation  of  the  bliftering-plaifter. 

The  cafe  of  Ann  Rofe  turned  out  both 
very  troublefome  and  tedious :  for,  before 

the 
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the  acute  rheumatifm  was  fubdued,  a  catar- 
rhal fever,  with  coftivenefs,  came  on,  and 
both  aggravated  and  protracted  the  former 
affection.  The  pain  of  the  back,  therefore, 
which  had  continued  for  feveral  weeks,  be- 
ing much  relieved  by  the  bliftering-plaifter, 
it's  operation  was  as  fuccefsful  as  could  rea- 
fonably  be  expected. 

The  pain  of  the  thigh,  in  the  cafe  of 
Edward  Hewit,  appeared  to  be  more  fixed 
than  ufual  in  an  acute  cafe :  and  therefore 
the  confiderable  relief  obtained  deferves  to 
be  noticed,  in  favour  of  the  ufe  of  blifter- 
ing  in  the  acute  rheumatifm  attended  with 
local  pains,  when  they  are  more  trouble- 
fome  than  ordinary. 

The  pain  of  the  moulder,  in  the  acute 
rheumatic  cafe  of  James  Robinfon,  had  been 
better  and  worfe  for  fix  weeks  before  he 
was  admitted  into  the  houfe :  and  therefore, 
confidering  it's  long  continuance,  the  relief 
obtained  from  the  operation  of  the  bliftering 
plaifter  was  very  fatisfaclory. 


CASE 
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CASE  VIII. 

John  Bolt,  a  foldier,  aged  twenty-three, 
an  in-patient,  moderately  relieved  of  a  rheu- 
matic pain  of  his  head,  of  five  days  conti- 
nuance, in  a  cafe  of  acute  rheumatifm  of 
the  fame  landing,  by  the  application  of  a 
bliftering-plaifter  between  the  moulders, 
which  produced  a  moderate  difcharge. 

CASE  IX. 

Eleanor  Rowley,  of  Stafford,  aged  fifty, 
an  out-patient,  but  little  relieved  of  a  pain 
of  the  hip,  of  a  fortnight's  continuance,  in 
a  cafe  of  acute  rheumatifm  attended  with 
flight  feverifti  fymptoms,  by  the  applica- 
tion of  a  bliftering-plaifter,  producing  a 
tolerable  difcharge. 

CASE  X. 

Ellen  Dabb,  of  Whitgrave,  aged  twenty- 
three,  an  in-patient,  but  little  relieved  of  a 
rheumatic  pain  of  her  knee,  which  had  af- 
flicted 
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Aided  her  for  feveral  weekf,  in  a  cafe  of 
acute  rheumatifm  of  the  fame  continuance, 
by  the  application  of  a  bliftering-plaifter  to 
the  part  affected  three  times  in  twenty-five 
days,  which  occafioned  a  copious  difcharge. 

CASE  XI. 

Elizabeth  Hanley,  of  Wefton,  aged 
eighteen,  an  in-patient,  not  relieved  of  a 
pain  of  the  wrift,  of  fourteen  days  conti- 
nuance, in  a  cafe  of  acute  rheumatifm  of 
five  weeks  Handing,  by  the  application  of  a 
bliflering-plaifter,  producing  a  copious  dif- 
charge of  ferum. 

OBSERVATIONS, 

The  cafe  of  John  Bolt  was  distinctly 
marked,  and  the  relief  of  the  pain  of  the 
head  was  correfpondent  with  the  operation. 
This  patient  took  one  half  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum,  which  had  no  ope- 
ration, and  produced  no  relief,  as  is  generally 
the  cafe  when  it  does  not  prove  fudorific. 

In  the  acute  cafe  of  Eleanor  Rowley,  the 
pain  of  the  hip,  which  had  continued  only  a 

fortnight,

fortnight,  being  but  little  relieved  by  the 
application  of  the  bliftering-plaifter,  which 
was  attended  with  a  large  difcharge,  was 
fomewhat  extraordinary;  becaufe  pains  of 
the  hips  of  the  chronic  kind,  and  even  of 
long  (landing,  are  frequently  much  relieved 
by  the  fame  means  :  but  fuch  exceptions 
will  occur  in  practice. 

The  cafe  of  Ellen  Dabb  proved  very  ob- 
ftinate  and  tedious,  and  refitted  the  influence 
of  a  variety  of  medicines.  It  was  lefs  to 
be  wondered,  therefore,  that  the  bliftering- 
plaifters  likewife  did  not  afford  their  ufual 
relief. 

The  cafe  of  Elizabeth  Hanley  proved 
very  tedious,  and,  like  many  others  of  that 
fort,  was  attended  with  a  tranfition  and  ex- 
acerbation of  pains.    It  is  inferted  as  an 
exception  to  the  wonted  good  effects  of 
bliftering-plaifters  in  relieving  local  pains ; 
efpecially  as  the  fame  pain  was  fomewhat  re- 
lieved, about  a  week  before,  by  the  applica- 
tion of  leeches.

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SECTION  V. 


CASES  OF  CHRONIC  RHEUMATISM,  IN 
WHICH  BLOOD-LETTING  WAS  EM- 
PLOYED,  WITH  OBSERVATIONS. 


CASE  I. 

ANN  Baker,  aged  eighteen,  an  out-pa- 
tient, affected  with  a  rheumatic  pain  of  the 
left  wrift,  of  a  week's  continuance,  cured 
chiefly  by  one  operation  with  the  lancet. 

CASE  II. 

Hannah  Dince,  of  Birmingham,  aged 
twenty-two,  an  in-patient,  much  relieved 
of  rheumatic  pains  of  the  arms,  feet,  and 
legs,  of  three  months  continuance,  the  fe- 

quel 
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quel  of  a  rheumatic  fever,  by  three  opera- 
tions with  the  lancet. 


CASE  III. 

Sarah  Smith,  of  Haywood,  aged  forty- 
two,  an  out-patient,  moderately  relieved  of 
rheumatic  pains  of  the  limbs,  of  three 
months  continuance,  by  lofing  eight  ounces 
of  blood  from  the  arm. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  rheumatic  pain,  in  the  cafe  of  Ann 
Baker,  was  evidently  much  relieved  by  the 
blood-letting  j  and  as  no  other  remedy  was 
ufed,  except  two  dofes  of  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum,  which  produced  no  fudorific  ope- 
ration, and  the  pain  went  entirely  off  irt 
about  forty-eight  hours  after  the  employ- 
ment of  the  lancet ;  it  may  reafonably  be 
concluded,  that  the  complaint  was  cured 
chiefly  by  that  operation. 

The  good  effecls  of  blood-letting  in  the 
cafe  of  Hannah  Dince  were  obvious,  and 
therefore  it  may  ferve  as  an  example  in  fa- 
vour 
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vour  of  phlebotomy  in  certain  chronic  cafes* 
Yet  my  experience  warrants  me  much  more 
to  recommend  caution  than  freedom,  with 
regard  to  the  ufe  of  the  lancet  in  chronic 
rheumatifms:  for  it  will  in  general  be  found, 
that  the  trifling  and  tranfient  advantage  ob- 
tained by  blood-letting  will  feldom  counter- 
balance it's  debilitating  effects,  efpeciallyin 
weak  and  delicate  constitutions. 

The  cafe  of  Sarah  Smith  was  very  dif- 
tincViy  marked,  me  having  been  feized  with 
rheumatic  pains  two  years  before,  and  hav- 
ing been  free  from  them  about  two  months 
only,  at  the  time  of  this  Jaft  attack.  The 
moderate  relief  from  blood-letting  was 
largely  affifted  by  fudorific  and  evacuant 
medicines,  and  me  was  difmilTed  cured  in 
about  three  weeks  time. 


CASE  IV. 

AnnThompfon,  of  Afliby,  aged  feven- 
teen,  an  in-patient.  She  was  afflicted  with 
rheumatic  pains  of  her  limbs,  better  and 
worfe,  for  eighteen  months,  which  were 


but  little  relieved  by  an  operation  with  the 
lancet. 

CASE  V. 

James  Newton,  of  Sandon,  aged  twenty- 
two,  an  in-patient,  was  afflicted  with  chro- 
nic rheumatic  pains  of  the  fingers,  arms, 
moulders,  fide,  and  hip,  of  two  months 
continuance,  the  fequel  of  a  rheumatic  fe- 
ver, which  were  but  little  relieved  by  two 
operations  with  the  lancet.

Seth  Stanton,  of  Stafford,  aged  forty- 
one,  an  out-patient,  but  little  relieved  of  a 
rheumatic  pain  of  the  left  knee  and  leg,  of  a 
week's  continuance,  by  lofing  eight  ounces 
of  blood  from  the  arm. 

CASE  VII. 

Elizabeth  Bifby,  of  Stafford,  an  adult, 

an  out-patient,  not  relieved  of  rheumatic 

pains  of  the  breaft,  fcapula,  and  fhoulder, 

of  a  month's  continuance,  by  lofing  eight 

ounces  of  blood  from  the  arm.

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CASE  VIII. 

William  Am,  of  Bridgeford,  aged  forty- 
feven,  an  out-patient,  not  relieved  of  a  re- 
lapfe  of  a  violent  rheumatic  pain  acrofs  his 
loins,  of  three  days  continuance,  by  lofing 
nine  ounces  of  blood  from  the  arm. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  Ann  Thompfon  is  an  ex- 
ample of  the  trifling  relief,  which  is  too 
frequently  obtained  by  blood-letting  in, 
chronic  rheumatifm  :  for  this  cafe,  though 
of  long  continuance,  was  cured  in  the  courfe 
of  fome  weeks,  principally  by  the  ufe  of 
the  warm  bath. — See  the  cafe  of  this  patient 
as  an  example  of  the  good  effects  of  warm 
bathing.    Seel.  VIII. 

The  cafe  of  James  Newton  was  a  ftrongly 
marked  chronic  rheumatifm,  and  was  com- 
pletely cured  in  three  weeks  by  the  fudorific 
operations  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum, 
the  warm  bath,  and  Dover's  powder.  And 

there- 
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therefore,  as  the  firft  operation  with  the 
lancet  gave  the  patient  but  very  little  relief, 
and  the  fecond  fcarcely  any,  it  affords  ano- 
ther proof  of  the  little  efficacy  of  blood- 
letting in  the  treatment  of  chronic  rheu- 
matifm. 

The  pains  of  Seth  Stanton,  brought  on 
by  the  warning  of  fheep,  and  the  cafe  quite 
recent,  was  but  little  relieved  by  blood-let- 
ting i  and  as  a  proof  the  difeafe  did  not 
prove  obftinate,  I  mutt  obferve,  it  was 
fpeedily  removed  by  two  fudoriric  operations 
from  the  tincture  of  guaiacum. 

The  cafes  of  Elizabeth  Bifby  and  Wil- 
liam Am  are  examples  of  the  inefficacy  of 
blood-letting  in  two  cafes  of  chronic  rheu- 
matifm  of  no  long  continuance.

CASE  I. 

Lumbago,  of  a  Fortnight's  Continuance , 
cured  in  a  Week,  by  four  Dofes  of  the 
cIinc~lure  of  Guaiacum. 

AUG.  4,  1780.  Aden  Afh,  or  Am- 
ton,  of  Wefton,  aged  twenty-nine,  an  out- 
patient, was  feized  a  fortnight  ago  with  a 
deep  feated  pain  in  the  loins,  which  within 
this  week  paft  extended  to  his  right  hip, 
and  the  parts  affected  are  extremely  painful 
on  motion.  The  functions  are  natural,  and 
he  knows  no  caufe  for  his  complaint. 

Ordered 
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Ordered  to  take  three  drams  of  the  tinc- 
ture of  guaiacum  every  other  night,  for 
three  times. 

Auguft  9.  The  tincture  caufed  him  to 
fweat  four  or  five  hours  each  time,  with  ob- 
vious relief  after  every  operation,  and  the 
pin  ar  now  ve  ry  trifling. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  medicine  to-mor- 
row evening, 

Auguft  1 1 .  The  tincture  operated  as  be- 
fore, and  removed  the  remainder  of  his 
pains,  fo  that  he  is  now  quite  well. 

CASE  II. 

Rheumatic  Fains  cured  in  a  Week,  by  four 
Dofes  of  the  Tinffure  of  Guaiacum. 

Elizabeth  Tell,  of  Hopton,  aged  forty- 
two,  an  out-patient.  She  complains  of 
pains  in  feveral  parts  of  her  body,  which 
have  been  troublefome  for  feveral  days  paft, 
but  are  worfl  in  the  night,  efpecially  when 
turning  herfelf  in  bed.  The  functions  are 
natural. 

I  3  Ordered 
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Ordered  to  take  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum  this  evening,  and  the 
evening  after  to-morrow. 

October  c.  The  tincture"  proved  copi- 
oufly  fudorific  each  night,  and  gently  laxa- 
tive the  mornings  following,  wkh  much 
relief  of  the  pains,  although  they  are  flill 
troublefome. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  medicine  every 
other  night,  for  three  times. 

October  ii.  The  tincture  operated  much 
the  fame  as  before,  and  with  fo  much  fuc- 
cefs,  that  the  pains  were  totally  removed  be- 
fore fhe  took  the  lafl  dofe, 

CASE  III. 

Rheumatic  P  dins,  of  three  Weeks  Continuance, 
cured  in  Jeven  Days,  by  the  Tincture  of 
Guaiacum* 

March  1 6th,  178 1.  William  Hodges, 
of  'Colton,  age  nineteen,  an  in-patient.  He 
is  affected  with  rheumatic  pains  of  three 

eks  continuance,  extending  from  his  hand 
up  to  his  arm,  both  of  which  are  fomewhat 
5  fwelled. 
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fvvelled,  painful  on  motion,  and  fore  to  the 
touch. 

Ordered  to  take  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum  this  evening,  and  to 
repeat  it  on  the  evening  of  the  eighteenth. 

March  19.  Both  dofes  proved  fudoriflc, 
and  gently  laxative,  and  the  rheumatic  pains 
are  materially  abated. 

Ordered  to  take  a  dram  of  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum  twice  a  day,  for  four  days. 

March  23.    The  tincture  proved  gently- 
laxative,  and  the  pains  are  now  totally  va- 
nifhed. 

CASE  IV. 

Rheumatic  Pains,  of  many  Weeks  Continu- 
ance,  cured  in  five  Days,  by  the  Tindiure 
of  Guaiacum, 

June  6,  1783.  Jofeph  Plant,  of  the 
parifh  of  Stone,  aged  thirty-three,  an  in- 
patient. He  complains  of  pains  in  his 
arms,  knees,  and  feet,  which  have  continu- 
ed for  many  weeks,  but  have  grown  fenfibly 
worfe  for  thefe  laft  feven  days.    The  parts 

I  4  affected 
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affected  are  very  painful  on  motion,  and  fore 
to  the  touch.  He  took  half  a  dram  of  Do- 
ver's powder  about  a  week  ago,  which  caufeii 
him  to  fweat  freely,  with  fome  relief  of  the 
pains  for  a  few  days.  His  (tools  are  regu- 
lar, and  appetite  good,  but  he  fleeps  ill  from 
pain. 

Ordered  to  take  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum  for  three  nights  to- 
gether. 

June  9th.  The  tincture  proved  copi- 
oufly  fudorific  each  night,  and  procured  one 
or  two  eafy  ftools  each  morning  following, 
with  fo  much  relief  from  each  operation, 
that  the  pains  are  nearly  gone. 

Ordered  to  take  a  dram  of  the  tincture 
twice  a  day,  for  four  days. 

June  13.  The  medicine  proved  gently 
laxative,  and  the  remainder  of  the  pains 
entirely  vanifhed  on  the  eleventh  inftant. 

OBSERVATION  S. 

In  the  cafe  of  Aden  Afhton,  the  operative 
effects  of  the  tincture  were  very  confpicuous, 

and 
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and  it's  curative  ones  were  both  fpeedy  and 
decifive. 

In  the  cafe  of  Elizabeth  Tell  the  tincture 
was  progreffively  fuccefsful,  and  the  cure 
we  find  was  completed  in  a  week. 

The  curative  effects  of  the  two  operative 
dofes  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  in  the 
cafe  of  William  Hodges,  taken  in  the  firft 
three  days,  had  nearly  removed  the  pains, 
before  he  began  with  the  fmaller  dofes, 
which  he  took  for  a  few  days,  during  which 
they  totally  vanifhed. 

The  firft  three  dofes  of  the  tincture  in  the 
cafe  of  Jofeph  Plant  operated  as  a  fudorific, 
with  fo  much  fuccefs  in  relieving  the  pains, 
that  the  cure  may  juftly  be  attributed  to 
them,  independent  of  the  fubfequent  fmaller 
dofes  of  the  fame  medicine,  which  ope- 
rated only  as  a  laxative. 

CASE  V. 

John  Harper,  of  Houghton,  aged  four- 
teen, an  out-patient,  cured  of  rheumatic 
pains  of  the  ancles,  knees,  and  right  thigh, 

of 
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of  a  month's  continuance,  by  taking  three 
drams  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  every 
other  night,  for  three  times :  which  ope- 
rated copioully  as  a  fudorific. 

CASE  WL 

John  Jackfon,  of  Bromley,  aged  fixty- 
feven,  an  in-patient,  cured  of  a  rheumatic 
pain  of  his  right  foot,  of  four  months  con- 
tinuance, by  taking  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum,  every  other  night,  for 
a  fortnight.  It  proved  gently  laxative,  and 
copioufly  fudorific. 

CASE  VII. 

Ann  Crow,  aged  fifteen,  an  out-patient, 
cured  of  rheumatic  pains  of  the  fide  and 
hip,  of  a  fortnight's  continuance,  by  taking 
three  drams  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum, 
two  nights  together ;  which  operated  as  a 
fudorific. 


O  B  S  E  R- 
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OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  John  Harper  is  a  pointed 
example  in  favour  of  the  tincture  of  guaia- 
cum;  the  chronic  rheumatic  pains  of  a 
month's  continuance  being  totally  removed 
by  three  dofes  of  the  medicine. 

The  antirheumatic  effects  of  the  tincture 
in  the  cafe  of  John  Jackfon  were  extremely 
confpicuous  ;  for  the  operation  of  each  dofe 
was  marked  by  a  progreffive  amendment, 
although  the  pain  had  been  both  confider- 
able  and  conftant  for  the  fpace  of  four 
months. 

The  cafe  of  Ann  Crow,  of  a  fortnight's 
continuance,  and  cured  in  two  days,  is  like- 
wife  a  very  pointed  example  in  favour  of  the 
fame  medicine.

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CASE  VIII. 

Rheumatic  Pains,  of  three  Weeks  Continu- 
ance, cured,  chiefly  by  the  'Tincture  of 
Guaiacum,  in  ten  Days. 

March  16,  1781.  John  Anderfon,  of 
Houghton,  aged  twenty,  an  in-patient. 
He  complains  of  confiderable  pains  of  one 
hand  and  thigh,  of  three  weeks  continu- 
ance ;  and  fays  they  were  brought  on  by 
catching  cold.  The  parts  affected  are  painful 
on  motion,  and  fore  to  the  touch,  The 
functions  are  natural,  except  that  he  is  cof- 
tive. 

Ordered  to  lofe  eight  ounces  of  blood 
immediately  from  the  arm,  and  to  take  half 
an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  in  the 
evening. 

March  18.  He  was  bled,  and  the  tinc- 
ture proved  copioufly  fudorific  for  feveral 
hours,  and  procured  a  ftool  the  next  morn- 
ing. He  found  himfelf  very  much  relieved 
the  next  day. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  tincture  in  the  even- 

ing-  March 
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March  21.    The  medicine  operated  the 
fame,  and  with  ftill  further  relief  of  the 
pains. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  tincture  in  the 
evening. 

March  24.  The  operation  of  the  medi- 
cine the  fame,  and  with  obvious  further  re- 
lief of  the  pains,  which  are  now  nearly  va- 
nifhed. 

Ordered  to  take  a  dram  of  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum  twice  a  day,  for  two  or  three 
days. 

March  26.  The  tincture  agreed ;  and 
the  pains,  continuing  to  diminifh,  are  now 
entirely  gone. 

CASE  IX. 

Rheumatic  Pains  of  the  Legs  and  K?ieest  of 
a  Month's  Duration,  cured  chiejly  by  jive 
Dofes  of  the  Tincture  of  Guaiacum. 

Ann  Cotton,  of  Wootton,  aged  four- 
teen, an  in-patient.    About  a  month  ago 
me  was  feized  with  pains  of  her  knees  and 
legs,  which  are  flill  very  painful  on  mo- 
tion, 
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tion,  and  fore  to  the  touch.  She  has  never 
menftruated  ;  me  fleeps  well ;  her  appetite 
is  good,  and  her  body  not  coftive. 

Ordered  to  take  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum  this  evening,  and  the 
evening  after  to-morrow. 

May  8.  The  tincture  operated  freely  as  a 
fudorific,  and  the  rheumatic  pains  of  both, 
knees  and  legs  were  relieved  by  each  dofe. 
.  Ordered  to  take  two  ounces  of  the  infu- 
iion  of  feneka,  prepared  in  the  proportion  of 
half  an  ounce  of  the  root  to  a  pint  of  water, 
twice  a  day. 

May  15.  The  infufion  excited  fome  de- 
gree of  naufea  and  perfpiration,  with  each 
dofe ;  proved  very  diuretic ;  and  procured 
one  ftool  extraordinary  every  day.  The 
pains  of  the  legs  and  knees  have  gradually 
abated  during  it's  adminiftration. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  tincture  of  guaia- 
cum every  other  night. 

May  21.  She  has  taken  the  tincture 
three  times,  which  caufed  her  to  fweat  copi- 
oufly,  and  procured  one  itool  extraordinary 
with  each  dofe.    The  pains  are  entirely  re- 

v  moved, 
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moved,  except  fome  little  remaining  in  the 
left  knee. 

Ordered  a  bliftering-plaifter  to  be  applied 
to  the  arTected  knee. 

May  25.  The  blifter  difcharged  freely, 
and  quite  removed  the  pain  of  the  knee. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

In  the  cafe  of  John  Anderfon,  as  the 
blood-letting  could  contribute  only  it's  mare 
of  relief  in  affi trance  to  the  tincture  the  firft 
two  days,  the  chief  part  of  the  cure  may 
undoubtedly  be  attributed  to  the  continuance 
of  the  ufe  of  the  latter  medicine. 

The  cafe  of  Ann  Cotton  was  a  ftrongly 
marked  rheumatifm,  and  would  in  all  pro- 
bability have  continued  for  many  weeks, 
had  it  been  left  to  nature.  The  feneka  is  a 
medicine  feldom  ufed  in  rheumatic  cafes  : 
yet,  as  it's  operative  effects  were  evident, 
and  as  {he  grew  better  under  it's  exhibition, 
it  is  but  reafonable  to  conclude,  that  the 
more  active  operations  of  the  tindure  were 
affifted  by  it  in  removing  the  difeafe.  The, 

blifter. 
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Wittering- plaifter  alfo  contributed  fome- 
what  towards  the  cure,  by  completely  re- 
moving the  pain  of  the  knee.

Sarah  Cooper,  of  Connoch,  aged  feven- 
teen,  an  in-patient,  affedted  with  general 
rheumatic  pains,  cf  three  weeks  continu- 
ance, cured  chiefly  by  taking  half  an  ounce 
of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  four  times  in 
ten  days.  The  medicine  proved  copioully 
fudorific,  and  gently  laxative. 

CASE  XI. 

John  Caven,  of  Stone,  aged  thirty-four, 
an  in-patient,  affe&ed  with  rheumatic  pains, 
of  three  weeks  continuance,  cured  chiefly 
by  taking  half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum  three  times  in  five  days ;  which 
operated  copioully  as  a  fudorific,  and  gently 
as  a  laxative. 


CASE 
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CASE  XII. 

Ann  Haywood,  of  the  parifh  of  Bafwichj, 
aged  twenty-one,  an  out-patient,  afflicted 
with  rheumatic  pains  of  the  knees  and 
moulders,  of  five  weeks  continuance,  cured 
chiefly  by  taking  four  dofes  of  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum,  containing  half  an  ounce  each, 
in  the  fpace  of  ten  days  -}  which  proved  co- 
pioufly  fudoriflc,  and  gently  laxative. 

CASE  XIII. 

Sarah  Parton,  aged  eighteen,  an  in-pa- 
tient, afflicted  with  rheumatic  pains  of  two 
months  continuance,  cured  chiefly  by  three 
dofes  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  contain- 
ing half  an  ounce  each.  It  operated  as  a 
fudorific. 

OBSERVATIONS* 

In  the  cafe  of  Sarah  Cooper  the  good  ef- 
fects of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  were  very 
confpicuous :  for,  although  the  cafe  was 

K  obviouflv 
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obvioufly  relieved  in  the  week  preceding  bv 
an  operation  with  the  lancet,  and  two  of 
the  ufual  dofes  of  the  tincture,,  affifted  by 
the  previous  ufe  of  the  warm  bath  each 
time ;  yet  the  three  dofes  of  the  tincture 
adminiftered  in  the  following  week  without 
the  warm  bath  proved  equally  fudorific,  and 
gently  laxative,  with  fuch  progreffive  relief, 
that  the  pains  were  all  removed  by  them, 
except  fome  trifling  pains  in  the  ancles.  It 
deferves  to  be  noticed,  that,  after  taking  the 
three  dofes  as  already  mentioned,  lhe  took  a 
dram  of  the  tincture  twice  a  day,  for  four 
days,  without  any  further  apparent  relief : 
but,  immediately  after  taking  another  half 
ounce  dofe  of  the  tincture,  which  operated 
as  a  fudorific,  the  relicts  of  the  pains  in 
her  ancles  were  entirely  removed  by  it.  This 
affords  a  clear  proof  how  much  the  cura- 
tive effects  of  the  medicine  are  connected 
with  the  operative  ones. 

In  the  cafe  of  John  Caven,  the  rheuma- 
tic pains  affected  feveral  parts  of  his  body, 
but  were  molt  troublefome  in  his  knees  and 
ancles  y  and  the  curative  effects  of  the  tinc- 
ture 
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tare  were  very  finking ;  for  he  was  much 
relieved  by  each  dofe,  and  the  third  totally 
removed  the  pains.  It  deferves  alfo  to  be 
noticed,  that  in  about  a  week  after  he  was 
feized  with  rheumatic  pains  in  his  wrifts, 
and  the  medicine  being  repeated  for  two 
evenings,  it  operated  as  freely  as  before,  and 
with  equal  fuccefs  ;  for  the  pains  were  to- 
tally removed  by  the  two  dofes. 

The  cafe  of  Ann  Haywood  might  be 
confidered  as  the  fequel  of  a  rheumatic  fe- 
ver :  for  fhe  had  been  an  in-patient  and  dif- 
mifTed  from  the  infirmary  about  feven  weeks 
before  her  admiffion  as  an  out-patient ;  and 
had  not  been  at  home  above  a  week  before 
fhe  was  feized  again  with  rheumatic  pains, 
but  without  the  feverifh  fymptoms,  which 
had  attended  her  during  the  former  attack. 
She  took  two  dofes  of  the  Dover's  powder 
as  an  out-patient,  without  either  operation 
or  relief ;  but  had  fome  little  relief  from  the 
operation  of  a  dofe  of  antimonial  wine,  and 
a  cathartic  draught  j  on  which  account  fhe 
is  only  faid  to  be  cured  chiefly  by  the  tinc- 
ture.

The  cafe  of  Sarah  Parton  was  cured  by 
evacuants,  and  as  the  pains  were  almoft  en~ 
tirely  removed  by  the  operative  effects  of  the 
three  dofes  of  the  tincture. of  guaiacum, 
during  which  no  other  remedies  were  admi- 
niftered,  it  may  therefore  ju%  be  faid  to 
be. cured  chiefly  by  that  medicine. 

CASE  XIV. 

Rheumatic  Pains,  of fix  Weeks  Continuance, 
much  7-elieved  by  nine  Dofes  of  the  Tinc- 
ture of  Guaiacum. 

FEB.  2,  1785.  Mary  Lees,  of  Hough- 
ton, aged  feventeen,  an  out-patient.  She 
complains  of  rheumatic  pains  of  one  knee, 
leg,  and  foot,  and  both  ancles,  which  are 
much  increafed  by  walking,  and  the  leg  is 
fomewhat  fwollen,  but  not  cedematous.  The 
pains  have  continued  for  fix  weeks;  and 
the  patient  believes  they  were  brought  on 
by  an  ague,  which  has  but  lately  left  her. 
The  menftrual  periods  and  other  functions 
are  natural. 

Ordered 
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Ordered  to  take  a  pill  with  five  grains  of 
calomel  going  to  bed,  and  two  ounces  of 
the  cathartic  mixture  in  the  morning ;  and 
then  to  take  half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum  at  bed- time,  twice  in  forty- eight 
hours. 

February  9.  The  pill  and  purging  mix- 
ture procured  five  or  fix  loofe  ilools  the 
next  day,  but  without  obvious  relief;  except 
lbme  little  abatement  of  the  fwelling  of  the 
leg ;  and  the  pain  of  the  knee  became 
rather  worfe.  The  tincture  proved  copi- 
oufly  fudorific  each  time,  with  evident  re- 
lief of  all  her  pains,  although  the  afflicted 
knee  is  ftill  painfully  troublefome. 

Ordered  to  apply  a  large  bliftering-plaif- 
ter  to  the  pained  knee  at  bed-time,  and  to 
repeat  the  two  dofes  of  the  tincture  as  be- 
fore. 

February  1?.  The  blifter  difcharged 
well,  and  quite  removed,  the  pain  of  the 
knee  ;  but  is  attended  with  an  inflammation 
of  the  integuments.  The  tincture  operated 
the  fame  as  before,  with  fome  further  re- 
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lief  of  the  remaining  pain,  and  the  fwelling 
of  the  leg  is  much  abated. 

Ordered  to  take  an  ounce  and  a  half  of 
the  cathartic  mixture  every  other  morning 
for  three  times. 

February  19.  The  cathartic  mixture  gave 
two  or  three  ftools  each  time ;  the  cutane- 
ous inflammation  of  the  knee,  and  the  fwel- 
ling pf  the  leg,  are  quite  gone ;  and  me 
has  had  no  pain  in  the  joint  fince  the  ap- 
plication of  the  bliftering-plaifter. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  two  dofes  of  the 
tincture,  in  the  fame  manner  as  before. 

February  26.  The  operation  of  the  tinc- 
ture was  the  fame,  with  fome  little  further 
relief  of  the  pains  from  each  dofe. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  tincture  every  other 
night,  for  three  times. 

March  5.  The  tincture  proved  as  ufual 
copioufly  fudorific,  and  the  pains  were  al- 
ways fomewhat  eafier  the  next  morning 
but  they  are  now  nearly  flationary,  although 
very  trifling;  the  knee  continuing  quite 
well,  and  the  left  ancle  only  being  ftill  a 
little  troublefome, 

Ordered 
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Ordered  to  apply  a  dram  of  the  turpen- 
tine embrocation  *  to  the  affected  ancle 
every  night,  for  a  week. 

March  12.  The  pain  of  the  ancle  has 
been  much  abated  by  the  regular  ufe.  of  the 
embrocation. 

CASE  XV. 

Hannah  Dince,  of  Birmingham,  aged 
twenty-two,  an  in-patient,  much  relieved 
of  rheumatic  pains  of  the  hands,  feet,  and 
legs,  of  three  months  continuance,  by  tak- 
ing ten  dofes  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum, 
containing  half  an  ounce  each,  in  twenty- 
two  days.  The  medicine  proved  copioufly 
fudorific,  and  gently  laxative. 

CASE  XVI. 

William  Tottie,  of  Wolverhampton,  aged 
forty-five,  an  in-patient,  much  relieved  of 
rheumatic  pains  of  his  arms,  back,  thighs, 
and  legs,  of  a  month's  continuance,  by 
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taking  half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guai- 
acum  for  three  nights  in  the  courfe  of  eight 
days.  The  medicine  operated  freely  as  a 
fudorific, 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  effects  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum 
were  fully  tried  in  the  cafe  of  Mary  Lees  3 
for,  although  the  operative  and  curative 
effects  of  the  medicine  were  confpicuous  at 
every  dole,  yet  the  pains  were  never  totally 
removed  by  it.  The  effects  of  the  blifter- 
ing-plaifter  were  much  more  decifive  in  re- 
moving the  pain  of  the  knee ;  and  when 
the  pain  of  the  left  ancle  had  apparently 
become  Stationary,  it  was  materially  relieved 
by  the  embrocation. 

It  muff  however  be  acknowledged,  that 
though  the  relief  obtained  was  considerable, 
it  was  incomplete ;  and  upon  the  whole  it 
proved  a  Very  obftinate  chronic  cafe  j  of 
which  fort  it  is  inferted  as  an  example. 

The  chronic  rheumatifm  of  Hannah 
Pince  was  the  fequel  of  a  very  acute  rheu- 
matic fever,  which  confined  her  to  her  bed 

for 
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for  three  weeks,  notwithftanding  me  had 
ufed  many  medicines.  The  chronic  rheu- 
matifm  had  continued  to  diftrefs  her  for 
three  months,  before  me  was  admitted  into 
the  Stafford  infirmary,  at  which  time  her 
reft  was  much  impaired  from  the  conftancy 
of  the  pains. 

She  was  bled  three  times,  as  has  been  al- 
ready obferved  in  the  preceding  Section, 
with  material  relief  of  her  pains  for  the 
time. 

A  bliftering-plaifter  alfo  was  applied  to 
her  moulder,  which  procured  a  copious 
difcharge,  and  much  abatement  of  the  pain 
of  that  part.  Eut  the  chief  benefit  obtained 
was  by  the  ten  dofes  of  the  tincture  of  guai- 
acum,  which  were  generally  adminiftered 
every  other  night,  and  proved  copioufly  fu- 
dorific,  and  gently  laxative. 

The  relief  from  the  iatter,  though  flow, 
was  always  progreffive,  and  was  at  laft  com- 
plete. This  cafe  affords  a  ftrpng  example 
in  favour  of  perfeverance,  when  medicines 
are  attended  with  the  ufual  operative  effects, 
although  the  difeafe  be  of  long  continuance.

The  curative  effects  of  the  tincture  in  the 
cafe  of  William  Tottie  were  very  confpicu- 
ous  after  each  operation  :  for  the  p  ais, 
which  had  continued  for  a  month,  and  had 
confiderably  prevented  his  reft,  were  materi- 
ally relieved  by  the  firft  two  dofes  of  the 
medicine,  and  almoft  entirely  removed  by 
the  third. 

CASE  XVII. 

Ann  Barnard,  of  Grofal,  aged  twenty- 
one,  an  in-patient,  much  relieved  of  a  lum- 
bago, of  a  month's  continuance,  by  tak- 
ing half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guai- 
acum  two  evenings  in  the  courfe  of  five 
days  j  which  operated  as  a  laxative,  and 
copioufly  as  a  fudorific. 

CASE  XVIII. 

Thomas  Corfield,  aged  twenty-two,  an 
out-patient,  much  relieved  of  rheumatic 
pains  of  the  moulder  and  back,  of  five  days 
continuance,  by  taking  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum,  for  two  nights  toge- 
2  ther ; 
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ther;  which  proved  gently  laxative,  and 
confiderably  fudorific. 

CASE  XIX. 

Francis  Perkins,  of  Hopton,  aged  fifty, 
an  out-patient,  much  relieved  of  a  lumbago, 
of  twenty-four  days  continuance,  by  taking 
half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum, 
for  three  nights  together.  The  medicine 
operated  freely  as  a  fudorific  and  a  laxative. 

CASE  XX. 

Mary  Fallows,  of  Stafford,  aged  thirty,  an 
out-patient,  much  relieved  of  a  rheumatic 
pain  of  the  back,  of  two  days  continuance, 
by  taking  half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum  at  bed-time  ;  which  proved  con-^ 
fiderably  fudorific,  and  gently  laxative. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  lumbago  of  Ann  Barnard  was 
brought  on  by  expofure  to  cold.  She  was 
bled  between  the  two  fudorific  operations, 
but  the  lofs  of  blood  feemed  only  to  relieve 

a  re^ 
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a  recent  pain  of  her  head.  She  like  wife 
took  a  dram  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum, 
twice  a  day,  for  five  days  ;  which  proved 
laxative,  but  had  no  other  effect :  whereas 
the  relief  of  the  lumbago,  both  during  and 
immediately  fubfequent  to  each  of  the  fu- 
dorific  operations  of  the  tincture,  was  point- 
edly fuccefsful. 

The  cafe  of  Thomas  Corfield  was  as  much 
relieved  by  two  doles  of  the  medicine  as 
could  reafonably  be  expected  :  and  as  he 
was  ordered  to  continue  it's  ufe,  had  he  re- 
turned to  make  another  report,  in  all  pro- 
bability we  mould  have  heard  of  his  being 
quite  cured ;  but  it  is  well  known,  that 
fuch  neglects  of  attendance  are  not  un- 
frequent  in  hofpital  practice. 
.'  The  lumbago  is  a  very  common  difeafc 
with  labouring  farmers,  from  their  frequent 
expofure  to  cold  and  hardihips.  That  of 
Francis  Perkins  was  brought  on  by  catch- 
ing cold  from  warning  flieep,  and  the  relief 
obtained  in  three  days  from  the  ufe  or  the 
tincture  was  unequivocal.  It  is  highly 
probable,  that,  as  the  medicine  was  ordered 

to 
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to  be  repeated,  we  fhould  have  heard  of  his 
been  quite  recovered,  had  he  made  another 
report. 

The  cafe  of  Mary  Fallows  is  evidently  in 
favour  of  the  tindure :  for  the  rheumatic 
pain  extended  from  her  neck  down  to  her 
loins,  and  was  furprilingly  relieved  by  the 
operation  of  one  dofe  of  the  medicine. 

CASE  XXI. 

Daniel  Stoddart,  of  Leek,  aged  nineteen, 
.an  in-patient,  moderately  relieved  of  a  fcia- 
tica  of  five  months  continuance,  by  takino- 
fix  dofes  of  the  tindure  of  guaiacum  in  fix- 
teen  days  ;  which  operated  as  a  gentle  laxa- 
tive, and  copious  fudorific. 

CASE  XXII. 

Ann  Vandrill,  of  Afhley,  aged  feventeen, 
an  in-patient,  moderately  relieved  in  fix  days 
of  rheumatic  pains  of  the  hip,  thigh,  and 
leg,  of  five  weeks  continuance,  by  taking 
three  dofes  of  the  tindure  of  guaiacum  ; 
'  which  proved  laxative,  and  copioufly  fu- 
dorific. 

CASE 
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CASE  XXIII. 

Thomas  Johnfon,  of  Brereton,  aged  fifty, 
an  in-patient,  moderately  relieved  of  a  fcia- 
tica,  of  four  months  continuance,  by  taking 
half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum, 
three  times  in  fourteen  days  ;  which  ope- 
rated as  a  fudorific, 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  Daniel  Stoddart  proved  very 
obftinates  for  a  large  bliflering-plaifter'had 
been  applied  to  the  hip,  and  produced  a  copi- 
ous difcharge,  but  without  any  relief;  and  two 
dofes  of  Dover's  powder  had  only  procured 
a  little  temporary  eafe  during  it's  fudorific 
operation.  The  curative  effects  therefore  of 
the  tincture,  although  partial,  deferve  atten- 
tion. 

The  cafe  of  Ann  Vandrill  was  as  much 
relieved,  considering  it's  duration,  as  could 
reafonably  be  expected,  by  only  three  dofes 
of  the  tincture. 

In  the  cafe  of  Thomas  Johnfon,  we  find 
the  tincture  was  but  moderately  fudorific ; 

and 
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and  he  was  relieved  in  proportion  to  it's 
operation.  It  was  likewife  obfervable,  that, 
although  the  fciatica  had  exifted  for  five 
months,  it  was  afterwards  cured  in  the 
courfe  of  a  fortnight,  by  a  dofe  of  the  Do- 
ver's powder,  which  operated  copioufly  as 
a  fudorific,  and  the  application  of  a  large 
bliftering-plaifter.  This  is  another  proof 
of  different  fudorifics  fuiting  different  con- 
ftitutions. 

CASE  XXIV. 

John  Leonard,  of  Kenkwood  Forge, 
aged  fixty-four,  a  difpenfary  patient,  but 
little  relieved  of  rheumatic  pains,  of  five 
months  continuance,  by  taking  three  dofes  of 
the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  containing  half  an 
ounce  each,  and  one  containing  fix  drams  ^ 
which  proved  but  moderately  fudorific. 

CASE  XXV. 

Walter  Harding,  of  the  parifh  of  Baf- 

wich,  aged  fixty,  an  in-patient,  but  little 
relieved  of  a  lumbago,  of  twelve  months 

con- 
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continuance,  by  taking  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum,  twice  in  three  days  j 
which  operated  but  little  as  a  fudorific. 

,   CASE  XXVI. 

Ann  Birdrnore,  of  Stafford,  aged  fifty- 
eight,  an  out-patient,  but  little  relieved  of 
a  lumbago  and  fciatica,  of  eight  months 
continuance,  by  taking  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum,  three  times  in  fix 
days ;  which  operated  as  a  purgative,  and 
but  very  little  as  a  fudorific. 

CASE  XXVII. 

James  Thompfon,  of  Stafford,  aged  forty, 
an  in-patient,  but  ,  little  relieved  of  rheu- 
matic pains  of  his  left  hip,  thigh,  and  knee, 
of  a  fortnight's  continuance,  by  taking  half 
an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  for 
two  nights  together  5  which  operated  chiefly 
as  a  purgative,  and  but  very  little  as  a  fudo- 
rific.

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  John  Leonard  was  obftinate, 
from  the  nature  of  his  bufinefs,  which  was 
that  of  a  forge-man  to  an  iron  work ;  by 
which  employment  he  was  much  expofed 
to  the  extremes  of  heat  and  cold.  This 
confideration,  added  to  his  age  and  a  confli- 
tutional  indifpofition  to  the  fudorinc  opera- 
tion, renders  it  not  much  to  be  wondered 
at",  that  he  was  not  more  relieved  by  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum. 

The  lumbago  of  William  Harding  was 
but  little  relieved  by  the  two  dofes  of  the 
tincture  ;  yet  it  was  in  proportion  to  it's  fu- 
doriflc  operation.  Much  relief,  however, 
was  obtained  immediately  afterwards,  by  the 
application  of  a  large  bliftering^-plaifter. 

The  rheumatic  pains  of  Ann  Birdmore 
were  deeply  feated,  and  of  long  continuance  : 
and  when  it  is  confidered,  that  the  tincture 
operated  chiefly  as  a  purgative,  and  that  it's 
curative  influence  is  principally  connected 
with  it's  fudorific  operation,  the  little  relief 

L  obtained 
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obtained  by  this  patient  was  as  much  as 
could  reafonably  be  expected. 

In  the  cafe  of  James  Thompfon,  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum  failed  of  procuring 
any  material  relief ;  as  it  has  done  in  many 
other  cafes,  where  it  has  not  operated  as  a 
fudorific.  That  the  failure  in  this  cafe  did 
not  arife  from  the  obftinacy  of  the  difeafe 
was  evident :  for  the  patient  was  cured  foon 
after  by  the  fudorific  effects  of  the  warm 
bath,  and  the  application  of  a  bliftering- 
plaifter  to  the  knee. 

CASE  XXVIII. 

John  Clay,  of  Rugeley,  aged  fifty-nine, 
an  out-patient,  not  relieved  of  iheumatic 
pains  of  the  hips  and  knees,  of  three  weeks 
continuance,  by  three  dofes  of  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum  ;  which  operated  as  a  laxa- 
tive. 

CASE  XXIX. 

Henry  Holland,  of  Stoke,  aged  fourteen, 
an  in-patient,  not  relieved  of  a  fciatica  of 

three 
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three  months  continuance,  by  two  dofes  of 
the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  containing  three 
drams  each ;  which  operated  freely  as  a  fu- 
dorific. 

CASE  XXX. 

William  Ramfell,  of  Bilfton,  aged  thirty- 
two,  an  in-patient,  not  relieved  of  a  lum- 
bago, of  fourteen  months  continuance,  by 
taking  half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guai- 
acum, for  two  nights  together;  which 
operated  freely  as  a  fudorific. 

CASE  XXXI, 

Elizabeth  Salt,  of  the  pariih  of  Salt, 
aged  fixteen,  an  in-patient,  not  relieved  of  a 
fciatica^  of  fifteen  months  continuance,  by 
taking  half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum  four  times  in  eighteen  days ; 
which  operated  as  a  fudorific  and  a  laxative. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

In  the  cafe  of  John  Clay  the  tincture 
operated  only  as  a  laxative,  and  without  re- 
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lief;  which  is  generally  the  cafe  when  it 
does  not  operate  as  a  fudorific. 

The  cafe  of  Henry  Holland  had  been  much 
relieved  by  three  warm  baths,  which  proved 
copioufly  fudorific,  previous  to  the  adminif- 
tration  of  the  tincture ;  which  alfo  proved 
freely  fudorific,  yet  afforded  no  relief :  a 
circumftance  not  eafily  to  be  accounted  for. 
It  is  therefore  candidly  inferted,  as  a  fact 
which  proves  an  exception  to  the  general 
rule,  that  fudorifics  afford  relief  in  propor- 
tion to  their  operation. 

In  the  cafe  of  William  Ramfell,  we  find, 
although  the  two  dofes  of  the  medicine 
operated  freely  as  fudorifics,  yet  the  pain, 
being  deeply  feated  and  of  a  long  continu- 
ance, was  not  relieved:  a  circumftance 
which  will  frequently  occur  in  confirmed 
cafes  of  fciarica  and  lumbago.  This  cafe 
was  however  much  relieved  afterwards,  by 
the  application  of  a  large  bliftering-plaifter. 

The  cafe  of  Elizabeth  Salt  was  of  long 
continuance,  and  turned  out  extremely  ob- 
ftinate  :  for  not  only  the  tincture  of  guaia- 
cum  failed,  but  a  warm  bath,  and  a  large 

blifter-

bliftering-plaifter  applied  to  the  part  affect- 
ed, had  no  better  effect ;  and  (he  was  at  la  ft 
difmMfed  not  relieved.  Such  is  the  invete- 
racy of  Tome  cafes.

CASES  OF  CHRONIC  RHEUMATISM, 
TREATED  WITH  THE  DOVER'S  FOW- 
DER,   WITH  OBSERVATIONS. 


CASE  I. 

Rheumatic  Pains  of  three  Weeks  Continu- 
a7ice,  cured  in  ten  Days,  by  four  Do/es  of 
Dover's  J?owder. 

November  i,  178 r.  James  Wildy,  of 
Lichfield,  a  wood  fawyer,  aged  fifty-four, 
a  difpenfary  patient.  He  complains  of  both 
his  arms  having  been  very  painful  on  mo- 
tion, and  fore  to  the  touch,  for  the  laft 
three  weeks,  and  fays  the  pains  are  fo  bad  in 
the  night  time,  as  to  deprive  him  of  his 
natural  reft.  He  has  alfo  a  pain  at  his 
I  ftomach, 
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ftomach,  attended  with  coftivenefs.  For 
feveral  winters  pair,  he  has  been  fubject  to 
rheumatic  pains. 

Ordered  to  take  a  fcruple  of  the  Dover's 
powder  in  the  evening,  and  two  purging 
pills,  containing  eight  grains  of  the  colo- 
quintida  pill  with  aloes,  and  two  grains  of 
calomel,  the  following  night,  and  two  more 
the  next  morning. 

November  5.  The  powder  caufed  him  to 
fweat  freely  for  feveral  hours,  and  with  much 
relief  of  the  rheumatic  pains.  The  pills 
procured  three  copious  ftools,  and  removed 
the  pain  from  his  ftomach. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  Dover's  powder 
every  other  night,  for  three  times. 

November  15.  The  powder  operated  as 
freely  as  before,  entirely  removed  his  rheu- 
matic pains,  and  he  now  makes  no  com- 
plaint.

A  Lumbago,  attended  with  Rheumatic  fains 
of  the  Limbs,  of  three  Weeks  Continuance, 
cured  chiefly  by  three  Dofes  of  Dover's 
Powder. 

November  iy,  1784.  Hannah  Ward,  of 
Wefton,  aged  thirty-fix,  an  in-patient.  She 
complains  of  a  pain  acrofs  her  loins,  fo  bad 
that  fhe  is  almoft  bent  double;  alfo  of  pains 
in  her  left  hip,  thigh,  and  knee.  She  fays 
Ihe  is  hearty  in  other  refpefts ;  and  that 
fhe  was  expofed  to  cold  three  weeks  ago, 
which  brought  on  her  prefent  complaints. 

Ordered  to  take  three  drams  of  the  tinc- 
ture of  guaiacum  at  bed-time. 

November  19.  The  tincture  caufed  her 
to  fweat  copioufly  in  the  night  for  five  hours, 
with  much  relief  of  all  her  pains.  It  like- 
wife  procured  five  loofe  ftools  in  the  morn- 
ing- 
Ordered  to  repeat  the  tincture  in  the 

evening. 

No- 
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November  21.  The  tindure  caufed  her 
to  fweat  freely  as  before;  but  operating 
downwards  in  the  night  time,  me  caught 
eold,  which  made  her  pains  again  increafe. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  medicine  at  bed- 
time. 

November  24.  The  medicines  proved 
both  fudorific  and  laxative  3  the  pains  are 
again  obvioully  relieved ;  and  me  can  walk 
better  than  me  did,  but  has  ftill  confider- 
able  pains  in  her  back,  hip,  thigh,  and 
knee. 

Ordered  to  take  fifteen  grains  of  the  Do- 
ver's powder,  with  the  fudorific  regimen, 
every  night. 

November  27.  The  powder  caufed  her 
to  fweat  gently  all  night,  for  three  fuccef- 
five  nights,  and.  with  fo  much  progreffive 
relief,  from  each  operation,  that  me  is  at 
prefent  entirely  free  from  pain. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  James  Wildy  was  a  ftrongly 
marked  chronic  rheumatifm,  and  was  fuc- 

cefsfully 
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cefsfully  removed  in  a  fhort  time  by  the 
Dover's  powder. 

The  cafe  cf  Hannah  Ward  is  a  very 
good  one  for  exemplifying  the  comparative 
merits  of  different  remedies  in  different 
cafes.  It  was  a  genuine  lumbago,  attended 
with  other  rheumatic  pains,  brought  on  by 
expofure  to  cold  three  weeks  before;  and 
would  in  all  probability  have  been  quite 
cured,  or  nearly  fo,  by  the  three  dofes  of 
the  tincture  of  guaiacum ;  had  it  not  been 
for  the  exacerbation  of  the  pains,  occa- 
fioned  by  her  catching  cold  from  the  lax- 
ative effects  of  the  fecond  dofe  of  the  medi- 
cine during  the  night.  In  confequence 
therefore  of  the  very  moveable  ftate  of  the 
bowels,  for  fhe  took  only  three  drams  in- 
ftead  of  four,  the  common  dofe  of  the  tinc- 
ture, the  Dover's  powder  was  ftrongly  indi- 
cated as  a  fedative  fudorific.  It  accordingly 
had  the  m oft  deferable  effects;  fork's  fudorific 
operation  for  three  nights,  not  being  inter- 
rupted by  any  difturbance  of  the  inteftines 
downwards,  the  rheumatic  pains,  though  fo 

con- 
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confiderable,  vanifhed  with  the  operation  of 
the  third  dofe. 


CASE  III. 

John  Eaton,  of  Stafford,  aged  thirty,  an 
in-patient,  affected  with  rheumatic  pains 
of  fome  days  continuance,  cured  chiefly  by 
four  dofes  of  the  Dover's  powder,  contain--- 
ing  a  fcruple  each,  which  operated  freely  as 
a  fudorific, 

CASE  IV, 

Frances  Perring,  of  Ecclefhall,  aged 
thirty-fix,  an  out-patient,  affected  with 
rheumatic  pains  in  one  fhoulder  and  elbow, 
of  nine  weeks  continuance,  much  relieved 
by  two  dofes  of  Dover's  powder,  con- 
taining half  a  dram  each,  and  one  dofe  of 
two  fcruples,  adminiftered  in  the  courfe  of 
feven  days,  which  operated  freely  each  time 
as  a  fudorific. 


CASE 
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CASE  V. 

Mary  Trigger,  of  Church  Eaton,  aged 
twenty,  an  in-patient,  moderately  relieved 
of  rheumatic  pains  of  fix  months  continu- 
ance, by  a  fcruple  of  Dover's  powder,  ad- 
miniftered  twice  in  the  fpace  of  three  weeks. 
It  operated  copioufly  as  a  fudorific, 

CASE  VI. 

Mary  Miller,  of  Newcaftle  under  Line, 
aged  thirty-feven,  an  in-patient,  moderately 
relieved  of  rheumatic  pains  in  the  back  and 
limbs  of  fixteen  months  continuance,  by 
taking  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  grains  of 
the  Dover's  powder,  fix  times  in  thirteen 
days,  which  operated  copioufly  as  a  fu- 
dorific. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

John  Eaton  was  admitted  into  the  in- 
firmary as  an  in-patient,  but  a  little  while 
before,  for  an  acute  rheumatifm,  was  then 
cured  chiefly  by  the  Dover's  powder,  and 

was 
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was  difmifled  at  the  end  of  the  fecond  week. 
In  about  ten  days  after  his  difmiffion,  his 
rheumatic  pains  returned,  but  without  fe- 
verim  fymptoms.  On  his  re-admiffion,  the 
Dover's  powder  being  again  administered, 
the  pains  immediately  began  to  abate ;  and 
it  being  repeated  for  two  or  three  times, 
they  totally  vanifhed. 

This  patient's  complaints  therefore  afford 
not  only  a  pointed  example  of  an  acute  rheu- 
matifm  proving  a  ftrong  predifpofing  caufe 
to  a  chronic  one,  but  alfo  of  the  efficacy  of 
the  Dover's  powder  in  the  treatment  of 

both  the  acute  and  chronic  rheumatifm.  

See  the  obfervations  upon  thispatient's  cafe, 
as  an  example  of  the  effects  of  the  Dover's 
powder  in  the  treatment  of  the  acute  rheu- 
matifm, Sect.

In  the  cafe  of  Frances  Perring  the  com- 
mon dofe  of  a  fcruple  of  the  Dover's  pow- 
ders was  taken  twice  in  three  days,  without 
any  operation  ;  then  the  larger  dofes  of  half 
a  dram  and  two  fcruples  were  taken,  as  al- 
ready mentioned,  and  proved  copiouily  fu- 
doriflc  ;  and  it  is  fomewhat  extraordinary, 

that 
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that  neither  the  head  nor  the  ftomach  was 
difagreeably  affected  by  it. 

The  rheumatic  pains  were  the  confe- 
quence  of  a  rheumatic  fever,  and  had  be-* 
come  fixed  for  the  fpace  of  nine  weeks,  but 
were  much  relieved  in  the  fpace  of  feven 
days  by  the  three  fudo  rifle  operations.  The 
cafe  certainly  affords  a  good  example  of  the 
efficacy  of  the  Dover's  powder. 

From  the  obftinacy  and  tedioufnefs  of  the 
cafe  of  Mary  Trigger,  and  the  little  benefit 
Ihe  received  from  fudorifics  in  general,  the 
partial  relief  obtained  by  the  Dover's  pow- 
der was  as  much  as  might  be  expected.— 
See  the  full  cafe  of  this  patient  as  an  exam- 
ple of  the  good  effects  of  bliftering,  Sec- 
tion IX. 

Confidering  the  long  continuance  of  the" 
rheumatic  pains  of  Mary  Miller,  her  cafe 
was  as  much  relieved  as  could  reafonably  be 
expected;  efpecially  as  the  tincture  of  guai- 
cum,  and  a  large  bliftering-plaifter,  had  been 
previoufly  employed  without  procuring  any 
relief.

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CASE  VII. 

John  Brafnal,  aged  thirty,  an  in-patients 
but  little  relieved  of  rheumatic  pains  of  five 
months  continuance,  by  taking  from  a 
fcruple  to  twenty-five  grains  of  Dover's 
powder,  five  times  in  fourteen  days;  The 
medicine  operated  freely  as  a  fudorific. 

CASE  VIII. 

Samuel  Lear,  of  Stafford,  aged  fixty,  an 
in-patient,  but  little  relieved  of  a  fciatica, 
of  fifteen  weeks  continuance,  by  taking  a 
fcruple  of  Dover's  powder  twice  in  forty- 
eight  hours.  It  operated  freely  as  a  fudo^ 
rific. 

CASE  IX. 

William  Thomfon,  of  Forton,  aged 
twelve,  an  in-patient,  but  little  relieved  of 
fciatic  pains,  of  twelve  months  continuance, 
by  two  dofes  of  Dover's  powder,  containing 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  grains  each  ;  which 
proved  very  fiightly  fudorific.

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  John  Brafnal  was  brought  on 
•  by  expofure  to  cold,  was  of  long  continu- 
ance, and  proved  a  very  obflinate  one;  foc.;< 
it  was  but  little  relieved  by  the  repeated 
dofes  of  Dover's  powder,  although  the 
medicine  operated  freely  as  a  fudorific; 
and  four  dofes  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum, 
previoufly  admin iftered,  had  produced  little 
or  no  operation,  and  had  afforded  no  relief. 

In  the  cafe  of  Samuel  Lear  the  Dover's 
powder  procured  fome  relief  of  the  pains : 
but  as  it  was  found  to  weaken  him  in  pro-^ 
portion  to  it's  operation,  it  was  given  up,  as 
the  warm  bath  had  been,  for  the  fame  rea- 
fon,  a  little  before.  See  the  cafe  of  this 
patient,  as  an  example  of  the  effects  of  warm 
bathing,  Seel:.  VIII. 

Both  the  operative  and  curative  effects  of 
the  Dover's  powder,  in  the  cafe  of  William 
Thomfon,  proved  inconfiderable,  and  were 
much  infeiiour  to  the  effects  of  the  warm 
bath.  The  latter  was  attended  with  a  co- 
pious difcharge  of  fweat,  which  may  ac- 
count 
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count  for  it's  affording  fo  much  greater  re* 
lief. 

CASE  X. 

Ann  Thompfon,  of  Aftiley,  aged  feven- 
teen,  an  in-patient,  not  relieved  of  rheu- 
matic pains  of  the  arms,  moulders,  back, 
and  legs,  of  eighteen  months  continuance, 
by  taking  a  fcruple  of  the  Dover's  powder 
twice  in  three  days ■>  which  operated  freely 
as  a  fudorific. 

CASE  XL 

Thomas  Alcock,  of  Hopton,  an  out- 
patient, aged  fifty-five,  not  relieved  of  rheu- 
matic pains,  of  four  weeks  continuance,  by 
taking  a  fcruple  of  the  Dover's  powder  twice 
in  three  days ;  which  was  attended  with  no 
operation. 

CASE  XII. 

Jofeph  Richards,  of  Penkridge,  aged 
fifty-fix,  an  in-patient,  not  relieved  of  a 
fciatica,  of  five  weeks  continuance,  by  tak- 
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ing  two  dofes  of  the  Dover's  powder,  con- 
taining a  fcruple  each  ;  which  were  attended 
With  no  operation. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

It  may  appear  fomewhat  extraordinary, 
that  the  rheumatic  pains  of  Ann  Thomp- 
fbn  were  not  relieved  by  the-  Dover's  pow- 
der, feeing  it  operated  freely  as  a  fudorific  : 
But  the  cafe  turned  out  a  very  obftinate  one, 
refifting  equally  the  curative  influence  of 
the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  and  other  anti- 
rheumatic remedies  ;  and  was  at  laft  effec- 
tually relieved  only  by  the  more  powerful 
fudorific  operations  of  the  warm  bath. 

The  two  cafes  of  Thomas  Alcock,  and 
jofeph  Richards,  laid  not  to  be  relieved, 
are  given  as  examples  of  the  Dover's  pow- 
der affording  no  relief,  when  not  attended 
with  any  operation.  And  it  is  obfervable  in 
the  hiftory  of  the  effects  of  this  medicine, 
that,  in  about  two-thirds  of  the  cafes, 
■which  were  net  relieved  by  it's  exhibition, 
it  was  not  attended  with  any  operation.

CASE  I. 

A  Sciatica j  of  twelve  Months  Continuaiice^ 
cured  in  eleven  Days,  chiefly  by  two  Vapour 
Baths. 

AUG.  26,  1785.  William  Thomfon, 
of  Forton,  aged  twelve,  an  in-patient.  He 
complains  of  fixed  pains  in  his  right  hip 
and  thigh,  which  are  much  aggravated  on 
the  lead  motion,  particularly  on  his  fitting 

M  2  down 
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down  and  rifing  up  from  his  feat.  Hi> 
complaint  has  continued  for  twelve  months, 
and  was  brought  on  by  expofure  to  cold. 
The  functions  are  natural,  except  that  his 
reft  is  much  interrupted  by  the  pains. 

Ordered  to  take  three  drams  of  the  tinc- 
ture cf  guaiacum  at  bed-time,  and  to  repeat 
the  fame  the  night  after  to-morrow. 

Auguft  29.  Each  dofe  of  the  tincture 
eaufed  him  to  fweat  moderately  till  mid- 
night, and  procured  him  two  loofe  {tools* 
with  fome  obvious  relief  of  the  pains. 

Ordered  to  make  ufe  cf  a  vapour  bath 
this  evening,  and  to  take  fifteen  grains  of 
the  Dover's  powder  the  evening  after  to- 
morrow. 

September  2.  The  bath  caufed  him  to 
fweat  copioufly  till  two  o'clock,  with  fo 
much  fuccefs,  that  the  greater  part  of  his 
pains  were  removed  during  the  operation^ 
The  powder  alfo  proved  fudorinc,  but  much 
lefs  fo  than  the  bath,  and  with  proportionably 
lefs  relief  of  the  pains. 

Ordered  to  take  three  drams  of  the  tinc- 
ture of  guaiacum  at  bed-time,  and  to  re- 
peat 


peat  the  vapour  bath  the  evening  after  to- 
morrow. 

September  5.  The  tincture  proved  as 
laxative  as  before,  but  lefs  fudorific  j  and  pro- 
cured very  little  further  relief  of  the  pains. 
The  bath  caufed  him  to  fweat  nearly  as 
much  as  before,  and  all  his  pains  are  re- 
moved, except  a  trifling  pain  in  his  knee. 

Ordered  to  take  a  fcruple  of  the  Dover's 
powder  at  bed- time. 

September  9.  The  operation  of  the  pow- 
der was  juft  the  fame  as  before,  and  feemed 
to  remove  the  remainder  of  the  pain  in  his 
knee,  and  he  has  made  no  complaint  fince. 

CASE  II. 

Edward  Goodwin,  of  Rugeley,  aged  fix- 
teen,  an  in-patient,  afflicted  with  rheumatic 
pains,  of  fix  weeks  continuance,  cured  chiefly 
by  the  ufe  of  a  fingle  warm  bath  j  which 
operated  copioufly  as  a  fudorific. 

CASE  III, 

John  Shenton,  of  Checkley,  aged  thirty- 
five,  an  in-patient,  affected  with  a  lumbago, 
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of  three  months  continuance,  cured  chiefly 
by  two  vapour  baths  -?  which  operated  co*- 
pioully  as  fudorifics, 

OBSERVATIONS. 

When  we  confider  the  long  duration  of 
the  fciatica,  the  fuccefs  of  the  cure,  and  the 
very  partial  relief  obtained  by  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum  and  the  Dover's  powder,  it  muft 
be  acknowledged,  that  the  cafe  of  William 
Thomfon  affords  a  very  itriking  example  of 
fuccefs  from  the  curative  effects  of  warm 
bathing  ;  the  fuperiour  efficacy  of  which  in 
the  prefent  cafe  was  unequivocal,  becaufe 
the  very  fame  fudorific  regimen  was  em- 
ployed with  each  of  the  three  remedies. 

The  cafe  of  Edward  Goodwin  was  cured 
chiefly  by  a  warm  bath  :  for  there  was  no 
other  remedy  ufed,  except  an  operation  with 
the  lancet  once,  and  a  Angle  dofe  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum  ;  the  effects  of  which 
appeared  merely  auxiliary  to  the  more  power- 
ful operation  of  the  warm  bath. 

The; 
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The  cafe  of  John  Shenton,  being  a  con- 
firmed lumbago,  affords  a  ftrong  fadt  in  fa- 
vour of  warm  bathing:  efpecially  as  a  pie- 
vious  dofe  of  the  tindture  of  guaiaeum  had 
procured  very  little  reKef. 

CASE  rv. 

A  Sciatica,  of  twelve  Months  Continuance, 
much  relieved  by  jour  Warm  Baths ,  in  the 
Space  of  twelve  Days, 

September  15,  1786.  Henry  Durham, 
of  Pattinghan,  aged  fixty,  an  in-patient. 
He  complains  of  considerable  pains  in  his 
hips,  thigh?,  and  knees  ^  andisfo  bad,  that 
he  can  by  no  means  fet  a  foot  to  the  ground. 
The  pains  firft  came  on  about  twelve  months 
ago,  from  kneeling  on  the  wet  ground,  in 
the  exercife  of  his  bufinefs,  which  is  that 
of  a  mole  catcher:  and  have  beenincreaiinp- 
ever  fince.  The  functions  are  natural,  ex- 
cept a  want  of  fleep  from  the  conftancy  and 
violence  of  his  pains. 

Ordered  to  ufe  the  warm  bath  this  even- 
ing, and  the  evening  after  to-morrow. 

M  4  Sep- 
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September  18.  The  bath  proved  copi- 
oufly  fudorific,  each  time,  for  moft  of  the 
night,  with  much  relief  of  the  pains. 

Ordered  to  take  half  an  ounce  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum,  this  evening,  and 
the  evening  after  to-morrow. 

September  22.  He  took  the  tincture 
twice,  but  only  the  latter  dofe  proved  fu- 
dorific,  land  that  with  very  little  relief  of 
his  pains. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  bath  this  evening, 
and  alfo  on  the  evening  of  the  twenty-fifth  3 
and  to  apply  the  turpentine  embrocation  to 
the  parts  affected  on  the  intermediate  nights. 

September.  27.  The  firffc  bath  caufsd 
him  to  fwcat  freely,  and  the  fecond  vio- 
lently, with  much  relief  of  his  pains  ;  but 
he  complains  of  being  weakened  by  the  laft 
operation. 

The  embrocation  feemed  to  afford  feme 
little  relief  of  the  pains  on  each  applica-? 
tion.

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CASE  V. 

Ann  Thompfon,  of  Amley,  aged  feven- 
teen,  an  in-patient,  much  relieved  of  rheu- 
matic pains  of  the  arms,  moulders,  back, 
and  legs,  of  eighteen  months  continuance, 
by  three  vapour  baths,  and  three  warm 
baths ;  which  proved  copiouily  fudorific. 

CASE  VI. 

John  Turner,  of  Hedgford,  aged  fixty- 
two,  an  in-patient,  much  relieved  of  a  lum- 
bago, of  feven  months  continuance,  by  the 
ufe  of  a  warm  bath  five  times  in  nineteen 
days.  It  always  operated  copioufly  as  a  fu- 
dorific. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  relief  obtained  by  warm  bathing  in 
the  cafe  of  Henry  Durham  was  certainly 
not  inconfiderable,  when  we  reflect,  that 
the  fciatica  had  continued  for  fo  many 
months ;  and  if  the   patient  could  have 

born 
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born  the  fame  fudorific  operation  from  the 
bath,  without  being  weakened,  it  is  highly 
probable  he  might  have  been  ftill  further  re- 
lieved, if  not  entirely  cured.  For  I  have 
repeatedly  found  warm  bathing  one  of  the 
moft  powerful  and  efficacious  fudorifics,  with 
which  we  are  acquainted,  in  the  treatment 
of  the  chronic  rheumatifm,  provided  the 
patient  is  not  thereby  too  much  debilitated. 
But  it  muft  be  acknowledged,  that  the  fame 
operation,  from  either  the  tincture  of  guaia- 
cum  or  Dover's  powder,  does  not  feem  to 
debilitate  a  delicate  and  infirm  conftitution, 
in  the  fame  degree  as  warm  bathing. 

The  cafe  of  Ann  Thompfon  was  re- 
markably obftinatej  for  it  was  of  long  con- 
tinuance, and  had  ftrongly  refitted  the  in- 
fluence of  feveral  operations  with  the  lancet, 
the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  Dover's  pow- 
der, and  bliftering-plaifters,  during  their 
adminiftration  for  feven  weeks  together.  And 
therefore,  as  the  recovery  of  this  patient  was 
accomplished  chiefly  by  the  repeated  opera- 
tions of  the  vapour  and  warm  water  baths, 
it  affords  a  finking  example  of  the  fuperiority 

of 
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of  their  curative  effects  in  fame  very  ob- 
ftinate  chronic  cafes. 

The  lumbago  of  John  Turner  was  ilrongly 
marked,  and  was  very  much  relieved  by  the 
warm  bath.  It  muff  be  obferved,  however, 
that  the  patient  had  five  dofes  of  the  tinc- 
ture of  guaiacum,  adminiflered  partly  pre- 
ceding, and  partly  within  the  period  of  the 
ufe  of  the  baths ;  but  both  the  operative 
and  curative  effects  of  the  tincture  were 
much  inferiour  to  thofe  of  the  baths. 

CASE  VII. 

Henry  Holland,  of  Stoke,  aged  fourteen, 
an  in-patient,  moderately  relieved  of  a  fcia- 
tica,  of  eleven  weeks  continuance,  by  the  ufe 
of  three  warm  baths ;  which  proved  copi- 
oufly  fudorific  each  time. 

CASE  VIII. 

Samuel  Lear,  of  Stafford,  aged  fixty,  an 
in-patient,  moderately  relieved  of  a  fciatica 
of  three  months  continuance,  by  the  ufe  of 
a  fingle  warm  bath ;  which  proved  copioufly 

ludoriric 
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fudorific  for   a  confiderable  part  of  the 
night. 

C  A  S  E  IX. 

William  Crefwell,  of  Brewocd,  aged 
fixty-one,  an  in-patient,  moderately  relieved 
of  rheumatic  pains,  of  fix  weeks  continuance, 
by  the  ufe  of  the  warm  bath  five  times  in 
fixteen  days,  which  always  operated  as  a 
powerful  fudorific. 

C  A  S  E  X. 

Ann  Sambrook,  of  Wolverhampton,  aged 
feventeen,  an  in-patient,  moderately  relieved 
of  rheumatic  pains  of  three  months  conti- 
nuance, by  the  ufe  of  the  warm  bath  twice 
in  three  days which  operated  as  a  powerful 
fudorific. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  Henry  Holland  was  very  dif~ 
tinclly  marked,  and  extremely  obftinate,  and 
the  pain  was  very  acute.    He  was  bled,  and 
had  a  Wittering  plaifter  applied,  but  was 
n  very 
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very  little  relieved  by  either,  though  the  latter 
produced  a  considerable  difcharge.  He  then 
took  three  drams  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum 
twice  in  three  days,  which  operated  as  a  fu- 
dorific both  times,  but  with  no  relief.  He  next 
made  ufe  of  the  warm  bath,  which  operated 
copiouilyas  a  fudorific,  and  procuredhim  very 
fenfible  relief.  This  affords  a  ftriking  proof 
of  the  efficacy  of  warm  bathing,  where  le- 
veral  of  the  moft  powerful  remedies  had 
been  administered  with  little  or  no  benefit. 

The  cafe  of  Samuel  Lear  was  a  ftrongly 
marked  fciatica,  or  deep-feated  rheumatic 
pain  in  the  hip  joint,  which  was  conftant 
for  three  months,  and  fo  acute,  as  greatly  to 
impair  his  reft.  He  took  a  dofe  of  half  an 
ounce  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  and  alfo  a 
fcruple  of  the  Dover's  powder,  each  twice,, 
and  had  alfo  a  warm  bath.  Each  of  the 
fudorific  remedies  afforded  fome  relief;  yet,  as 
they  feemed  to  debilitate  by  their  operations, 
especially  the  warm  bathing,  which  afforded 
the  moft  benefit ;  it  was  thought  moft  pru- 
dent to  defift  from  further  evacuations,  for 
fear  of  increafing  the  debility  too  much  at 

his 
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his  time  of  life  ;  and  therefore  he  was  dif- 
mifled  with  the  partial  relief  he  had  ob- 
tained. 

The  cafe  of  William  Crefwell  was  a  very 
obftinate  one :  for,  previous  to  the  ufe  of 
the  warm  bath,  he  was  bled,  and  took  fix 
dofes  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  ;  and  al- 
though the  latter  always  proved  fudorific, 
neither  procured  him  any  relief.  The  more 
powerful  operations  of  the  warm  bath, 
therefore,  being  productive  of  fenfible  relief, 
afford  a  clear  proof  of  the  efficacy  of  this 
remedy. 

The  cafe  of  Ann  Sambrook  was  mode- 
rately relieved  by  the  warm  bath.  She  like- 
wife  took  five  dofes  of  the  tincture  of  guai- 
acum, with  .  fimilar  operative  and  curative 
effects  ;  and  therefore,  if  this  patient  had  re- 
mained longer  in  the  infirmary,  I  mould 
have  repeated  the  tincture  of  guaiacum, 
rather  than  the  warm  bath,  on  account  of 
the  latter's  being  more  debilitating. 


CASE 
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CASE  XL 

Mary  Trigger,  of  Church  Eaton,  aged 
twenty,  an  in-patient,  but  little  relieved  of 
rheumatic  pains  of  the  moulder,  arm,  and 
knee,  of  fix  months  continuance,  by  the 
ufe  of  three  warm  baths  in  fix  days  ;  which 
operated  but  moderately  as  fudorifics. 

CASE  XII. 

Sarah  Cotton,  of  Ecclefhall,  aged  fifty, 
an  in-patient,  but  little  relieved  of  rheu- 
matic pains  of  the  left  hip,  thigh,  leg,  and 
ancle,  of  fix  weeks  continuance,  by  the 
ufe  of  the  warm  bath  three  times  in  fix 
days ;  which  operated  as  a  fudorific. 

CASE  XIII. 

Thomas  Price,  of  Pen  ford  parim,  aged  ' 
twenty,  an  in-patient,  not  relieved  of  rheu- 
matic pains  of  the  wrifts,  elbows,  knees, 
and  ancles,  of  three  weeks  continuance,  by 

the 
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the  ufe  of  the  warm  bath  twice ;  which 
proved  copioufly  fudorific  both  times. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  Mary  Trigger  was  a  long 
time  under  treatment,  and  proved  very  ob- 
ftinate.  It  is  not  at  all  to  be  wondered, 
therefore,  that,  as  the  warm  bath  did  not 
operate  kindly  as  a  fudorific,  it  fhould  not 
afford  it's  ufual  relief.  To  the  full  cafe  of 
this  patient,  in  Seel:.  IX.  as  an  example  of 
the  good  effects  of  blirtering,  reference  has 
already  been  made. 

The  cafe  of  Sarah  Cotton  proved  re- 
markably obftinate  :  for  it  refitted  not  only 
the  repeated  operations  of  the  warm  bath, 
but  likewife  blood. letting,  bliftering,  and 
the  tincture  of  guaiacum.  Now  as  the 
warm  bath  operated  only  in  a  moderate  de- 
gree, it  was  not  at  all  furprifing,  that  it 
afforded  no  more  relief. 

The  cafe  of  Thomas  Price  was  a  very  re- 
markable one  with  refpect  to  the  failure  of  the 
warm  bath  :  for  it  was  only  of  three  weeks 
continuance,  was  brought  on  by  expofure  to 

cold, 
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and  the  warm  bath  feemed  to  operate  fuffi- 
ciently  as  a  fudorific  to  have  afforded  it's  ufual 
relief.  Veriefection  was  equally  inefficacious 
with  the  warm  bath  :  after  which  five  doles 
of  the  tindture  of  guaiacum,  operating  as 
iiidorifics,  were  obvioufly  of  fervicej  but 
the  difeafe  was  cured  chiefly  by  two  dofes  of 
the  Dover's  powder,  which  proved  copi- 
oufly  fudorific,  and  feemed  to  fuit  this  pa- 
tient's constitution  better  than  any  other  mer 
4i.cin.e  that  had  been  employed,

A  Sciatica,  of  two  Months  Continuance, 
cured  by  the  Application  of  a  Bliftering- 
P/ai/ier. 

JULY  7,  T786.  Dorothy  Allen,  of 
Stafford,  aged  feventeen,  an  out-patient.  She 
is  afflicted  with  a  deep-feated  pain  in  the  left 
hip,  vertigo,  extreme  coftivenefs,  and  a  lo£> 
of  appetite.  The  fciatica  has  continued  for 
two  months ;  but  the  vertigo  and  other 
lymptoms  came  on  only  a  week  ago. 

Ordered 


Ordered  to  lofe  feven  or  eight  ounces  of 
blood  from  the  arm  immediately,  and  to 
take  two  ounces  of  the  cathartic  mixture  to- 
morrow morning. 

July  14.  The  venefection  relieved  the 
vertigo,  and  the  cathartic  mixture  removed 
the  coftivenefs  by  procuring  three  ffools ; 
but  the  appetite  is  ilill  very  indifferent,  and 
the  pain  in  the  hip  is  fomewhat  increafed. 

Ordered  to  apply  a  large  bliftering-plaif- 
ter  to  the  part  affe&ed  this  evening  ;  and  to 
take  five  grains  of  calomel  in  a  pill  at  bed- 
time, and  two  ounces  of  the  cathartic  mix- 
ture, with  two  fcruples  of  the  tincture  of 
jalap,  to-morrow  morning. 

July  17.  The  operation  of  the  plaifter 
was  attended  with  a  copious  difcharge,  and 
with  fo  much  relief  of  the  hip,  that  the 
pain  went  entirely  off  in  lefs  than  forty- 
eight  hours  after  it's  application.  The  pill 
occafioned  three  ftools  in  the  night,  and  the 
mixture  procured  two  more  the  next  day, 
with  great  relief  of  the  ftomach  and  bowels ; 
and  (he  now  makes  no  complaint  of  either 
the  rheumatifm  or  anorexia.

Jofeph  Hine,  of  Sandon,  aged  twenty- 
eight,  an  out-patient,  cured  of  a  rheumatic 
pain  of  his  moulder,  of  eight  days  conti- 
nuance, in  twenty-four  hours,  by  the  ap- 
plication of  a  bliftering-plaifter  to  the  part 
affected,  which  was  attended  with- a  copious, 
difcharge.

Mary  Wall,  of  Tixal,  aged  twenty-five,, 
an  in-patient,  cured  of  a  fciatica,  of  a 
month's  continuance,  by  the  application  of 
a  large  bliftering-plaifter  to  the  hip  j  which 
was  attended  with  a  copious  difcharge,  and 
the  moft  fpeedy  relief.

John  Jackfon,  of  Bromley,  aged  fixty- 
feven,  an  in-patient,  cured  of  a  rheumatic 
pain  of  his  moulder,  of  five  weeks  conti- 
nuance, by  the  application  of  a  bliftering-

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plaifter  to  the  part  affected,  by  which  a  co- 
pious difcharge  was  produced. 


CASE  V. 

February  n,  1785.  William  Pool,  of 
Afhley,  aged  twenty- five,  an  in-patient, 
cured  in  one  day  of  a  pleurodyne  rheuma- 
tica,  or  a  fixed  rheumatic  pain  in  the  fide, 
of  two  months  continuance,  by  the  appli- 
cation of  a  bliftering-plaifter  to  the  part 
affected,  which  was  attended  with  a  copious 
difcharge. 

CASE  VI. 

Jane  Allport,  of  Wefton,  aged  thirty, 
an  out-patient,  cured  of  a  fciatica,  accom- 
panied with  a  pain  (hooting  down  her  thigh, 
which  had  continued  better  and  worfe  for 
four  months,  by  the  application  of  a  large 
bliftering-plaifter  to  the  hip,  which  occa- 
fioned  a  copious  difcharge, 


OBSER- 
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OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  Dorothy  Allen  affords  a  very 
ftrik'ng  inftance  of  the  efficacy  of  blifter- 
ing  in  this  fpecies  of  chronic  rheuma- 
tifm :  for  although  the  blood-letting  re- 
moved the  vertigo,  it  made  no  impreffion  on 
the  fciatica,  which  never thelefs  was  entirely 
removed  in  lefs  than  forty-eight  hours  after 
the  application  of  the  bliftering-plaifter. 
The  anorexia,  which  was  accompanied 
with  an  uncommon  degree  of  coftivenefs, 
was  evidently  removed  in  a  fpeedy  manner 
by  the  opening  medicines. 

The  cafes  of  Jofeph  Hine,  Mary  Wall, 
John  Jackfon,  and  William  Pool,  of  A  Al- 
ley, were  all  very  ftriking  examples  of  the 
efficacy  of  bliftering  in  removing  fixed  rheu- 
matic pains  j  for  in  the  laft  three  cafes  they 
were  of  fome  continuance. 

The  fciatica,  or  deep  feated  pain  in  the 
hip,  of  Jane  Allport  was  of  four  months 
continuance,  and  was  a  ftrongly  marked 
cafej  -neverthelefs   the  relief  obtained  by 

blifl.ering 
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Wittering  was  not  only  fpeedy  but  com- 
plete. 

CASE  VII. 

'Rheumatic  Pains  of  the  Shoulder,  Arm,  ana1 
Knee,  of  fix  Months  Continuance,  cwed 
chiefly  by  Blijtering. 

March  9,  1787.  Mary  Trigger,  of 
Church  Eaton,  aged  twenty,  an  in-patient, 
complains  of  rheumatic  pains  of  the  right 
moulder  and  arm,  and  left  knee,  of  fix 
months  continuance,  which  are  much  in- 
creafed  within  the  laft  four  weeks,  and  the 
knee  is  fomewhat  fwelled.  Her  appetite 
is  tolerable,  and  ftools  regular.  She  fleeps 
ill  from  pain  and  had  lately  a  quotidian 
ague  for  ten  days,  the  lad:  6t  eleven  days 
ago. 

Ordered  to  lofe  fix  ounces  of  blood  from 
the  arm  immediately  ;  and  to  take  half  an 
ounce  of  the  tinclure  of  guaiacum  this  even- 
ing, and  the  evening  after  to-morrow. 

March  12.  She  was  bled,  and  the  pains 
were  rather  ealier  afterwards.    The  tinclure 

N  4  proved 


proved  freely  fudorific,  and  gave  two  ftools. 
with  each  dofe,  with  fome  relief  of  the  pains 
each  time.  She  has  had  a  pain  at  the  ftomach, 
with  a  want  of  appetite,  for  two  days  paft. 

Ordered  to  take  the  antimonial  ipecacu- 
anha powder  in  the  evening,  a  fcruple  of 
Dover's  powder  to-morrow  night,  to  ufe 
the  warm  bath  the  night  following,  and  to 
apply  the  turpentine  embrocation  to  the 
parts  affected  every  night, 

March  16.  The  emetic  operated  freely,, 
with  much  relief  of  the  pain  of  the  ffomach 
and  lofs  of  appetite.  The  Dover's  powder 
proved  copiouily  fudorific,  with  obvious  mi- 
tigation of  the  pains  in  general.  The  warm 
bath  alfo  operated  freely  as  a  fudorific,  and 
further  diminished  the  pains.  The  embro- 
cation likewife  always  afforded  fome  eafe  for 
a  mort  time.  The  pains,  however,  are  ftill 
troubleicme. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  warm  bath  every 
other  night,  and  to  continue  the  embro- 
cation. 

March  19.  She  ufed  the  warm  bath,  but 
it  did  not  operate  fo  freely  as  before,  and  was 

not 
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not  attended  with  any  further  relief.  The 
effects  of  the  embrocation  are  much  the 
fame,  the  benefit  being  only  tranfient.  The 
knee  is  become  more  painful,  and  fwelled  ; 
and  fince  yefterday  me  has  had  a  trouble- 
fome  pain  in  her  back,  attended  with  lofs  of 
appetite,  thirft,  rigour,  and  other  fymptoms 
threatening  a  return  of  the  ague. 

Ordered  to  take  half  a  grain  of  the  tar-, 
tarifed  antimony,  and  ten  grains  of  the  vi- 
triolated  kali,  every  hour,  until  they  ope- 
rate i  and  then  to  take  an  ounce  and  a  half 
of  the  faline  mixture  three  times  a  day,  and 
to  apply  a  large  bliftering-plaiftrr  to  the  af- 
fected knee  at  bed- time. 

March  23.  The  fecond  dofe  of  the  an- 
timonial  vomited  once,  and  brought  up 
much  phlegm,  with  relief  of  th?  ftomach, 
and  appetite.  The  bliftering- planter  occa- 
sioned a  copious  difcharge,  and  ealed  the 
pain  of  the  knee. 

She  complains  of  a  relapfe  of  her  ague, 
having  had  the  cold  and  hot  ftages  every  day 
fince  the  laft  report. 

Ordered 
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Ordered  to  take  nine  drops  of  the  mineral 
folution  *  three  times  a  day. 

March  29.  She  took  the  folution  regu- 
larly for  three  or  four  days,  and  then  miffed 
the  fits.  She  perceived  no  operation  from  the 
medicine,  except  that  her  body  was  gently 
opened ;  and  fhe  had  a  general  ram  appear 
within  the  laft  two  or  three  days,  fince 
which  fhe  has  taken  no  more  of  the  folu- 
tion. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  folution  for  three 
days. 

April  2.  The  folution  occarloned  two 
{tools  a  day,  with  a  flight  degree  of  naufea 
for  the  laft  two  days,  and  the  ague  keeps 
entirely  off.  The  former  rheumatic  pains 
are  ftill  troublefome,  efpecially  in  the  moul- 
der ;  but  the  knee  has  continued  better  hnce 
the  application  of  the  bliftering-plaifter. 

Ordered  to  take  one  fcruple  of  the  Do- 
ver's powder  going  to  bed,  and  half  a  dram 


*  See  the  Author's  Medical  Reports  on  the  effedts 
of  the  mineral  (or  arfenical)  folution. 
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of  the  powder  of  peruvian  bark  three  times 
a  day  ;  and  to.  apply  the  turpentine  embro- 
cation twice  a  day  to  the  affected  moulder. 

April  9.  The  Dover's  powder  operated 
powerfully  as  a  fudorific,  with  obvious  re- 
lief of  the  pains.  The  bark  agreed  with  the 
ftomach  ;  and  me  has  had  no  return  of  the 
ague.  The  embrocation  alfo  always  feemed 
to  relieve  the  pain  of  the  moulder  for  a  ihort 
time;  but  the  pain  and  fwelling  of  the 
knee  are  returned  again. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  bliftering-plaifter  to 
the  knee  at  bed- time. 

April  13.  The  bliiter  has  difcharged 
freely,  and  relieved  the  knee,  in  the  fame 
manner  as  before ;  but  the  moulder  is  be- 
come worfe. 

Ordered  to  apply  a  large  bliftering-plaiiler 
to  the  moulder,  and  to  continue  the  bark 
for  three  days  longer. 

April  16.  The  blifter  has  difcharged 
freely,  and  has  relieved  the  pain  of  the 
moulder ;  and  me  makes  no  complaints, 
cither  of  rheumatic  pains,  or  of  the  ague. 


CASE 
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CASE  VIII. 

Mary  Lees,  of  Houghton,  aged  feven- 
teen,  affected  with  a  fixed  rheumatic  pain 
of  the  knee,  of  fix  weeks  continuance, 
cured  chiefly  by  the  application  of  a  large 
bliftering-plaifter  ;  which  was  attended  with 
a  copious  difcharge,  and  fome  degree  of  cu-? 
taneous  inflammation,  of  the  part  affedted. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  Mary  Trigger  affords  art 
inftance  of  the  great  utility  of  veficatories  in 
the  treatment  of  chronic  rheumatifm,  under 
feveral  very  unfavourable  circumftances. 
The  difeafe  we  find  was  of  long  continu- 
ance :  the  pains  were  much  fixed  and  at- 
tended with  unufual  exacerbations :  and  the 
patient  had  very  lately  been  afflicted  with  an 
ague. 

The  ufe  of  the  lancet,  and  the  copious 
operations  of  repeated  fudorifics,  were  at- 
tended with  very  tranfient  relief  only,  a 

ftrong 
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ftrong  proof  of  the  obflinacy  of  the  dif- 
eafe.  The  bliftering-plaifters,  however,  pro- 
cured much  more  decided  benefit  than  all 
the  other  means  employed,  and  therefore  the 
cafe  is  with  propriety  claffed  in  this  Section. 

The  cure  indeed  was  fomewhat  retarded, 
as  might  be  feared,  by  the  intervention  of  a 
relapfe  of  the  ague.    With  refped  to  the 
treatment  of  this  difeafe,  it  will  appear  ob- 
vious to  the  medical  reader,  that,  after  the  fits 
had  been  fufpended  by  the  firfl  three  or  four 
days  exhibition  of  the  mineral  or  arfenical 
folution,  the  repetition  of  the  drops,  and  the 
fubfequent  adminiftration  of  the  bark,  were 
ordered  entirely  with  a  view  to  prevent  a  re- 
turn of  the  ague,  and  feemed  to  have  the 
de fired  effect. 

The  fuccefs  from  the  application  of  the 
veficatory,  in  the  cafe  of  Mary  Lees,  was 
probably  promoted  by  the  fubfequent  cuta- 
neous inflammation  of  the  part  affected.— - 
See  the  cafe  of  this  patient,  as  an  example 
of  the  effects  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum, 
Sect.  VI,  p.  132.

CASE  XIII. 

Catharine  Hodgkis,  of  Stretton,  aged 
twenty-five,  an  in-patient,  much  relieved 
of  rheumatic  pains  of  the  wrifls,  of  fix 
weeks  continuance,  by  the  application  of  a 
bliftering-plaifter  to  the  right  wrift  twice, 
and  the  left  wrifl  once,  in  the  fpace  of  five 
weeks.    The  blifters  difcharged  freely. 

CASE  XIV. 

Sarah  Addifon,  of  Ecclefhall,  aged  thirty -> 
three,  an  in-patient,  much  relieved  for  four 
or  five  weeks  of  an  obftinate  rheumatic 

pain 
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pain  of  the  right  knee,  of  twelve  months 
continuance,  by  the  application  of  a  blifter- 
ing-plaifter  to  the  part  affected,  which  was 
attended  with  a  copious  difcharge. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  William  Pool,  of  Stafford, 
was  a  remarkable  instance  of  a  tedious  chro- 
nic rheumatifm  refifting  the  curative  influ- 
ence of  general  treatment ;  and  yet  afforded 
a  good  example  of  what  relief  may  be  ex- 
pected from  bliflering  -  plaifters,    even  in 
fuch  inveterate  cafes.    For  this  patient  had 
been  in  the  houfe  twice  for  the  fame  com- 
plaint, and,  amongft  a  variety  of  other  re- 
medies, had  taken  repeated  dofes  both  of  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum  and  Dover's  powder, 
afTifted  by  the  warm  bath,  and  with  confi- 
derable  operative  effects,  although  with  but 
little  curative  ones:  neverthelefs  every  blifter- 
ing  application  procured  very  pointed  relief, 

The  cafes  of  Ann  Gater,  and  Walter 
Harding,  confidering  the  pain  in  each  was 
deep  feated,  and  of  fome  continuance,  efpe- 

daily 
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cially  the  latter,  were  likewife  good  ex- 
amples of  the  curative  influence  of  blifter- 
ing. 

The  cafe  of  Thomas  Johnfon  is  a  proof 
of  the  efficacy  of  bliftering  in  long  conti- 
nued local  rheumatic  affections  for  feve- 
ral  of  the  moff.  powerful  anti-rheuma- 
tic remedies,  fuch  as  blood-letting,  the 
vapour  bath,  tindlure  of  guaiacum,  and 
Dover's  powder,  had  been  adminiftered  with 
very  little  or  no  advantage. 

The  cafe  of  Catherine  Hodgkis  proved  a 
very  obflinate  one  ;  repeated  evacuants,  ef- 
peeially  fudoriflcs,  affording  partial  relief 
only  ;  the  chief  benefit  obtained,  therefore, 
was  by  three  bliftering-plaifters  applied  fuc- 
ceffively  to  the  wriffs. 

The  cafe  of  Sarah  Addifon  being  of 
twelve  months  ftanding,  the  pain  in  the 
knee  refifted  the  curative  influence  of  fudo- 
riflcs very  flrongly,  but  was  nearly  removed 
for  five  weeks  by  the  operation  of  a  fingle 
bliftering-plaifter  ■>  and,  confidering  the  ob- 
flinacy  of  the  cafe,  fome  recurrence  of  the 

O  pain 
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pain  after  that  time  was  not  to  be  won- 
dered at. 

CASE  XV. 

John  Turner,  of  Hedgeford,  aged  fixty- 
two,  an  in-patient,  moderately  relieved  of 
a  fciatica,  of  twenty  years  continuance,  by 
the  application  of  a  large  bliftering-plaifter 
to  the  part  affected,  which  was  attended 
with  a  copious  difcharge. 

CASE  XVI. 

James  Brown,  of  Ecclefhall,  aged  forty- 
feven,  an  in-patient,  moderately  relieved  of 
a  rheumatic  pain  of  his  knee,  of  nine 
months  continuance,  by  the  application  of 
a  bliftering-plaifter,  by  which  a  copious 
difcharge  was  produced. 

OBSERVATIONS, 

The  fciatica  of  John  Turner  deferves 
notice :  for,  confidering  the  difeafe  had  ex- 
alted for  twenty  years,  it  was  relieved  as 

much 
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much  as  could  be  reafonably  expected  from 
a  Tingle  bliftering-plaifter.  It  is  proper  to 
obferve,  that  a  warm  bath  had  been  previ- 
oufly  employed  in  this  cafe,  but  had  afforded 
only  very  tranfient  relief. 

In  the  cafe  of  James  Brown,  although 
the  veficatory  operated  well,  the  complaint 
in  his  knee  was  but  partially  relieved  by  it. 
Neverthelefs,  by  the  application  of  a  large 
bliftering-plaifter  he  was  considerably  re- 
lieved of  a  fciatica  of  the  fame  continuance  : 
a  proof,  that,  when  rheumatic  pains  are  deep 
feated,  they  will  require  a  more  extenfive 
application  of  their  proper  remedies,  in  order 
to  procure  the  defired  effects. 

CASE  XVII. 

Ann  Hartley,  of  Rugeley,  aged  fifty- 
three,  an  out-patient,  but  little  relieved  of 
a  rheumatic  pain  of  the  arm,  of  fix  months 
continuance,  by  the  application  of  a  blifter- 
ing-plaifter, which  occafioned  a  copious 
difcharge.

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CASE  XVIII. 

Benjamin  Flower,  of  Cheadle,  aged  forty- 
five,  an  in-patient,  but  little  relieved  of  a 
fciatica,  of  twelve  months  continuance,  by 
the  application  of  a  large  bliftering-plaifter 
to  the  hip  ;  which  was  attended  with  a  co- 
pious difcharge,  and  a  troublefome  degree 
of  a  ftrangury, 

OBSERVATIONS, 

The  cafe  of  Ann  Hartley  appeared  to  be 
a  ftrongly  marked  chronic  rheumatifm,  and 
proved  very  obflinate  :  for  both  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum  and  Dover's  powder  were  ad- 
jniniftered  after  the  operation  of  the  blifter-. 
ing-plaifter,  but  without  producing  the  leaft 
farther  relief,  although  both  the  medicines 
proved  copioully  fudoriflc. 

The  cafe  of  Benjamin  Flower  proved  a 
very  obftinate  one  :  for  he  had  fix  warm 
baths,  five  dofes  of  the  tincture  of  guaia- 
cum, and  four  half  dram  dofes  of  the  Do- 
ver's powder,  during  the  time  he  was  in 

the 
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the  infirmary.  All  his  medicines  operated 
well ;  yet  he  was  difmiffed  but  moderately 
relieved,  and  complained  of  being  debili- 
tated by  the  more  copious  fudorific  opera- 
tions ;  it  cannot  therefore  be  much  won- 
dered at,  that  the  difcharge  of  the  blifter 
was  not  attended  with  more  fuccefs. 

CASE  XlXi 

Daniel  Stoddart,  of  Leek,  aged  nineteen, 
an  in-patient,  not  relieved  of  a  fciatica,  of 
five  months  continuance,  by  the  application 
of  a  large  bliftering-plaifter  to  the  hip, 
which  was  attended  with  a  copious  dif- 
charge. 

CASE  XX. 

William  Beafton,ofSeighford,  aged  thirty- 
fix,  an  out-patient,  not  relieved  of  a  fcia- 
tica, of  four  months  continuance,  by  the 
application  of  a  large  bliftering-plaifter,  by 
which  a  copious  difcharge  was  produced.

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OBSERVATIONS, 

The  fciatica  of  Daniel  Stoddart  might 
be  confidered  as  a  relapfe,  and  appeared  to 
be  extremely  confirmed  :  for  he  had  been  an 
in-patient  at  the  infirmary  a  twelvemonth 
before  for  the  fame  diforder,  which  was  of 
fome  continuance,  and  was  then  with  diffi- 
culty cured  by  warm  bathing,  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum,  and  a  bliftering-plaifter.  This 
time,  however,  the  laft  mentioned  remedy 
afforded  no  relief  and  the  others  were  by  no 
means  fo  fuccefsful  as  they  had  been  before. 

The  fciatica  of  William  Beafton  was 
brought  on  by  expofure  to  cold  ;  and,  con- 
iidering  it  had  exifled  only  for  four  month?, 
it  was  extraordinary,  that  he  was  not  re- 
lieved :  for  befide  that  the  bliftering-plaif- 
ter procured  no  benefit,  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum  and  the  Dover's  powder  operated 
very  little  as  fudorifics  ;  and  gave  no  re- 
lief. Had  he  been  an  in-patient,  it  is  not 
improbable  but  the  warm  bath,  with  the 

benefit 
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benefit  of  the  hofpital  regimen  and  conve- 
niences, would  have  procured  a  copious  fu* 
doriflc  operation,  with  correfponding  advan- 
tage,

Rheumatic  Pains,  of  a  Fortnight's  Continu- 
ance, much  relieved  by  the  turpentine 
Embrocation* 

MARCH  23,  1787.  Elizabeth  Babb, 
of  Stafford,  aged  forty,  an  out-patient. 
She  complains  of  rheumatic  pains  of  her 
Shoulder  and  fide  ;  and  fays  they  are  worft 
when  in  bed,  or  in  motion.  The  pains  came 

on 
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on  a  fortnight  ago,  and  have  been  ever  fmcc 
conftant.    The  functions  are  natural. 

Ordered  to  take  half  an  ounce  of  tinc- 
ture of  guaiacum  this  evening  and  the  even- 
ing after  to-morrow,  and  to  apply  the  tur- 
pentine embrocation  freely  to  the  parte 
affected  every  night. 

March  27.  Both  doles  of  the  tincture 
proved  fudorific,  and  were  attended  with 
fome  relief.  The  embrocation  likewife,  at 
every  application,  gave  eafe  to  the  pains, 
which  however  are  {till  troublefome. 

Ordered  to  continue  the  ufe  of  the  em- 
brocation every  night. 

April  16.  The  embrocation  has  been  re- 
gularly applied,  and  was  always  attended  with 
an  obvious  mitigation  of  the  pains,  which 
progreffively  abating,  went  entirely  off 
about  ten  days  ago. 

CASE  II. 

Charles  Fimer,  of  Swinfield,  aged  thirty- 
ieven,  an   in-patient,  much  relieved  of  a 
pain  of  the  moulder,  of  fix  months  con- 
tinuance, 
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tinuarice,  by  the  application  of  feven  tea- 
fpoonsful  of  the  turpentine  embrocation  in 
as  many  fucceffive  nights. 

CASE  III. 

Mary  Lees*  of  Houghton,  aged  feven- 
teen,  an  out-patient,  much  relieved  of  a 
rheumatic  pain  of  the  left  ancle,  of  ten 
weeks  continuance,  by  applying  a  tea-fpoon- 
ful  or  two  of  the  turpentine  embrocation 
to  the  part  affected  every  night  for  a  week. 

CASE  IV. 

Mary  Bridgeford,  of  Stafford,  aged  fifty, 
an  out-patient,  moderately  relieved  of  rheu- 
matic pains  of  the  moulder  and  arm,  of  a 
month's  continuance,  by  the  application  of 
one  or  two  tea-fpoonfuls  of  the  turpentine 
embrocation  every  night  for  a  week. 

CASE  V. 

Elizabeth  Hall,  of  Acton,  aged  feventy- 
three,   moderately  relieved    of  rheumatic 
2  pains 
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pains  of  her  neck  and  moulder,  of  fix  days 
continuance,  by  the  application  of  the  tur- 
pentine embrocation  three  times  in  twenty- 
four  hours.  It  produced  a  considerable 
degree  of  erysipelatous  inflammation  of  the 
parts  affected. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  two  dofes  of  the  tincture  of  guaia- 
cum,  in  the  cafe  of  Elizabeth  Babb,  we 
find  were  attended  with  fome  benefit,  but 
as  her  complaint  ftill  remained  troublefome, 
the  embrocation  was  continued.  The  pains 
were  always  much  easier  immediately  after 
the  ufe  of  the  application,  and  foon  went  en- 
tirely off"  during  it's  administration,  where- 
fore it's  curative  effects  feem  entitled  to  fome 
attention  in  fimilar  cafes. 

The  pain  of  the  llioulder,  in  the  cafe  of 
Charles  Fifher,  had  been  relieved  only  ir* 
the  fame  degree  by  the  application  of  a  blif- 
tering-plaifter  about  fix  weeks  before :  and 
therefore  the  pains  being  equally  benefited 
by  the  embrocation,,  is  a  circumstance  much 
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in  favour  of  a  remedy  fo  mild,  when  com- 
pared with  the  operation  of  a  veficatory. 

The  embrocation,  in  the  cafe  of  Mary 
Lees,  was  evidently  of  fervice,  after  fhe  had 
been  treated  for  a  month  for  general  rheu- 
matic pains. 

The  cafe  of  Mary  Bridgeford  had  been 
treated  with  fome  relief  and  advantage  by 
fudorifics ;  immediately  after  which  the 
embrocation  was  ordered,  and  the  pains  were 
flill  further  relieved,  but  not  removed, 
when  the  patient  was  difmilfed. 

In  the  cafe  of  Elizabeth  Hall,  which  was 
cured  in  the  fpace  of  a  week  by  the  affift- 
ance  of  gentle  fudorifics,  it  was  not  at  all  ex- 
traordinary, that  the  rheumatic  pains  mould 
be  fomewhat  relieved  by  an  application, 
which  Simulated  the  parts  equally  to  a  fina- 
pifm.  This  unufual  effecT:  of  the  embrocation 
was  owing  to  the  extreme  irritability  of  the 
fkin  of  this  patient  ;  for  upon  inquiry  it 
was  found,  that  even  the  application  of  fweet 
oil  or  of  flannel  would  produce  fimilar  ef- 
fects. Examples  of  this  fort  arefo  rarely  met 
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with  in  general  practice,  that  perhaps  there 
does  not  occur  above  one  in  one  or  two 
hundred  cafes  :  it  is  therefore  fufficient  to 
mention  it  as  a  poffible  occurrence  from 
idiofyncraly. 

CASE  VI. 

Sarah  Cotton,  of  Eccleftiall,  aged  fifty, 
an  in-patient,  but  little  relieved  of  rheu- 
matic pains  of  the  left  hip,  leg,  and  ancle, 
of  fix  weeks  continuance,  by  the  ufe  of  the 
turpentine  embrocation  for  fourteen  nights. 

CASE  VII. 

John  Cheadle,  of  Sandon,  aged  fixty- 
two,  an  out-patient,  a  little  relieved  of  a 
rheumatic  pain  of  the  left  knee,  of  two 
months  continuance,  by  the  ufe  of  the  tur- 
pentine embrocation  for  fourteen  nights. 

^  CASE  VIII. 

Catherine  Hodgkis,  of  Stratton,  aged 
twenty-five,  an  in-patient,  not  relieved  of 
rheumatic  pains  of  the  wrift  and  knees,  of 

five 
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five  weeks  continuance,  by  the  application 
of  the  turpentine  embrocation  for  three 
nights. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  cafe  of  Sarah  Cotton  has  been  already 
noticed  in  the  eighth  Section,  p.  175  and  176, 
as  an  example  of  the  little  benefit  derived  from 
the  warm  bath  and  other  very  powerful  re- 
medies :  and  therefore  the  embrocation's 
affording  any  relief  at  all  was  as  much  as 
could  be  expected. 

Rheumatic  pains  in  the  joints  are  often 
deep  feated,  as  happened  in  the  cafe  of  John 
Cheadle,  who  had  been  afflicted  for  fome 
time.  It  is  obfervable,  that  fuch  cafes  are 
feldom  materially  relieved  by  any  applica- 
tion lefs  powerful  than  a  velicatory ;  and 
accordingly  this  remedy  was  fuccefsfully 
employed  in  the  prefent  inftance.  The 
camphorated  oil,  and  the  camphorated  fpi- 
rit  of  wine,  were  fucceffively  applied  to  the 
part  affected,  previous  to  the  ufe  of  the  tur- 
pentine embrocation  :  the  fecond  afforded 
fome  little  relief,  but  the  firft  was  of  no 
fervice. 
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The  cafe  of  Catherine  Hodgkis  was  very 
obftinate,  and  was  but  very  little  relieved 
by  fudorifics.  It  was  the  lefs  to  be  won- 
dered, therefore,  that  the  embrocation 
afforded  no  benefit.

OBSERVATIONS.. 

The  new  titles  of  medicines,  which 
were  introduced  into  the  London  difpenfatory 
of  17883  have  in  general  been  adopted  in 
this  work  :  and  it  may  be  taken  for  granted, 
that,  although  the  Medical  Reports  v/ere 
noted  down  prior  to  that  period,  the  medi- 
cines thefe  new  titles  are  meant  to  exprefs 
are  the  very  fame  as  they  were  under  the  old 
one-,  unkfs  when  fpecified  to  the  contrary. 

The  tincture  of  guaiacum  of  the  London 
difpenfatory  of  1788  (the  firft  prefcrip- 
tion  in  this  feet  ion,  entitled  the  Volatile 
Tincture  of  Guaiacum  in  the  London  dif- 
penfatory of  1746)  was  always  prefcribed  m 
my  private  practice,  and  to  the  difpenfa*©ry 

patients ; 
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patients ;  and  the  volatile  elixir  of  guaiacum 
[of  the  Edinburgh  difpenfatory  of  I  774,  en- 
titled the  Ammoniated  Tincture  of  Guaia- 
cum in  the  Edinburgh  difpenfatory  of  1  792, 
was  always  adminiftered  to  the  hofpital 
patients. 

But  as  I  found  on  examination,  that  thefe 
differently  named  medicines  were  virtually  the 
fame,  each  of  them  containing  four  ounces 
of  the  gum  guaiacum  in  a  pint  and  a  half  of 
the  volatile  alkaline  or  ammoniated  fpirit, 
more  or  lefs  aromatifed,  I  have  employed 
the  lateft  London  title  alone  in  the  reports 
of  the  preceding  cafes  ;  in  order  that  the 
reader's  attention  might  not  be  diffracted  by 
the  frequent  and  almoft  perpetual  recur- 
rence of  different  names  for  the  fame  medi- 
cine. 

The  volatile  elixir  of  guaiacum  of  the 
Edinburgh  difpenfatory  was  conftantly  pre- 
ferred to  the  London  tincture  in  the  hofpi- 
tal practice;  becaufe  it  mixed  much  more 
readily  with  water,  which,  being  always  at 
hand,  became  the  general  vehicle  of  the 
medicine  with  all  the  infirmary  patient*. 
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The  fudorific  powder  adminiftered  in  all 
the  cafes  of  hofpital  patients  was  the  Do- 
ver's powder  of  the  Edinburgh  difpenfutory 
of  1774,  which  appears  to  have  contained 
exactly  the  fame  proportion  of  opium  with 
the  original  prefcription  of  doctor  Dover : 
and  as  I  find  the  pulvis  ipecacuanhas  com- 
pofitus  of  the  London  difpenfatory  of  1788, 
which  feems  evidently  intended  to  fupply 
the  place  of  the  Dover's  powder,  is  much 
Wronger  than  the  former,  it  cannot  be  con- 
sidered as  precifely  the  fame  medicine.  This 
will  appear  by  the  following  experiments. 

I  took  60  grains  of  crude  opium,  as  it 
came  from  abroad,  of  a  pillular  confidence; 
and  having  carefully  dried  and  fifted  it,  I 
found  that  it  afforded  no  more  than  48 
grains  of  powder.  I  then  took  60  grains 
of  the  London  hard  extract  of  opium,  and 
having  reduced  it  like  wife  to  powder,  it 
weighed  58  grains.  Now  as  the  Edinburgh 
Dover's  powder  of  1774  was  prepared  with 
the  crude  opium,  without  being  either  dried 
or  powdered,  it  is  plain,  that  the  London 
Dover's-  powder,  which  is  prepared  with 
3  -  the 
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the  hard  extract,  contains  one  fixth  part 
more  of  the  opium  than  the  Edinburgh. 

Moreover,  eleven  grains  of  the  Edinburgh 
powder  of  1774  contain  juft  one  grain  of 
opium  and  one  of  ipecacuanha ;  whereas  ten 
grains  of  the  London  powder  contain  one  grain 
of  each  of  thefe  articles ;  which  makes  the 
latter  about  one  tenth  part  ftronger  than  the 
former.  So  that,  allowance  being  made  for 
both  thefe  differences,  I  believe  fifteen  or 
fixteen  grains  of  the  London  Dover's  pow- 
der will  be  fully  equivalent  to  a  fcruple  of 
the  Edinburgh  Dover's  powder  of  1774. 

I  obferve  likewifc,  that  the  late  Edin- 
burgh difpenfatory  of  1792  has  adopted  the 
London  preicription  of  this  medicine,  ex- 
cepting that  it  orders  the  foft  extradr.  of 
opium,  inftead  of  the  hard ;  which  circum- 
flance  renders  the  new  Edinburgh  powder 
much  nearer  to  the  original  in  ftrength  as  an 
opiate  than  the  London  powder.  Perhaps 
about  eighteen  grains  of  the  new  Edinburgh 
powder  will  be  found  equivalent  to  twenty 
grains  of  the  old. 

I  have  been  the  more  particular  in  point- 
ing out  the  difference  between  the  old  and 
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new  Dover's  powder,  on  account  of  it's 
importance  as  an  eftablifhed  remedy  in  mo- 
dern practice ;  and  alfo  in  confideration, 
that  if  the  medical  gentlemen  mould  think 
proper,  in  their  treatment  of  rheumatic 
cafes,  to  pay  any  attention  to  the  dofes  of 
the  medicine,  which  have  been  adminiftered 
in  thefe  Reports,  it  is  certainly  right,  that 
they  mould  be  informed  of  fo  material  a 
circumftance. 

With  reipect  to  the  other  prefcriptions  in 
this  fection,  they  were  taken  from  a  collec- 
tion of  concife  and  economical  formulas,  of 
which  I  conftantly  made  ufe  during  my  at- 
tendance at  the  infirmary.  They  are  in- 
ferted  here,  in  order  that  they  might  be 
more  conveniently  prefcribed  by  their  titles 
in  the  preceding  part  of  this  work,  and  that 
the  narrative  of  the  cafes  might  be  the  lefs 
interrupted  by  the  frequency  of  their  occur^ 
rence. 

Their  ufes  and  virtues  will  appear  ob- 
vious to  moil  practitioners,  and  therefore 
a  very  few  remarks  upon  them  will  be  fuffi- 
cient, 

The 
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The  ufual  dofe  of  the  cathartic  mixture 
was  two  ounces,  taken  in  the  morning  fad- 
ing ;  which  generally  in  a  fhort  time  pro- 
cured three  or  four  loofe  ftools,  with  little 
or  no  griping,  and  anfwered  the  purpofe  of 
a  mild  purgative  extremely  well.  Ac- 
cordingly it  was  frequently  prefcribed  in  the 
diurnal  reports  under  the  title  of  the  com- 
mon purging  draught. 

The  faline  mixture  was  generally  taken  in 
dofes  of  three  table-fpoonfuls,  three  times  a 
day.  It's  fedative  virtues  are  well  known, 
under  the  name  of  the  neutralifed  fait  of 
wormwood  mixture. 

Three  table-fpoonfuls  of  the  peruvian 
mixture  were  occafionally  adminiftered,  two 
or  three  times  a  day,  to  rheumatic  conva- 
lefcents,  as  a  corroborant,  with  advantage. 

A  grain  of  tartar  emetic  mixed  with  ten 
of  ipecacuanha,  which  conftitutes  the  anti- 
monial  ipecacuanha  powder,  I  have  exhi- 
bited for  a  great  many  years,  for  the  pur- 
pofe of  cleanfing  the  ftomach,  &c. ;  and 
have  found  it  one  of  the  moft  certain  and 
ufeful  emetics,  with  which  I  am  acquainted. 

The 
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The  bliftering-plaifter  of  the  Edinburgh 
difpenfatory  of  1774  was  always  prefcribed 
for  the  infirmary  patients,  and  that  of  the 
London  difpenfatory  of  1745  for  the  pri- 
vate and  difpenfary  patients :  and  although 
the  proportion  of  cantharides  was  rather 
larger  in  the  latter,  in  the  proportion  of  two- 
fevenths  to  one-fourth,  yet,  as  no  obvious 
difference  could  be  obferved  in  their  opera- 
tive effects,  they  may  be  confidered  as  the 
fame.  It  is  obfervable,  that  the  royal  colleges 
have  preferved,  in  the  laft  editions  of  their 
difpenfatories,  the  fame  proportion  of  can- 
tharides, in  their  refpective  formulas  for  this 
plaifter,  as  in  the  preceding  editions.  With 
refpect  to  the  confidence,  I  prefer  the  plaifter 
made  by  the  preceding  formula  of  the 
Edinburgh  college  to  any  other  I  have  yet 
feen. 

As  to  the  litharge  cerate,  the  late  Mr. 
Richard  Hughes,  the  worthy  apothecary  of 
the  Stafford  General  Infirmary,  having  in- 
vented a  plaifter  compofed  of  certain  pro- 
portions of  diachylon,  wax,  and  oil,  which 
was  found  extremely  uieful  as  a  mild  anc 
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healing  application  for  excoriations,  &c, 
I  was  defirous  of  adopting  it  as  a  drefiing 
for  parts  which  had  been  bliftered.  But 
being  of  too  hard  a  confidence,  I  varied 
the  ingredients  in  different  proportions,  and 
after  feveral  trials  I  adopted  the  preced- 
ing formula,  which  forms  a  cerate  of  a 
medium  confidence.  It  is  fufficiently  pli- 
ant to  be  fpread  without  heat ;  and  yet  is 
moderately  adhelive,  fo  as  to  be  eafily  re- 
tained upon  the  part  affected.  In  fhort,  it 
is  the  mildefr  and  mofb  convenient  appli- 
cation for  bliftered  parts  I  ever  knew; 
About  two  or  three  years  ago  I  commu- 
nicated the  prefcription  to  a  friend,  an  emi- 
nent furgeon  in  London,  who  affures  me, 
that  he  has  found  it  one  of  the  moft  conve- 
nient and  ufeful  applications  he  ever  tried, 
for  the  purpofe  of  obviating  pain  and  irri- 
tation, in  certain  cafes  of  ulcer5,  and  irritable 
cutaneous  affections. 

The  turpentine  embrocation,  from  the 
nature  of  it's  ingredients,  is  fomewhat  ex- 
ceptionable on  two  accounts  :  viz.  their 
want  of  chemical  affinity,  fo  that  they  will 

not 
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not  unite  into  an  uniform  mixture ;  and  the 
ftrong  odour  of  the  oil  of  turpentine, 
whence  the  embrocation  has  a  very  unplea- 
fant  fmell.  It  is  therefore  adopted  in  this 
collection  of  medicines,  merely  from  it's 
having  been  found  more  efficacious  in  re- 
lieving pains  than  moft  other  applications. 
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SECTION  XII. 


OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  USE  AND  EF- 
FECTS OF  BLOOD-LETTING,  IN  THE 
TREATMENT  OF  THE  ACUTE  AND 
CHRONIC  RHEUMATISM. 

THE  quantity  of  blood  to  be  taken 
from  an  adult  of  tolerable  ftrength  may  be 
in  general  from  eight  to  twelve  ounces,  di- 
minifliing  the  quantity  in  proportion  as  the 
age,  ftrength,  and  conftitution,  mall  fall 
fhort  of  the  character  of  a  ftrong  adult. 
Thus,  for  example,  in  children  of  ten  years 
of  age,  in  delicate  women,  and  debilitated 
men,  about  one-half,  or  little  more  than 
one-half,  will  be  found  pretty  nearly  a  due 
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proportion.  Nor  will  it  be  often  necefiary 
to  employ  the  operation  a  fecond  time,  if 
the  fymptoms  be  not  urgent ;  and  w^n  ur- 
gent it  mould  feldom  be  repeated  more  than 
once  or  twice,  fo  that  the  adult  at  a  medium 
may  not  lofe  more  than  from  fixteen  to 
twenty-eight  ounces  of  blood  in  the  whole, 
to  be  regulated  by  the  ftrength  of  the  pulfe, 
and  urgency  of  the  fymptoms.  With  thefe 
precautions  we  mall  guard  againft  unnecef- 
farily  debilitating  the  patient. 

The  operation  of  blood-letting  is  com- 
monly performed  with  facility,  and  for  the 
moft  part  without  any  immediate  inconve- 
nience; and  it's  effects  upon  the  fyftem  are 
in  general  fo  well  known,  that  they  will  re- 
quire but  a  few  curfory  remarks. 

Sometimes  a  ficknefs  and  fainting  will 
take  place,  either  during  the  flowing,  or 
immediately  after  the  flopping,  of  the  blood. 
This  circumftance,  however,  if  it  be  not 
wimed  for  as  a  mean  of  fuddenly  depreffing 
the  powers  and  action  of  the  fyftem,  it  is 
well  known  may  in  general  be  obviated  with 
tolerable  certainty,  by  not  permitting  the 
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blood  to  flow  in  too  great  a  ftream ;  and  may 
be  prevented  with  frill  more  certainty,  by 
placing  the  patient  in  an  horizontal  pofture 
during  the  operation.  Another  ufeful  con- 
fequence  of  blood-letting  in  all  acute  fe- 
vers is  the  fpeedily  diminiming  the  mor- 
bid heat  of  the  body.  But  the  conftant 
effect  of  this  mode  of  evacuation,  which  de- 
ferves  particular  attention,  is  debility,  which 
is  fure  to  attend  the  lofs  of  any  confider- 
able  quantity  of  blood  :  and  therefore,  when 
the  operation  is  employed  with  too  great 
freedom,  it  becomes  of  ferious  confequence; 
becaufe  even  tonic  medicines,  and  a  reftora- 
tive  regimen,  cannot  recover  a  patient  fo  de- 
bilitated, without  being  continued  for  fome 
length  of  time. 

If  after  the  firft  operation  of  blood-let- 
ting any  particular  part  of  the  body  (hould 
become  more  diflreflingly  painful  than  the 
reft,  it  will  in  general  be  found  more  eligi- 
ble to  apply  leeches  to  the  part  affected,  as 
a  local  evacuant,  than  to  repeat  the  opera- 
tion with  the  lancet. 
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But  from  the  great  variation  found  in  the 
fize  and  vigour  of  leeches,  circumftances  to 
which  fufficient  attention  is  feldom  paid,  the 
quantity  of  blood  taken  away  by  this  mode 
is  rendered  extremely  uncertain.  It  ap- 
pears however  from  obfervation,  that  four 
moderate  or  middle  fized  healthy  leeches 
will  upon  a  medium  caufe  an  evacuation  of 
four  ounces  of  blood,  allowing  an  ounce 
for  every  leech,  one  with  another,  including 
what  they  take  away  by  fuction,  and  what 
is  collected  upon  cloths  wrung  out  of  warm 
water,  and  applied  to  the  bleeding  parts 
every  live  or  ten  minutes  after  the  leeches 
have  dropped  off:  and  therefore,  confider- 
ing  four,  five,  or  fix  moderate  fized  leeches 
as  taking  away  about  as  many  ounces  of 
blood,  two  of  thefe  operations  will  be  fully 
equivalent  to  one  with  the  lancet,  as  a  ge- 
neral evacuant,  and  ought  to  be  deemed 
fo,  in  our  eftimate  of  the  lofs  of  blood 
about  to  be  fu Rained  by  the  fyftem. 

If  leeches  cannot  conveniently  be  procured, 
the  application  of  cupping  glaffes  with  fcari- 
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fication  will  generally 'anfwer  the  fame  good 
purpofe;  and  by  fome  practitioners  it  is 
prefered,  on  account  of  the  difcharge  of 
blood  being  more  eafily  afcertained. 

The  obvious  ufeful  effects  of  general 
blood-letting  in  the  acute  rheumatifm  are 
a  fpeedy  abatement  of  the  rheumatic  pains, 
and  a  mitigation  of  the  feverifh  fymptoms. 

The  application  of  leeches,  or  cupping 
glaffes,  will  generally  procure  ah  immedi- 
ate relief  of  the  parts  pained,  as  a  local  re- 
medy ;  and  at  the  fame  time  fome  diminu- 
tion of  the  morbid  action  of  the  fyftem. 
Their  prudent  application,  therefore^  may 
often  fuccefsfully  fuperfede  the  farther  ufe  of 
the  lancet,  after  the  firft  operation  with  that 
inftrument. 

Of  eighty-feven  cafes  of  acute  rheuma- 
tifm, the  lancet  was  employed  in  forty-one, 
and  the  effects,  carefully  collected  from  a 
tabular  view  of  the  cafes  arranged  for  the 
purpofej  appeared  in  the  following  order  : 

Three  cafes  were  cured  chiefly  by  it,  fe- 
ven  were  much  relieved,  feven  moderately 
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relieved,  twenty  but  little  relieved,  and 
four  received  no  benefit. 

Of  thirty- feven  chronic  cafes,  in  which  the 
lancet  was  employed,  one  was  cured  chiefly 
by  it,  two  much  relieved,  five  moderately 
relieved,  twenty-one  but  little  relieved,  and 
eight  not  relieved. 

A  number  of  examples,  illuftrating  the 
effects  of  this  remedy,  have  been  exhibited 
in  the  firft  and  fifth  fections  of  thefe  Re- 
ports.

OBSERVATIONS   ON   THE   USE    AND  EF- 
FECTS OF  THE  TINCTURE  OF  GUAI- 

ACUM,  IN  THE  TREATMENT  OF  THE 
ACUTE  AND  CHRONIC  RHEUMA- 
TISM. 

T  H  E  medium  dofe  of  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum,  which  was  adminiffered, 
with  the  fudorific  regimen,  to  adults,  was 
half  an  ounce,  in  about  three  ounces  of 
water,  at  bed-time.  The  dofe  was  now 
and  then  enlarged  to  five  or  fix  drams  ;  but 
was  much  oftener  diminished  to  three 
drams,  efpecially  to  women. 

In  like  manner,  three  drams  to  a  youth 
of  fifteen  years  old,  and  two  to  a  boy  of  ten, 
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have  generally  been  exhibited  as  the  me- 
dium fudorific  dofes  for  their  refpedtive 
ages  \  and  with  operative  and  curative  ef- 
fects fimilar  to  thofein  adults. 

The  fudorific  dofes  were  administered  for 
the  moil  part  every  other  night  -s  at  other 
times  for  three  or  four  nights  fuccefli  vely ; 
and  fometimes  night  and  morning,  every 
other  day. 

The  afliftance  of  a  fudorific  regimen,  or 
the  drinking  of  warm  diluting  liquors  in 
bed,  is  highly  ufeful  in  promoting  the  ope- 
ration of  any  fudorific  medicine.  The 
tincture  of  guaiacum  was  generally  admi- 
nistered early  in  the  evening ;  that  the  pa- 
tient might  have  the  advantage  of  being 
fupplied  regularly  by  his  attendants  with  a 
tea-cupful  of  warm  balm,  or  other  herb 
tea,  or  fmall  white  wine  whey,  every  half 
hour,  for  two  or  three  hours  together. 

Sometimes  the  medicine  was  exhibited  in 
the  morning,  fome  hours  before  the  ufual 
time  of  rifing :  and  from  the  natural  difpo- 
fition  of  the  body  to  perfpire  more  readily  at 
that  time  than  in  the  evening,  fome  pa- 
tients 
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tients  will  be  made  to  fvveat  more  fuccef- 
fully  by  morning  dofes,  than  by  evening 
ones. 

During  the  intervals  between  the  fudorific 
operations,  the  tincture  was  frequently  given 
in  dofes  of  one  dram  morning  and  after- 
noon every  day,  by  way  of  promoting  in- 
fenfible  perfpiration ;  in  which  dofe  it  will 
often  prove  gently  laxative  like  wife,  and 
fometimes  procure,  though  flowly,  further 
relief  of  pains. 

The  tincture  in  general  agrees  ex- 
tremely well  with  the  ftomach  ;  but  always 
occafions  a  fmarting  heat  in  the  mouth  and 
throat  immediately  after  being  taken.  This 
effect,  however,  may  be  fpeedily  obviated, 
by  the  patient's  fwallowing  a  mouthful  or 
two  of  water  after  it. 

The  tincture  was  adminiftered  to  fixty- 
nine  patients  afflicted  with  the  acute  rheu- 
matifm,  who  made  reports  of  it's  effects,  and 
to  one  hundred  and  eleven  of  thofe  afflicted 
with  the  chronic  rheumatifm,  whofe  cafes 
occurred  in  a  given  time,  and  who  likewife 
made  reports  of  it's  effects.    Of  thefe  one 
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hundred  and  eighty  cafes  it  proved  fudorific 
in  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  :  of  which 
number  it  was  copioufly  fo  in  one  hundred 
and  eight,  but  moderately  fo  in  forty-five, 
and  not  at  all  in  the  remaining  twenty- 
feven. 

The  medicine  appeared  to  be  rather  more 
frequently  fudorific  in  acute  cafes,  than  in 
chronic  ones  ;  otherwife  it's  operations  were 
nearly  alike  in  degree.  The  tincture  had 
fome  effect  upon  the  inteftines  in  ninety  r 
two  of  the  one  hundred  and  eighty  cafes :  of 
which  number  it  proved  purgative  in 
twenty-three  cafes,  moderately  laxative  in. 
fifty-feven,  and  but  juft  perceptibly  fo  in 
twelve.  In  the  remaining  eighty-eight 
cafes,  it  was  not  at  all  laxative.  It  proved 
rather  more  operative  on  the  inteftines,  both 
in  degree  and  frequency,  in  acute  cafes,  than 
in  chronic  ones. 

It  deferves  notice  likewife,  that,  although 
the  tincture  was  almofb  always  fudorific, 
yet  fometimes  it  proved  laxative  when  it  did 
not  prove  fudorific ;  and  it  appears  by  the 
tables,  that  there  were  only  fifteen  cafes  out  of 
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the  one  hundred  and  eighty,  in  which  it 
did  not  prove  either  fudorific  or  laxative, 
or  both. 

It  was  obfervable,  that  in  thofe  cafes,  in 
which  it  did  not  prove  more  or  lefs  fudorific, 
it  generally  fomewhat  heated  the  patient,  and 
made  him  refllefs. 

Occafionally  it  has  made  the  patient  fick, 
and  has  been  thrown  up.  This  accident 
has  generally  happened  when  it  has  been 
taken  either  in  too  large  or  too  fmall  a  quan- 
tity of  the  vehicle,  which  fhould  not  be  lefs 
than  two  ounces  and  a  half,  or  more  than 
three  ounces  and  a  half,  to  half  an  ounce  of 
the  tindture.  Thefe  are  the  only  operative 
efFedts  I  have  met  with  deferving  notice. 

Of  the  fixty-nine  acute  cafes,  in  which 
the  tindture  was  adminiftered,  there  were 
thirteen  cured  by  it  alone  ;  twenty-one  cured 
chiefly  by  it ;  fourteen  much  relieved ;  fix 
moderately  relieved ;  nine  but  flightly  re- 
lieved ;  and  fix  not  relieved. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  eleven  chronic 
cafes,  in  which  the  fame  medicine  was 
exhibited,  fixteen  were  cured  by  it  alone, 
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and  feventeen  chiefly  by  it ;  twenty- two 
were  relieved  by  it,  thirteen  moderately, 
and  twenty- three  but  little ;  and  twenty 
experienced  no  benefit  from  it's  ufe. 

Numerous  examples,  illuftrating  the  cu- 
rative effects  of  this  medicine,  have  been 
given  in  the  fecond  and  fixth  fettions  of 
thefe  Reports.

OBSERVATIONS  ON    THE    USE    AND.  EF- 
FECTS of  the  Dover's  powder,  in 

THE  TREATMENT  OF  THE  ACUTE 
AND  CHRONIC  RHEUMATISM. 

THE  medium  dofe  of  the  Dover's  pow- 
der, adminiftered  to  adults  as  a  fudprinc, 
was  one  fcruple,  which  was  generally  taken 
in  bed  at  an  early  hour,  and  in  the  fame 
manner,  and  with  the  fame  regimen,  as  the 
tincture  of  guaiacum.  But  it  was  no  un-? 
frequent  direction,  to  order  the  patient  to 
take  ten  grains  of  the  powder  every  hour, 
for  three  times,  unlefs  the  firft  or  fecond 
dofe  proved  fudorific  j  which  if  it  did,  the 
remainder  was  not  to  be  taken.  When  this 
method  was  purfued,  it  generally  happened, 
that  two  dofes  proved  fufficient. 

I  Fifteen 
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Fifteen  grains  of  the  powder  were  ufually 
exhibited,  as  the  medium  dofe,  to  a  youth 
of  fifteen  years  old,  and  ten  grains  to  a  boy 
of  ten  years  old. 

The  fudorific  dofes  were  fometimes  ad- 
miniflered  for  feveral  nights  together  -f  but 
more  commonly  every  other  night. 

The  Dover's  powder  was  adminiflered  to 
eighty-five  acute  and  chronic  rheumatic 
patients,  who  made  reports  of  it's  effecT:s. 
Of  this  number  it  caufed  forty-four  to  fweat 
copioufly,  twenty-one  but  moderately  or 
llightly,  and  to  twenty  it  was  not  at  all 
fudorific.  Whence  it  appears,  that,  al- 
though in  a  given  number  of  cafes  the  fu- 
dorific operations  were  lefs  frequent  from 
the  Dover's  powder,  than  from  the  tincture 
of  guaiacum,  yet  when  the  fudorific  dif- 
charge  had  once  taken  place,  it  was  in  ge- 
neral full  as  copious  from  the  former  as 
from  the  latter. 

With  refpect  to  the  difference  of  the  fu- 
dorific operation  of  the  powder  in  rheumatic 
cafes,  it  was  evidently  both  more  frequently 

and 
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and  more  copioufly  fudorific  in  acute  cafes, 
than  in  chronic  ones. 

It  was  likewife  found  to  poffefs  an  ano- 
dyne quality,  by  which  it  often  mitigated 
rheumatic  pains  like  a  charm,  and  fre- 
quently thereby  procured  fleep. 

By  it's  aftringent  effect,  it  commonly 
obviated  a  laxative  and  irritable  ftate  of  the 
bowels.  In  many  cafes,  therefore,  attended 
with  thefe  troublefome  circumitances,  it 
was  found  a  preferable  medicine  to  the  tinc- 
ture of  guaiacum. 

In  a  few  cafes,  however,  it's  operative 
-effects  were  fomewhat  troublefome,  pro- 
ducing a  naufea,  or  vomiting,  a  flight  ver- 
tigo, or  a  tranfient  confufion  of  ideas :  but 
thefe  effects  were  extremely  rare,  and  may 
be  eafily  obviated  by  diminishing  the  dofe  of 
the  powder. 

Of  thirty-one  acute  cafes  treated  with  the 
Dover's  powder,  thirteen  were  cured  chiefly 
by  it,  eleven  relieved,  and  feven  not  re- 
lieved. 

The  curative  effects  of  the  Dover's  pow- 
der, although  confiderable,  appear  upon  a 
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careful  comparifon  fomewhat  inferiour  to 
thofe  of  the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  in  a 
given  number  of  cafes ;  a  principal  caufe  of 
which  probably  arifes  from  it's  not  operating 
as  a  fudorific  fo  frequently,  as  the  tincture. 

Of  fifty-four  chronic  cafes,  in  which  the 
Dover's  powder  was  given,  three  were  cured 
by  it  alone,  and  four  chiefly  by  it ;  four 
were  much  relieved  by  it,  eleven  moderately, 
and  fourteen  but  little ;  and  eighteen  re- 
ceived no  benefit  from  it's  ufe.

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SECTION  XV 


OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  USE  AND  EF- 
FECTS OF  WARM  BATHING,  IN  THE 
TREATMENT  OF  THE  CHRONIC  RHEU- 
MATISM. 

WARM  bathing  was  found  to  be  a 
very  efficacious  fudorific  remedy  for  the  re- 
moval of  pains,  in  fome  of  the  moft  obfti- 
nate  cafes  of  chronic  rheumatifm.  The 
patients  generally  ftaid  in  the  bath,  made  as 
warm  as  they  could  bear  it,  about  fifteen  or 
twenty  minutes,  more  or  lefs,  according  to 
their  feelings,  or  till  an  incipient  faintnefs 
and  ficknefs  warned  them  to  remove  from 
their  ntuation.  Immediately  after,  being 
put  into  a  warm  bed,  they  were  treated  with 
the  ufual  fudorific  regimen  j  which  was  al- 
moft  always  attended  with  a  very  copious 

difcharge 


difcharge  of  fweat,  and  that  for  feveral 
hours,  or  the  greater  part  of  the  night, 
•with  proportionate  relief  of  the  pains. 
Never thelefs,  it's  operation  being  fo  con- 
fiderable,  it  was  found  to  weaken  the  pa- 
tient much  more  than  either  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum  or  the  Dover's  powder.  On  which 
account  it  was  never  administered  without 
a  jftrict  attention  to  it's  effects : 

In  thirty-eight  cafes  of  a  chronic  rheu- 
matifm,  wherein  warm  bathing  was  applied, 
twenty-nine  patients  made  ufe  of  a  bath  of 
warm  water,  in  thefe  Reports  commonly  call- 
ed the  warm  bath,  and  nine  of  the  vapour 
bath ;  and  the  fudorific  operation  proved  copi- 
ous in  thirty-fix  of  thefe  patients,  and  only 
fomewhat  deficient  in  the  remaining  two. 
The  time  they  flaid  in  each  of  thefe  baths,  and 
their  operative  and  curative  effects,  were  fo 
much  the  fame,  that  I  have  only  one  re- 
mark to  make  refpecting  them,  namely,  that 
as  the  vapour  bath  cannot  be  employed 
without  the  ufe  of  a  complex  machine  pre- 
pared for  that  purpole,  and  confequently 
feldom  to  be  met  with,  except  in  fome 
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large  towns,  the  warm  water  bath  may  very 
well  fupply  it's  place,  and  will  be  found  ] 
perfectly  fufficient  for  every  purpofe  of 
fimple  warm  bathing :  and  accordingly  the 
latter  term  has  frequently  been  employed  in 
thefe  Reports,  without  fpecifying  which 
kind  of  bath  had  been  prefcribed. 

Of  the  preceding  thirty-eight  cafes  of 
chronic  rheumatifm  treated  with  warm 
bathing,  thirty  of  them  were  of  the  genu- 
ine chronic  kind ;  of  which  number  four 
were  cured  chiefly  by  it,  eight  much  re- 
lieved, ten  moderately  relieved,  fix  a  little 
relieved,  and  two  not  relieved.  And  if  it 
be  confidered,  that  the  majority  of  the  cafes 
were  the  moft  obftinate  that  ufually  come 
into  an  hofpital,  it  is  prefumed  the  fuccefs 
will  not  appear  inconsiderable.  For  exam- 
ples of  the  erfe&s  of  warm  bathing,  fee 
Sect.

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SECTION  XVI. 


OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  USE  AND  EF- 
FECTS OF  BLISTERING  PLAISTERS, 
IN  THE  TREATMENT  OF  THE  ACUTE 
AND  CHRONIC  RHEUMATISM. 

BLISTERING  plaifters  certainly  con- 
ftitute  one  of  the  moft  efficacious  remedies 
we  have  to  boaft  in  the  practice  of  phyfic : 
but  it  is  much  to  be  regretted,  that  their 
curative  effects  are  not  to  be  obtained,  with- 
out the  certain  inconvenience  of  consider- 
able pain  to  the  patient.  The  confequences 
of  their  operation  on  their  nrfl  introduction 
into  practice,  and  even  in  the  time  of  Bag- 
livi,  were  terrible  :  for  we  are  informed  by 
that  celebrated  author,  that  a  raging  thirn, 
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a  parched  mouth,  the  ftrangury,  bloody 
urine,  gangrene,  fubfultus  tendinum,  con- 
vulfions,  and  death,  have  followed  their 
imprudent  application.* 

Great  improvement,  however,  has  been 
made  lince  thofe  times  ;  and  modern  prac- 
titioners have  become  fo  far  acquainted  with 
the  nature  and  ufe  of  velicatories,  that  the 
inconveniences  now  experienced  from  them 
are  very  inconsiderable  indeed,  when  com- 
pared with  the  deleterious  effects,  which 
ufually  attended  their  operation  formerly. 
Yet  they  are  ftill  frequently  very  trouble- 
fome,  and  every  now  and  then  we  meet 
with  very  ferious  confequences  from  their 
ufe.-f*

t  A  middle-aged  lady,  in  Staffordfhire,  whofe  fa- 
mily I  attended,  informed  me,  that,  by  the  advice  of  her 
apothecary,  who  lived  at  a  diftance,  fhe  had  had  a 
bliftering-plaifter  applied  to  her  back,  which,  not 
being  removed  in  due  time,  had  brought  on  a  very 
violent  ftrangury,  With  fuch  a  degree  of  irritation 
upon  the  neck  of  the  bladder,  that,  when  thofe  fymp- 
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Now  as  it  is  the  duty  of  every  practi- 
tioner, to  procure  his  patients  the  greateft 
fliare  of  benefit,  with  the  lean:  degree  of 
pain  and  inconvenience  poffible ;  and  as 
many  timid  patients  are  ftill  prevented  from 
receiving  relief  by  the  application  of  blifter- 
ing-plaifters,  being  deterred  by  an  unrea- 
fonable  dread  of  their  effects,  it  is  hoped, 

toms  had  confiderably  abated,  the  moft  diftreffing  pre- 
ternatural motions  to  urine  continued  for  more  than 
twelve  months  before  they  went  entirely  off. 

An  elderly  woman,  upwards  of  fixty  years  of  age, 
likewife  informed  me,  that  about  twelve  months  before, 
when  confined  to  her  bed  by  a  very  bad  fever,  fhe  had 
had  three  bliftering-plaifters  upon  her  at  one  time,  by 
the  direction  of  her  apothecary,  which  brought  on  the 
moft  violent  ftrangury,  accompanied  with  a  difcharge  of 
blood  and  mucus,  and  a  falling  down  of  the  womb. 
I  alfo  found,  on  further  inquiry,  that  when  fhe  had  re- 
covered from  her  illnefs,  and  the  difcharge  of  blood  and  / 
mucus  had  gradually  gone  off,  fuch  a  degree  of  the 
prolapfus  uteri  remained  as  proved  greatly  diftreffing 
to  her  ;  for  it  not  only  prevented  her  from  ufing  her 
wonted  exercife,  but  was  attended  with  a  confiderablc 
degree  of  dyfury,  or  difficulty  of  paffing  urine,  from 
the  local  derangement  of  thofe  parts,  the  womb  con- 
ftantly  preffing  upon  the  neck  of  the  biadder  when- 
ever the  body  was  ere£t. 

that 
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that  the  following  obfervations,  though  more 
particular  than  thofe  of  the  preceding  fee- 
tions,  will  not  be  deemed  fuperfluous  on  fo 
important  a  remedy. 

The  fize  of  the  bliftering-plaifters  ufually 
applied  to  the  nape  and  between  the  moul- 
ders was  in  general  about  feven  inches  by 
five,  including  a  fufficient  margin  of  the 
litharge-plaifter  With  refin,  formerly  called 
the  adheiive-plaifter.  In  cafes  of  fciatica 
and  lumbago,  however,  and  in  fome  few 
other  urgent  cafes,  they  were  variouily  en- 
larged. 

If  the  part  to  be  bliftered  be  firft  bathed 
with  vinegar,  and  a  veficatory  be  effectually 
fecured  in  clofe  contact  with  the  fkin,  and 
fufFered  to  lie  on  twelve  or  fourteen  hours, 
the  patient  will  feldom  fail  to  experience  the 
full  effects  of  a  bliftering  operation. 

If  the  veficatories  applied  be  of  moderate 
fize,  and  not  allowed  to  be  on  more  than 
twelve  or  fourteen  hours,  or  till  the  fkin  has 
been  raifed  into  a  blifter,  or  the  ferum  has 
been  difcharged,  they  will  very  rarely  be  ac- 
companied with  a  ftrangury, 
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If  a  very  large  veficatory  be  applied,  or  a 
common  fized  one  be  allowed  to  lie  on 
double  it's  ufual  time ;  or  if  two  or  three, 
are  laid  on  together,  or  in  fuch  quick  fuc- 
ceflion,  that  they  mail  all  be  operating  upon 
the  patient  during  any  part  of  the  fame 
period  ;  we  ought  not  to  be  furprifed,  if  a 
ftrangury  mould  be  the  confequence. 

If  a  veficatory  be  applied  to  the  head  or 
fcalp,  firft  properly  lliaved,  and  fufFered  to 
lie  on  the  ufual  time,  it  will  feldom  elevate 
the  cuticle,  and  yet  will  generally  produce 
a  copious  difcharge  attended  with  very  little 
pain  or  uneafinefs. 

If  the  bl-iftering-plaifter  be  removed  in 
due  time,  the  ferum  be  gently  let  out,  the 
cuticle  be  allowed  to  remain  on  till  it 
ipontaneoufly  feparates,  and  the  bliftered 
parts  be  daily  dreffed  with  the  litharge  ce- 
rate already  recommended  in  Se£t.  XI,  any 
trouhiefome  degree  of  pain,  heat,  or  other 
difagreeable  effe&  of  irritation,  will  feidotn 
follow. 

When  either  from  paft  experience,  or  any 
other  circumftance,  indicating  extraordinary 
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cutaneous  irritability,  we  have  reafon  to  fear, 
that  bliftering  will  be  attended  with  an  ery- 
sipelatous inflammation,  fuch  effedt  will 
either  be  prevented,  or  much  leilened,  by 
the  interpofition  of  a  piece  of  gauze  between 
the  veficatory  and  the  cuticle:  care  being 
taken,  that  the  plaifter  be  removed  in  due 
time. 

If  however  for  want  of  fuch  precaution, 
or  from  any  other  caufe,  an  eryfipelatous 
inflammation  have  already  taken  place,  it 
will  be  much  relieved  by  dreffing  the  part 
affected,  twice  a  day,  with  the  litharge  ce- 
rate fpread  upon  a  fine  rag,  covering  the 
fame  with  a  poultice  prepared  with  bread, 
milk,  and  the  belf.  olive  oil,  or  a  linfeed 
poultice. 

If  a  patient  have  been  fubject  to  the  ftran- 
gury  from  former  applications  of  veficatories, 
it  will  be  found  highly  ufeful,  to  order  him 
to  drink  plentifully  of  fome  bland  diluting 
liquor,  fuch  as  almond  emulfion,  milk  and 
water,  barley  water,  or  linfeed  tea,  both  at 
going  to  bed,  and  during  the  night  time. 

Should,  however,  a  ftrangury  take  place, 
during  the  application  of  one  or  more  vefi- 
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catories,  whether  diluting  liquids  have  been 
drunk  or  not,  the  plaifter,  or  plaifters,  mud 
be  immediately  removed,  and  the  parts 
drefied  with  litharge  cerate  ;  and  twenty  or 
twenty-five  drops  of  the  tincture  of  opium 
fhould  be  adminiftered  without  delay.  At 
the  fame  time  the  region  of  the  bladder 
fhould  be  fomented  with  hot  flannel  cloths, 
wrung  out  of  a  decoction  of  camomile 
flowers,  or  hot  water,  every  five  minutes, 
for  two  or  three  hours  together,  or  till  the 
pains  from  the  ftrangury  begin  to  be  reliev- 
ed j  after  which  they  will  in  general  very 
fpeedily  decreafe,  and  in  a  fhort  time  go  en- 
tirely off.  If  the  motions  to  urine  fhould 
continue  after  the  other  fymptoms  are  re- 
moved, the  liquids  to  be  drunk  mould  be 
taken  cautioufly  in  a  moderate  quantity,  and 
mould  partake  of  the  fame  mild  qualities 
with  thofe  which  were  ordered  by  way  of 
prevention  of  the  ftrangury. 

In  a  confiderable  given  number  of  cafes, 
in  which  veficatories  were  employed,  the 
following  operative  effects  were  obferved. 
A  complete  vefication  took  place  within  the 
.  period 
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period  of  twelve  or  fourteen  hours  after  their 
application.  Their  operation  was  attended 
with  fome  pain  and  a  fmarting  forenefs  of 
the  bliftered  part,  and  likewife  a  copious  dif- 
charge  of  ferum  in  more  than  three-fourths 
of  the  cafes,  and  a  moderate  difcharge  in 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  remainder ;  for  the  in- 
ftances  were  very  few  in  which  there  was  no 
difcharge  at  all,  From  the  care  which  was 
taken  to  avoid  every  unneceffary  irritation,  a 
ftrangury,  or  an  erysipelatous  inflammation, 
as  an  effect  of  blistering,  was  very  rare ;  for 
not  more  than  one  or  two  instances  of  each 
were  experienced  in  an  hundred  cafes. 

The  curative  effects  of  bliftering-plaif- 
ters  in  relieving  violent  chronic  pains  are  in 
general  very  striking,  and  merit  considerable 
attention.  It  must  be  acknowledged,  how- 
ever, that  as  local  remedies,  when  we  con- 
fider  the  fhort  and  more  transient  nature  of 
the  pains  in  the  acute  than  in  the  chronic 
rheumatifm,  their  curative  influence  was  lefs 
confpicuous  in  the  former  than  in  the  latter. 

In  twenty-two  cafes  of  acute  rheuma- 
tifm, wherein  bliftering-plaisters  were  ap- 
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plied,  the  urgent  pains  of  two  patients 
were  totally  removed,  in  eleven  they  were 
much  relieved,  in  fix  but  moderately  or 
ilightly  fo,  and  in  three  not  relieved. 

Of  fifty-nin  •  chrunic  cafes,  in  which 
they  were  likewife  employed,  and  the  pa- 
tients had  made  reports  of  their  effects,  the 
pains  were  intirely  removed  in  fifteen,  much 
relieved  in  twenty-one,  moderate!)'  relieved 
in  fix,  but  little  relieved  in  feven,  and  not 
at  all  relieved  in  the  remaining  ten. 

It  was  likewife  found  in  the  treatment  of 
the  chronic  rheumatifm,  that  Wittering  was 
one  of  the  mofl  powerful  means  with  which 
we  are  acquainted,  for  the  effectual  removal 
of  thofe  deep  feated  and  fixed  pains  com- 
monly called  lumbago  and  fciatica. 

For  examples  of  the  effects  of  bliftering, 
fee  the  cafes  of  the  fourth  and  the  ninth 
fcctions. 
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SECTION  XVII. 


OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  USE  AND  EF- 
FECTS OF  THE  TURPENTINE  EMBRO- 
CATION, IN  THE  TREATMENT  OF 
THE    CHRONIC  RHEUMATISM. 

DURING  my  attendance  on  the  in- 
firmary patients,  the  relief  of  chronic  rheu- 
matic pains  was  often  attempted  by  local 
applications,  fuch  as  the  turpentine  embro- 
cation, the  camphorated  fpirit  of  wine,  foap 
liniment,  Bate's  anodyne  balfam,  camphor- 
ated oil,  and  the  volatile  liniment,  all  of 
which  were  occalionally  of  ufe  as  palliatives. 
J3ut  as  the  firft  of  thefe  was  found  more  fre- 
quently of  fervice  than  any  of  the  reft,  it 
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appeared  moft  advifable,  for  the  fake  of 
brevity,  to  give  a  few  reports  of  it's  effects, 
as  a  fpecimen  of  the  whole,  and  of  that 
palliative  relief  which  may  be  expected  from 
this  clafs  of  medicines. 

One  or  two  tea-fpoonfuls  of  the  turpen- 
tine embrocation  were  generally  applied  by 
friction,  every  night,  or  every  night  and 
morning,  for  four,  five,  eight,  or  ten  days 
together  to  the  parts  affected ;  in  which  a 
grateful  warmth  was  thereby  excited,  and 
provided  the  pains  were  not  deeply  feated, 
they  were  now  and  then  materially  relieved, 
and  almoft  always  mitigated,  at  leaft  for 
a  time.    The  medicine  feldom  acted  as  a 
rubefacient,  or  gave  the  leaft  uneafinefs  from 
it's  ffimulating  quality.  It  has  been  already 
obferved,  that  the  embrocation  exhibits  an 
imperfect  mixture,  and  therefore  requires  to 
be  well  fhaken  up  every  time  it  is  ufed,  in 
order  that  it's  ingredients  may  be  more 
equally  applied  to  the  painful  parts. 

Of  twenty- fix  cafes  of  chronic  rheuma- 
tifm,  collected  in  a  given  time,  in  which 
the  turpentine  embrocation  was  employed, 

three 
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three  were  much  relieved,  fix  moderately 
relieved,  fifteen  a  little  relieved,  and  two 
not  relieved  ;  and  therefore  from  it's  cura- 
tive effectsj  though  only  partial,  it  is  entitled 
to  fome  attention  as  a  palliative  remedy.

SECTION  XVIII. 


A  SKETCH  OF  THE  HISTORY  OF  THE 
ACUTE  RHEUMATISM,  WITH  OBSER- 
VATIONS SUBSERVIENT  TO  THE  HIS- 
TORY OF  THE  CHRONIC  RHEUMA- 
TISM. 

THE  following  obfervations  are  called 
only  a  fketch,  becaufe  it  would  require 
a  much  greater  number  of  cafes  than  have 
been  collected  for  this  work,  in  order  to 
compofe  a  full  and  correct  hiftory  of  the 
acute  rheumatifm. 

The  general  facls,  however,  are  candidly 
flated,  as  they  appeared  on  examining  the 
tables  which  were  arranged  from  the  diur- 
nal 
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ml  reports ;  and  it  is  hoped,  that  as  far  as 
they  go  no  material  miftakes  have  been  com- 
mitted, and  that  fome  improvement  has 
been  made  in  the  hiftory  of  the  difeafe. 

In  the  acute  rheumatifm,  the  mufcular 
parts  of  the  body,  efpecially  of  the  limbs, 
are  painful  on  motion  and  preffure,  and  the 
iyflem  is  affected  with  febrile  fymptoms. 

The  mufcular  parts  are  only  faid  to  be 
painful  on  motion,  becaufe  they  are  fome- 
times  quite  eafy  when  not  moved ;  and  that 
the  fame  parts  are  painful  on  preffure  is  a 
well  known  fact,  and  has  been  frequently 
defcribed  in  the  preceding  pages  by  the  col- 
loquial phrafe  of  the  parts  affected  being 
fore  to  the  touch.  By  febrile  fymptoms  are 
not  meant  thofe  of  true  or  idiopathic  fevers, 
but  fuch  as  ufually  attend  inflammatory 
affections. 

The  three  circumftances,  which  I  have 
thus  particularly  noticed,  appear  to  be  the 
moft  conftant  and  ftriking  features  of  the 
acute  rheumatifm ;  and  therefore  they  are 
felected  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  not 
only  as  a  part  of  it's  hiftory,  but  alio  for  the 

purpofe 
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purpofe  of  exhibiting  a  concife  and  practical 
character  of  the  difeafe. 

The  upper  and  lower  limbs  are  affected 
with  pains  nearly  alike  in  point  x>f  general 
frequency ;  but  the  head  and  trunk,  the 
back  excepted,  are  much  lefs  fubjedt  to 
them.  Particular  parts,  however,  are  much 
more  liable  to  be  affected  with  pains  than 
others  :  for  example,  the  back,  moulders, 
arms,  wrilts,  hands,  hips,  thighs,  knees,  and 
legs,  are  more  frequently  affected  than  the 
ancles,  feet,  head,  breaft,  fide,  neck,  el- 
bows, and  fingers.  The  parts  affected  are 
in  general  moil  painful  in  the  night  time. 

The  difeafe  will  fbmetimes  be  ftrongly 
marked  by  a  tranfition,  a  recurrence,  or  an 
exacerbation  *  of  the  pains,  or  a  concur- 
rence of  thefe  circumftances  :  and  fuch  cafes 
are  generally  accompanied  with  flronger  fe- 
brile fymptoms,  and  more  general  pains ; 
and  will  prove  for  the  mod  part  more  te- 
dious of  cure.

In 
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In  eighty-feven  cafes  of  acute  rheuma- 
tifm,  nineteen  were  diftinctly  marked  by  one 
or  more  of  thefe  modifications  of  the  pains, 
generally  by  two  of  them,  and  fometimes 
by  all  three.  Only  two  cafes  of  the  nine- 
teen were  attended  with  flight  feveriffi 
fymptoms. 

Of  thefe  nineteen  cafes,  twelve  came 
under  my  care  within  the  firft  week  of  the 
difeafe  j  four  within  the  fecond  ;  two  within 
the  third';  and  one  beyond  the  fourth.  Of 
this  number,  five  were  cured  within  the  firft 
week's  treatment ;  five  during  the  fecond  ; 
four  during  the  third ;  four  became  lin- 
gering, and  were  four  weeks  or  more  un- 
der medical  treatment,  before  their  cures 
were  accomplimed ;  and  one  terminated  in 
a  chronic  rheumatifm. 

In  the  acute  rheumatifm  the  febrile 
fymptoms  will  often  come  on  one  or  two 
days  before  the  pains  :  but  more  frequently 
the  pains  will  become  troublefome  for  one, 
two,  three,  or  even  four  days  before  the  fe- 
brile fymptoms  have  made  their  appearance  •> 
and  in  about  one  cafe  in  four  the  patient  will 

be 
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be  feized  with  febrile  fymptoms  and  the 
pains  on  the  fame  day. 

The  febrile  fymptoms  will  alfo  frequently 
abate  before  there  is  any  fenfible  diminution 
of  the  pains  :  but  they  will  likewife  as  often 
decline  about  the  fame  time ;  and  it  rarely 
occurs,  that  the  pains  go  off  before  t&e  fe- 
brile fymptoms  have  difappeared. 

Of  cafes  of  acute  rheumatifm  in  general, 
about  one-fourth  of  any  given  number  may 
be  confidered  as  only  femi-acute ;  for  in 
thefe  the  febrile  fymptoms  will  be  found 
Highter,  the  parts  affected  fewer  in  number, 
and  the  pains  much  milder  than  in  the  ma- 
jority of  the  cafes.  For  example,  of  eighty- 
feven  cafes  of  general  acute  rheumatifm, 
twenty-five  came  under  this  defcription ; 
and  therefore  if  the  epithet  acute  be  allowed 
to  fignify,  either  wholly,  or  chiefly,  what 
belongs  to  the  febrile  fymptoms  attending 
the  difeafe,  it  is  prefumed,  thefe  milder 
cafes  may  receive,  without  any  violation  of 
propriety,  the  approbation  of  femi-acute. 

In  ftrongly  marked  cafes  of  the  acute 
rheumatifm,  the  pulfe  is  generally  as  fre- 
2  quent 
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quent  and  as  hard,  and  the  blood  as  fizy, 
as  in  pleuritic  cafes. 

The  urine  is  in  general  very  high  coloured, 
and  fmall  in  quantity,  in  the  early  part  of 
the  difeafe. 

The  ftools  for  the  moil  part  are  coftive  ; 
fometimes  however  they  are  regular,  and 
now  and  then  they  are  loofe.  The  difeafe 
is  fometimes  attended  with  a  fpontaneous 
and  copious  perfpiration. 

In  moft  cafes  of  acute  rheumatifm,  the 
patient's  fleep  will  be  more  or  lefs  difturbed, 
according  to  the  extent  and  degree  of  the 
pains,  and  violence  of  the  febrile  fymp- 
toms  ;  and  in  fome  inftances  there  will  be  no 
fleep  for  three  or  four  nights  together ;  yet 
fome  few  patients,  with  milder  fymptoms, 
will  enjoy  a  moderate  lhare  of  reft. 

In  the  greater  number  of  cafes  of  the 
acute  rheumatifm,  the  pains  are  fenfibly 
worfe  in  the  night  time,  and  the  pained 
parts  are  generally  attended  with  more  or 
lefs  of  a  rednefs  and  fwelling. 

In  fome  particular  cafes  of  the  acute  rheu- 
matifm, wherein   the  ancles  are  fwollen, 
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the  prefliire  of  the  finger  will  leave  a  flight 
indentation,  as  in  cafes  of  anafarca.  An 
erroneous  conclusion,  however,  from  this 
deceptive  appearance,  may  always  be  guard- 
ed againft,  by  a  proper  attention  to  the 
ilrength  of  the  pulfe,  the  tonic  ftate  of  the 
niufcular  fibres,  and  the  other  figns  of  a  vi- 
gorous action  of  the  fyftem.  In  thefefwel- 
lings  accompanying  the  acute  rheumatifm, 
there  is  always  a  confiderable  degree  of 
tenfion  and  elafticity,  which  are  evidently 
owing  to  vafcular  diftention,  and  not  to  the 
effufion  of  the  interftitial  fluid. 

In  the  early  part  of  life  there  appears  to 
be  a  confiderable  predifpofition  in  the  fyftem 
to  be  affected  with  the  acute  rheumatifm. 
Of  eighty-feven  cafes  which  came  under 
my  treatment,  in  the  different  ft  ages  of 
life,  the  number,  which  occurred  in  each 
period,  and  in  each  fex,  will  appear  in  the 
following  table.

From  this  account  it  is  evident,  that 
within  the  firft  thirty  years  of  life  fixty-one 
cafes  occurred  out  of  eighty-feven,  viz. 
thirty-five  females,  and  twenty-fix  males  : 
and  that,  taking  in  the  whole  period  of  life, 
the  difeafe  occurred  to  rather  more  females 
than  males,  in  the  proportion  of  forty- fix 
to  forty-one ;  and  to  both  fexes  in  a  decided 
manner  from  the  age  of  ten  to  thirty,  for 
we  find  that  in  fifty-eight  cafes  out  of 
eighty-feven  it  took  place  within  that  pe^ 
riod. 

In  the  firft  three  months  of  the  year  the 
difeafe  appears  to  be  moft  prevalent. 
<  In  ^venty-three  cafes  of  acute  rheuma- 
tifm,  which  took  place  within  the  courfe 
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of  eight  years,  the  commencement  of 
which  was  properly  marked  down  in  the 
diurnal  reports,  the  proportion  of  cafes  that 
occurred  in  each  month,  will  appear  in  the

Hence  we  find  that  of  feventy- three  cafes, 
thirty-four,  or  nearly  one-half,  occurred 
within  the  firfl  three  months,  and  that  the 
numbers  which  took  place  in  the  nine  re- 
maining months,  were  fo  much  inferiour, 
and  with  fo  little  difference,  as  to  fuggeft  no 
obfervations  of  any  confequence.  Previous 
rheumatic  fevers  feem  to  act  as  a  predif- 
poling  caufe  to  the  acute  rheumatifm. 

The  attacks  of  rheumatic  fevers  acting  as 
p.redifpofing  caufes  may  be  divided  into  two 
kinds :  thofe  which  have  occurred  cnce  or 

oftener

of tener  in  fome  former  period  of  life ;  and 
thofe  which  have  very  lately  happened.  In 
the  latter  cafe  the  acute  rheumatifm  com- 
monly enfues  within  two,  three,  or  four 
/Weeks  after  the  termination  of  rheumatic  fe- 
ver, or  during  the  period  of  convalefcence, 
when  it  is  generally  diftinguimed  by  the 
name  of  a  relapfe.  Several  examples  of  each 
kind  are  contained  in  the  preceding  Reports. 
Expofure  to  cold,  efpecially  of  a  fudden,  and 
immediately  after  the  body  has  been  heated, 
appears  to  be  the  moft  frequent  exciting 
caufe  of  the  acute  rheumatifm. 

Many  other  caufes  have  been  enumerated 
by  authors ;  but  it  muft  be  acknowledged, 
that  the  difeafe  will  very  frequently  take 
place  without  any  affignable  exciting  caufe 
whatever. 

Of  acute  difeafes  perhaps  there  are  few 
or  none,  in  the  cure  of  which  the  utility 
of  remedies  will  be  found  more  confpicu- 
ous,  than  the  acute  rheumatifm. 

Of  eighty-feven  acute  cafes,  which  came' 
under  my  treatment,  forty-eight  occurred 
in  the  firft  week  of  the  difeafe,  thirty-four 
in  the  fecond  and  third  weeks,  and  five  in 
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the  fourth  and  fifth  weeks.  Of  this  number 
I  received  reports  of  eighty-four  ;  fifty-nine 
of  which  were  cured;  twenty-one  relieved, 
moft  of  which  were  cafes  of  out-patients, 
who  from  neglect  difcontinued  their  reports ; 
two  were  not  relieved ;  and  two  proved  fatal. 
It  appears  therefore,  that  near  three-fourths 
of  the  whole  were  completely  cured  ;  and  it 
is  highly  probable,  we  mould  have  heard 
that  the  greater  number  of  the  twenty-one 
patients  relieved  were  foon  after  cured,  had 
they,  or  their  friends  for  them,  returned 
and  finimed  their  reports. 

When  the  difeafe  came  under  medicinal 
treatment  in  the  fecond  or  third  week ; 
when  the  febrile  fymptoms  were  moderate  ; 
when  the  parts  pained  were  not  numer- 
ous, and  experienced  no  confiderable  tran- 
iitions,  recurrences,  or  exacerbations  of 
the  pains ;  in  proportion  as  thefe  circum- 
flances  more  or  lefs  concurred,  the  cure  was 
found  to  be  the  more  eafily  and  fpeedily 
obtained  ;  and  in  general  took  place  within 
the  firft  week's  treatment,  on  the  fudorific 
plan,  the  ufe  of  the  lancet  being  occafion- 

ally 
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ally  premifed,  in  the  manner  which  has  been 
directed.  Of  this  kind  the  preceding  Re- 
ports contain  numerous  examples. 

When  the  difeafe  happened  to  come  un- 
der treatment  in  the  firffe  week ;  when  it 
was  a  relapfe ;  when,  the  febrile  fymptoms 
were  confiderable ;  when  the  parts  pained 
were  numerous,  or  when  the  pains  were 
ftrongly  marked  by  their  tranfitions,  recur- 
rences, or  exacerbations  in  proportion  as 
thefe  circumftances  more  or  lefs  concurred, 
the  difeafe  was  found  to  require  more  at- 
tention in  the  treatment,  and  the  cure  was 
in  general  accomplished  more  flowly,  and 
with  greater  difficulty. — See  a  number  of 
examples  of  this  fort  in  the  preceding  Re- 
ports. 

Neverthelefs,  although  a  fuccefsful  crifis 
was  in  general  fomewhat  more  fpeedily  ob- 
tained by  art,  when  the  difeafe  came  under 
my  care  in  the  fecond  or  third  week,  yet  the 
good  effects  of  medical  treatment  in  the 
firft  week  were  often  very  ftriking  and  con- 
fpicuous.

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P or  examples  of  fuccefsful  efforts  of  art, 
fee  the  following  cafes  all  of  this  defcrip- 
tion,  which  I  found  more  difpofed  to  refift 
the  immediate  influence  of  medicines,  and 
yet  they  were  cured  in  the  firft  week's  treat- 
ment.

Obfervations  on  William 
Higginfon's  cafe,  of  four  days  continuance, 
cured  in  four  days,  Sect.  II,  p.  25.  Ob- 
fervations on  Thomas*  Higginfon's  cafe,  of 
four  days  continuance,  cured  in  four  days, 
Sect.  II,  p.  26.  And  Elizabeth  Hill's  cafe, 
of  four  days  continuance,  cured  in  two  days, 
Sect.  II,  p.  52. 

Perhaps  as  plaufible  and  popular  an  hypo- 
thecs, as  any  that  has  ever  been  adopted, 
refpecting  the  proximate  caufe  of  the  acute 
rheumatifm,  is  that,  which  fuppofes  a  mor- 
bific matter  to  be  circulating  in  the  fyftem 
for  a  certain  time,  during  which  it  is  con- 
cocted, 
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cocted,  or  fitted  by  the  efforts  of  nature 
(which  authors  have  commonly  called  the 
vis  medicatrix  naturae)  for  being  expelled  by 
fome  of  the  emunctories ;  and  that  this  ex- 
pulfion  of  the  morbific  matter,  when  ma- 
turely concocted,  from  the  fyftem,  is  effen- 
tial  to  a  fuccefsful  crifis,  or  the  falutary  re- 
moval of  the  difeafe. 

But  whether  this  or  any  other  occafionally 
received  opinion,  refpecting  the  nature  of  the 
difeafe,  will  fufficiently  account  for  the  ge- 
neral fact,  which  has  been  ftated  with  refpect 
to  it's  being  brought  to  a  fuccefsful  crifis 
fooner  at  one  ftage  that  at  another,  is  left 
to  the  phyfician  to  determine. 

This' favourite  hypothefis,  however  fome 
of  it's  advocates  may  infift  upon  the  evi- 
dence adduced  in  it's  fupport,  is  certainly 
not  unexceptionable  :  for  we  find  in  the 
preceding  Reports  a  number  of  cafes  of  acute 
rheumatifm,  which  occurred  in  the  firil 
week,  and  yet  were  cured  by  art  in  the 
firft  week's  treatment ;  affording  a  de- 
cifive  proof,  that  a  concoction  of  a  mor- 
bific matter  for  a  certain  period,  or  number 

of 
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of  days,  is  at  leaft  not  effential  to  the  cure 
of  the  difeafe. 

In  the  acute  rheumatifm,  the  brain,  or 
fenforium  commune,  is  very  rarely  affected. 

In  eighty-feven  acute  rheumatic-  cafes 
only  three  patients  were  affected  with  deli- 
rium, two  of  whom  recovered,  and  one 
died. 

The  difeafe  feldom  proves  fatal. 

It  has  been  already  obferved,  that  out  of 
eighty-feven  cafes  treated  only  two  proved 
fatal ;  certainly  but  a  fmall  proportion 
for  that  number.  One  of  the  fatal  cafes 
was  marked  by1  a  very  fudden  and  unex- 
pected tranfition  of  the  difeafe  to  the  brain  ; 
and  was  one  of  the  three  examples  of  rheu- 
matic delirium  alluded  to  in  the  preceding 
obfervation.  In  the  other,  the  difeafe  feemed 
likewife  to  be  fuddenly  transferred  to  the 
vital  organs,  producing  the  moft  violent 
dyfpncea,  andfpeedily  proving  fatal. 

The  difeafe  fometimes  terminates  in 
chronic  rheumatifm. 

.  Suppuration  has  been  enumerated  by  fome 
authors  as  one  of  the  terminations  of  the 

acute 
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acute  rheumatifm  :  but  I  am  inclined  to 
confider  the  instances  as  very  rare,  becaufe 
no  example  of  that  kind  occurred  in  any  of 
the  hiftories  of  the  cafes  from  which  this 
work  was  compofed. 

A  very  frequent  exciting  caufe  of  genuine 
chronic  rheumatifm  was  expofure  to  cold  : 
at  the  fame  time  a  confiderable  number  of 
cafes  occurred  without  any  affignable  caufe  ; 
and  only  a  fmall  number,  in  proportion 
to  the  whole,  were  found  to  be  the  fequel 
of  the  acute  rheumatifm. 

In  four  hundred  and  one  cafes  of 
ch  ronic  rheumatifm,  which  occurred  in 
about  eight  years,  three  hundred  and  two 
were  genuine,  or  regular,  and  were  chiefly 
fuch  as  originated  from  expofure  to  cold ; 
including  thofe  which  took  place  from  the 
imperfect  cure  of  the  acute  rheumatifm, 
and  all  thofe  which  were  ftrongly  marked, 
although  arifing  from  caufes  not  reported  or 
not  affignable.  Of  the  three  hundred  and 
two  cafes  of  genuine  chronic  rheumatifm  I 
received  reports  of  two  hundred  and  eighty, 
of  which  number  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine  were  cured,  fifty-one  much  relieved, 

fcvcnty-

feventy- three  moderately  relieved,  eighteen 
but  little  relieved,  and  nine  not  relieved. 
Whence  it  appears,  that  of  thefe  two  hun- 
dred and  eighty  cafes  near  one-half  were 
cured,  about  one-half  were  relieved,  and 
only  about  one-thirtieth  part  of  the  whole 
were  not  relieved. 

On  examining  a  given  number  of  cafes  of 
patients  under  thirty  years  of  age,  affected 
with  chronic  rheumatifm,  compared  with 
an  equal  number  of  cafes,  which  occurred 
beyond  that  time  of  life,  it  was  found,  that 
the  proportion  of  cures  of  patients  of  the 
former  defcription  exceeded  thdfe  of  the 
latter  only  by  about  one-fifth  ;  and  that  the 
numbers,  which  were  relieved  in  each  of 
thofe  periods,  including  cures,  were  very 
nearly  equal. 

The  remaining  ninety-nine  cafes  were 
anomalous,  and  were  either  complicated 
with  other  difeafes,  or  were  produced  by 
extraordinary  caufes.  Of  this  number 
nineteen  originated  from  fprains,  twelve 
from  bruifes,  and  ten  from  the  venereal 
virus.

By  this  table  of  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  cafes,  the  ages  of  the  patients  being  pro- 
perly marked  down  in  the  diurnal  reports,  we 
find,  that  the  genuine  chronic  rheumatifm 
affects  males  more  frequently  than  females, 
in  the  proportion  of  one  hundred  and  fe- 
venty- three  to  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  ;  that  it  arFeds  both  lexes  very  fre- 
quently from  the  age  of  ten  to  lixty,  but 
more  efpecially  from  the  age  of  twenty  to 
thirty  -y  that  from  the  age  of  forty,  and  up- 
wards, it  occurs  much  more  frequently  in 
males  than  in  females ;  and  that,  although 
we  find  feveral  inftances  occur  beyond  the 

age 
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age  of  fixty,  the  examples  are  very  rare 
under  the  age  of  ten.

In  the  preceding  table  of  two  hundred 
and  forty-fix  cafes,  the  numbers  are  arranged 
under  the  different  months,  as  they  oc- 
curred ->  the  periods  of  the  commencement 
of  that  number  being  diftinctly  marked 
down  in  the  diurnal  reports. 

It  is  fomewhat  furprifing,  that  there 
fhould  not  appear  a  more  decided  difference 
in  the  number  of  cafes  occurring  in  the  va- 
rious feafons  of  the  year :  for,  excepting 
that  the  months  of  auguft,  feptember,  Oc- 
tober, and  november,  feem  to  contain  fewer 
cafes  than  the  reft,  the  numbers  occurring 
in  the  other  eight  months  appear  to  be  fo 
nearly  equal,  as  to  afford  a  ftrong  preemp- 
tion, 
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tion,  that  the  chronic  rheumatifm  is  much 
lefs  under  the  influence  of  the  general  pro- 
<rrefs  and  viciffitudes  of  thefeafons  than  has 
hitherto  been  imagined.

Of  thefe  forty-four  genuine  fciatic  cafes, 
thofe  arifmg  from  fprai  ns,  bruifes,  &c. 
being  rejected,  their  occurrence  appears  to 
be  nearly  equal,  both  with  regard  to  the 
fex  and  correfponding  ages  :  for  we  find, 
that  there  were  twenty-three  males  and 
twenty-one  females  j  that  but  one  example 
occurred  before  the  age  of  ten,  and  but 
four  beyond  that  of  lixty ;  and  that  be- 
tween the  ages  of  ten  and  fixty  there  were 
nineteen  %afes  of  males  to  twenty  of  females.

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SECTION  XIX. 


GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE 
TREATMENT  OF  THE  ACUTE  AND 
CHRONIC  RHEUMATISM,  WITH  PRAC- 
TICAL CONCLUSIONS. 

HAVING  made  fuch  \remarks  as 
were  fuggefted  from  the  effects  of  the  feveral 
anti-rheumatic  remedies  employed  in  the 
treatment  of  the  difeafe,  it  only  remains  to 
add  fome  observations  fubfervient  to  prac- 
tice, which  either  were  then  omitted,  or 
which  did  not  fo  immediately  come  under 
the  title  of  thofe  particular  fections ;  and 
to  recapitulate  the  fubftance  or  moft  mate- 
rial parts  of  the  whole,  in  a  few  general 
practical  conclufions. 

Bleeding  is  certainly  a  very  ufeful  remedy 
in  the  treatment  of  the  acute  rheumatifm  : 
yet  it  appears  from  the  preceding  facts  and 
obfervations  to  have  been  much  more  fo  as 

T  3  an 
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an  auxiliary  than  as  a  principal  remedy ; 
and  therefore  a  cautious  ufe  of  the  lancet 
was  adopted.  For  if  the  acute  difeafe  were 
eftabl iflied,  and  were  likely  from  it's  nature 
and  type  not  to  be  brought  to  a  fpeedy  crilis, 
the  temporary  and  very  tranfient  mitigation 
of  fymptoms,  which  was  generally  ob- 
tained by  diminifhing  the  action  of  the  fyf- 
tem  from  repeated  lofTes  of  blood,  by  no 
means  compenfated  for  the  more  lairing  in- 
jury done  to  the  conftitution,  and  the 
greater  hazard  of  a  lingering  crifis,  or  a 
chronic  rheumatifm  enfuing. 

It  appeared  likewife  from  facts  in  the 
treatment  of  the  chronic  rheumatifm,  that 
the  curative  effects  of  blood-letting  were 
ftill  lefs  obvious  than  in  the  acute,  and 
therefore  it's  debilitating  effects  rendered  it's 
adminiftration  ftill  more  limited  and  ex- 
ceptionable in  the  former  than  in  the  latter. 

Many  encomiums  have  been  bellowed 
upon  the  ufe  of  the  lancet  in  the  treatment 
of  the  acute  rheumatifm  by  various  au- 
thors :  but,  if  we  confult  the  writings  of 
fbme  of  it's  warmeft  advocates,  we  mall  find, 
that  molt  of  them,  when  their  judgments 

were 
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were  matured  by  long  experience,  have  by 
no  means  recommended  the  operation  in 
the  fanguine  manner  they  had  formerly 
done ;  but  have  prudently  fuggefted  cau- 
tion in  it's  adminiftration. 

Of  all  the  operative  anti-rheumatic  re- 
medies, which  have  fallen  within  my  no- 
tice, fudorifics  feem  to  be  by  far  the  molt 
efficacious,  in  producing  artificial  cures. 
Their  curative  effects  appear  to  be  ftrongly 
connected  with  their  operative  ones ;  they 
have  likewife  this  recommendation,  that 
they  are  not  found  to  debilitate  the  patient  fo 
much  as  either  repeated  blood-letting,  or 
the  frequent  ufe  of  purgatives. 

Accordingly  the  tincture  of  guaiacum,  a 
very  powerful  fudorific,  appears  to  be  one 
of  the  moft  ufeful  remedies,  which  has  ever 
been  difcovered,  in  the  treatment  of  the  dif- 
eafe ;  and  has  therefore  juftly  acquired  a 
confiderable  degree  of  reputation,  efpeci- 
ally  fince  the  late  Dr.  Dawfon's  publi- 
cation on  the  acute  rheumatifm,  although 
in  my  humble  opinion  not  yet  equal  to 
it's  merits.  It  is  alfo  an  ufeful  remedy  in 
every  ftage  of  the  difeafe ;   nor  does  the 
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ar/.monia  or  volatile  alkali  it  contains  af- 
ford any  folid  objection  to  it's  being  adminif- 
tered  in  a  rheumatic  fever,  though  it  ftimu- 
lates  and  heats  the  mouth ;  for  it  is  found  from 
experience  feldom  to  ftimulate  the  fyftem,  or 
increafe  the  pulfe,  when  given  in  moderate 
dofes,  or  even  in  large  ones,  unlefs  it  fail 
to  prove  fudorific.    In  cafes  attended  with 
coflivenefs,  the  tincture  will  be  decidedly 
preferable  to  the  Dover's  powder,   as  a 
fudorific  j  becaufe  the  gum  guaiacum  it 
contains  polTerTes  a  laxative  property,  and 
will  generally  move  the  inteltines  in  a  very 
gentle  manner,  without  griping. 

It  has  been  obferved,  that  one  of  the  pro- 
perties of  the  Dover's  powder  was  it's  ope- 
ration as  an  aftringent,  and  therefore  in  all 
rheumatic  cafes  attended  with  a  lax  or  purg- 
ing ftate  of  the  inteirines,  it  will  claim  a 
prior  attention  as  a  fudorific  to  the  tin&ure 
of  guaiacum  ;  and  in  moft  fuch  cafes  a  de- 
cided preference,  unlefs  where  it  (hall  be 
found  to  difagree,  either  from  idiolyncrafy, 
or  from  the  ftate  of  the  febrile  fymptoms. 

It  has  been  noticed,  that  the  fudorific 
operation  of  the  warm  bath,  in  the  treatment 

of 
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of  the  chronic  rheumatifm,  weakened  the 
patient  much  more  than  the  fame  operation 
either  from  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  or  the 
Dover's  pcwder ;  and  therefore  warm  bath- 
ing ought  feldom  to  be  prefcribed  to  rheu- 
matic patients,  who  are  either  very  delicate 
or  much  debilitated. 

Bliftering-plaifters,  as  has  been  remarked, 
are  very  powerful  remedies,  for  the  removal 
of  violent  rheumatic  pains  in  general.  Some 
caution,  however,  is  proper  to  be  obferved 
with  refpecl:  to  their  application  in  the 
treatment  of  the  acute  rheumatifm,  in  which 
the  pains  mould  not  only  be  considerable,  but 
the  cafe  mould  not  be  remarkable  for  their 
tranfitions ;  becaufe,  if  a  veficatory  were 
always  to  follow  the  mifting  pains,  the  re- 
lief obtained  would  by  no  means  compen- 
fate  for  the  trouble,  pain,  and  forenefs,  oc- 
casioned by  fuch  operations  when  frequently 
repeated.  On  the  other  hand,  in  mod 
chronic  cafes,  where  the  pain  is  violent,  and 
deep  feated,  as  in  the  lumbago  and  fciatica, 
we  fcarcely  can  be  faid  to  do  our  patients  juf- 
tice,  if  we  omit  to  recommend  their  appli- 
cation. 

There 
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There  are  fome  cafes  of  the  difeafe,  in 
which,  from  idiofyncrafy,  one  medicine  will 
prove  much  more  fudorific  than  another. 

For  examples  in  favour  of  the  tincture  of 
guaiacum,  fee  the  cafes  of  Ellen  Dabb, 
Seel.  I  ;  John  Nevel,  Seel:.  II }  Thomas 
Price,  Seel:.  VIII. 

For  examples  in  favour  of  the  Dover's 
powder,  fee  the  cafes  of  John  Beaumont, 
William  Peckin,  Ann  Lees,  George  Bar- 
rat,  and  Mary  Offley,  in  Seel:.  III. 

As  experience  therefore  has  demonftrated 
the  fudorific  plan  to  be  fo  highly  ufeful  in 
the  treatment  of  the  difeafe,  the  medicine 
which  will  prove  moft  fudorific  with  the 
lean:  inconvenience  ought  certainly  to  be 
fought  after  and  preferred, 

When  reft  is  much  impaired  from  vio- 
lence of  the  pains,  in  the  chronic  rheuma- 
matifm,  a  moderate  dofe  of  either  the 
tincture  of  opium,  or  the  camphorated 
tincture  of  opium,  may  in  general  be  ex- 
hibited at  bed-time  for  obtaining  fleep. 
They  will  likewife,  in  more  limited  dofes, 
be  ufeful  for  the  fame  purpofe  in  the  treat- 
ment of  the  acute  rheumatifm  :  but  it  muft 

be 
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be  acknowledged,  that  from  the  febrile 
fymptoms  attending  the  difeafe,  they  will 
fometimes  difagree,  and  fail  of  procuring  reft, 
and  therefore  muft  be  repeated  or  not,  ac- 
cording to  their  effects. 

In  the  intervals  between  the  operations  of 
the  fadorifics,  in  the  treatment  of  the  acute 
rheumatifm,  either  nitrous  medicines,  or  the 
common  neutral  mixture,  prepared  with  the 
fixed  vegetable  alkali  and  lemon  juice  or  dif- 
tilled  vinegar,  may  generally  be  adminiftered 
three  or  four  times  a  day  with  advantage. 

When  the  febrile  fymptoms  are  gone  off, 
the  pains  are  either  vanifhed  or  become  very 
trifling,  and  the  patient  is  debilitated,  it  will 
be  proper  to  adminifter,  two  or  three  times 
a  day,  a  dofe  of  fome  preparation  of  fteel, 
pcruvian  bark,  gentian,  or  other  tonic  me- 
dicine, in  order  to  ftrengthen  the  fyftem. 

The  regimen  in  the  treatment  of  the 
acute  rheumatifm  muft  always  be  antiphlo- 
giftic ;  the  diet  ought  to.  be  of  the  vege- 
table kind,  fuch  as  farinaceous  fubftances, 
the  products  of  the  kitchen  garden,  ripe 
fruits,  milk,  tea,  &c.  which  are  the  pro- 
pereft  articles  for  the  patient's  fupport. 

He 
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He  fhould  alfo  abftain  from  fermented 
liquors  altogether,  except  occafionally  a  little 
wine  in  whey,  gruel,  water,  or  the  like.  Reft 
of  body,  compofure  of  mind,  an  airy  room  to 
lleep  and  fit  in,  with  moderate  covering, 
both  of  apparel  and  bed-clothes,  are  like- 
wife  objects  deferving  attention. 

As  foon  as  the  febrile  fymptoms  and  pains 
are  materially  diminished,  debility  confli- 
cting the  chief  part  of  his  complaint,  and 
his  appetite  returning,  he  may  begin  to 
mend  his  diet,  by  gradually  renaming  the  ufe 
of  animal  food  with  a  little  ale  or  wine  at 
his  dinner,  in  order  to  accelerate  the  reco- 
covery  of  his  ftrength. 

With  refpedl;  to  regimen  in  the  treatment 
of  the  chronic  rheumatifm,  it  may  be  Ef- 
ficient, that  the  patient  obferve  temperance, 
in  his  diet,  and  general  mode  of  living. 

The  anomalous  cafes  of  chronic  rheu- 
matifm, complicated  with  other  difeafes, 
originating  from  fprains  and  bruifes,  were 
for  the  moft  part  materially  relieved  by  the 
general  anti-rheumatic  treatment :  but  the 
cafes  which  depended  upon  a  venereal  taint 
were  either  not  at  all  relieved  by  the  fame 
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treatment,  or  in  the  moft  tranfient  manner ; 
neverthelefs  they  were  all  cured,  except  one, 
by  charging  the  fyftem  with  a  regular  courfe 
of  mercury,  for  feveral  weeks  together,  as 
is  ufually  done  in  more  evident  cafes  of  a 
confirmed  venereal  lues. 

To  conclude,  I  flatter  myfelf,  that,  after 
a  due  confideration  of  the  facts  and  obfer- 
vations  which  have  been  delivered,  it  will 
appear  reafonable  to  draw  the  following 
practical  conclufions  from  the  premifes. 

/ .  That  there  are  very  few  cafes  of  the 
acute  rheumatifm,  that  will  not  admit  of  an 
artificial  cure,  efpecially  by  the  fudorific 
plan  of  treatment. 

2.  That  there  are  likewife  fcarce  any 
cafes  of  chronic  rheumatifm,  that  will  not 
admit  of  fome  material  relief;  and  that 
near  one-half  of  a  given  number  will  ad- 
mit of  an  artificial  cure,  efpecially  by  the 
fudorific  plan  of  treatment. 

3.  That  if  the  acute  rheumatifm  be  in 
thefecond  or  third  week's  ftage  of  thedifeafe, 
an  artificial  cure  will  be  more  frequently  ob- 
tained during  the  firft  week's  treatment, 
than  when  it  occurs  at  any  other  period. 

5.  That 
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4.  That  if  the  acute  rheumatifm  be  in 
the  firft  week's  ftage,  an  artificial  cure  wilL 
often  be  obtained  during  the  firft  week's 
treatment :  but  it  will  rather  more  fre- 
quently, efpecially  if  ftrongly  marked  by 
general  pains  and  confiderable  febrile  fymp- 
toms,  refift  the  curative  influence  of  me- 
dicines until  the  fecond  week's  treatment, 
and  fometimes  even  longer. 

5.  That  the  moderate  ufe  of  the  lancet, 
efpecially  as  a  preliminary  to  the  admi- 
niftration  of  fudorifics,  is  a  valuable  auxi- 
liary in  the  treatment  of  the  acute  rheu- 
matifm ;  but  it  will  feldom  be  of  any  ma- 
terial fervice  in  the  treatment  of  the  chronic 
rheumatifm. 

6.  That  the  tincture  of  guaiacum  is 
almoft  always  fudorific,  and  frequently  lax- 
ative ;  and  is  extremely  efficacious  in  the 
treatment  of  both  the  acute  and  chronic 
rheumatifm,  efpecially  the  former. 

7.  That  the  Dover's  powder  operates 
for  the  moll  part  as  a  powerful  fudorific,  and 
alfo  as  an  anodyne  and  aftringent,  and  is  a 
very  efficacious  remedy  in  the  treatment  of 
both  the  acute  and  chronic  rheumatifm. 

8.  That 
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8.  That  the  warm  bath  is  moft  power- 
fully fudorific,  and  a  very  efficacious  remedy 
in  the  treatment  of  the  chronic  rheuma- 
tifm  ;  but  is  more  debilitating  in  it's  opera- 
tion than  either  the  tincture  of  guaiacum, 
or  the  Dover's  powder. 

9.  That  the  application  of  leeches  is  ex- 
tremely ufeful  as  a  local  remedy,  for  the 
mitigation  of  the  more  urgent  pains  of  par- 
ticular parts,  in  the  treatment  of  the  acute 
rheumatifm. 

10.  That  the  application  of  bliftering- 
plaifters  is  generally  attended  with  a  vefica- 
tion,  a  fmarting  forenefs,  and  a  copious  dis- 
charge ;  and  is  one  of  the  moft  efficacious 
local  remedies  experience  has  yet  difcovered, 
for  the  relief  or  removal  of  fixed  rheumatic 
pains,  efpecially  thofe  of  the  fciatica  and 
lumbago. 

1 1 .  That  the  turpentine  embrocation  is 
an  ufeful  palliative  remedy  for  the  purpofe 
of  relieving  troublefome  pains  not  deeply 
feated  in  the  treatment  of  the  chronic  rheu- 
matifm.
